Some who apparently have not read the 
text of this bill carefully have commented 
publicly that the bill would prohibit the 
practice of amniocentesis (the removal of 
a sample of amniotic fluid for study to 
determine the state of health of the un- 
born child). 

A reading of the bill’s text should make 
clear the fact that amniocentesis, or any 
other procedure used to determine the_ 
health of the fetus, is not prohibited. 

Whether those who have attacked the 
bill on this score are part of an 
orchestrated campaign to diminish sup- 

a port for this urgently needed legislation, 
i or whether they have honestly mis- 
- understood its language, we would ap- 
; preciate having the record set straight. H 
5767 deserves the full support of all who 
still remember with horror the revelations 
of ‘‘scientific’’ experimentations of 
human beings performed in Nazi Ger- 
many. Those with similar intentions will 
no doubt be inconvenienced by H 5767. 
From the remainder of the community we 
anticipate a deep sigh of relief.

Another Look at Guston 


“In a period in which illusions of every 
kind are being destroyed, the illusionist 
methods of art must also be 
renounced .... Let painting confine 
itself to the disposition pure and simple of 
color and line, and not intrigue us by 
associations with things we can ex- 
perience more authentically elsewhere.” 
This farsighted 1944 statement of Cle- 
ment Greenberg’s rings true to me, thus I 
must take exception to Kenneth Baker’s 
approval of Phillip Guston’s new pain- 
tings (‘‘Guston’s French Fries,’’ Phoenix, 
April 9). Leave the french fries to Claes 
Oldenburg; Pop Art does not have much 
positive art historical presence. 

Baker adopted the views of Dore 
Ashton in the exhibit catalogue that 
Guston is alluding to recent specific in- 


humanities fo make a general statement 
on the nature of man. If so, Goya ac- 
complished that task quite well 150 years 
ago. The possibilities have pretty much 
exhausted themselves. The petering out 
of Social Realism in the late thirties 
proves the point. Guston himself gave up 
on his own deChiricoesque brand of Social 
Realism in 1947 to evolve toward Abstract 
Expressionism. He achieved fame as one 
of the leaders of the movement with his 
juicy masterworks of the fifties. In com- 
parison, his recent paintings suggest 
recidivism more than linear progression, 
courageous as they may be. 

As I have already implied, these can- 


- vases are anti-modernistic. Irregardless of 


what they mean exactly, the point is that 
the works demand entanglement in 
literalistic ‘‘readings.’’ Resorting to 
cartoon-like figures does avoid any 
classical concern with the beautiful or 
proportional and also circumvents a 
strictly Renaissance atmospheric depth. 
Still, an illusionistic space like Guston 
uses has not been the main concern of the 
last thirty years of painting, as Kay Lar- 
son noted. Perhaps art has been living off 
the fat of the Abstract Expressionists and 
Guston symbolizes a new crisis in subject 
matter. Nevertheless, the answers do not 
lie behind us. 

It is important to realize that Guston’s 
latest paintings do not fail solely because 
they are not modernistic. Boringly un- 
iform color tone, constantly recycled 
iconography, and oversimplification to 
the point of awkward Mr. Potato Heads 
are other reasons for disapproval of the 
new direction. 


Mr. Potato Heads? 


The simplifying and loosening up of an 
older artist is often masterly or at least 
hallowed, as in the case of Matisse or 
Monet. Yet sometimes the results are un- 
worthy of the earlier production and 
deserve to be labeled as such, as with 
Picasso. In this respect it is clear to me 


that Baker and many modern art critics 
are laden with paranoia of putdown. 
Their thought runs, “After all, ‘they’ 
laughed at Courbet, the Impressionists, 
and even the ‘irascible’ Abstract Ex- 
pressionists in our own time, and we'll be 
damned if we’ll be caught laughing at any 
art ever again. Plus the fact is that the 
modern situation is so clogged with alter- 
natives, who knows what is ‘right’ or 
‘good’?”” However, I submit that such 
reasoning is faulty; that it is precisely this 
situation which impels us to sort out and 
draw lines. We must stop condoning what 
an artist produces merely because we can 
assert what it “means” and/or what 
school it belongs to. In Guston’s case this 
need is particularly acute, for the artist is 
still capable of radical change and signifi- 
cant contributions to the history of art.

I too, 
attended their performance at the Box, 
but I could not believe Mr. Herbst wrote 
of the same band that I saw there. Ex- 
ample: the harp player he termed “‘inex- 
perienced”’ was hardly up to the stan- 
dards of a “blues” band getting their 
chops together after school in a garage, 
and the band’s overall sound was up to, at 
best, the standards of nearly any singles 
bar boogie band.

“Boogie!” does not mean the object of 
their attention is a great band.

Last week the Massachusetts House passed a bill out- 
lawing abortions after 19 weeks of pregnancy, except 
when the mother’s life or physical or mental health are 
endangered — contrary to the Supreme Court ruling last 
year which allowed abortions through the second 
trimester or about 26 weeks. The bill also posed a 
challenge to the "privacy considerations implicit in the 
High Court ruling. The new legislation stipulates that if 
the woman is less than 20 weeks pregnant, her physician 
must deem her abortion “necessary”; if over 20 weeks 
and her reasons for seeking the abortion are not satisfac- 
tory, the physician must seek informed consent from her 
husband. But it’s not merely the doctor the husband and 
the woman who deliberate her fate. After 20 weeks, the 
state Attorney General, too, is in on the decision. Finally, 
the bill makes abortions potentially less accessible and 
more expensive by requiring that procedures after 10 
weeks be done in a hospital and that after 19 weeks, life 
sustaining equipment must be available to the fetus. 

A companion bill barring any experimentation or 
study of fetuses due for abortion or of fetal material, live 
or dead, was hammered out last Monday in a conference 
of doctors, legislators and Right to Lifers in the House 
Speaker’s office, and was, as of this writing, soon to go to 
the floor for a vote. 


Both bills reflect the issues in two secret indictments 
handed down in April on five Boston physicians all 
associated with Boston City Hospital: Dr. Kenneth 
Edelin charged with manslaughter of a late-term fetus 
after an abortion, and Drs. Leon Sabath, Leonard Ber- 
man, David Charles and Agneta Philipson for ex- 
perimenting on fetuses. The latter four researchers had 
written an article in the New England Journal of 
Medicine detailing the findings of a study on the effects 
of antibiotics on pregnant women and their aborted 
fetuses. The appearance of the report last June prompted 
an outcry by Right to Life forces, a subsequent hearing 
last fall in the Boston City Council and eventually an in- 
vestigation by the Suffolk County District Attorney’s of- 
fice. During the search through Boston City Hospital 
records for material leading to the Journal-related 
charges, the prosecutor discovered a fetus in storage that 
Edelin several months before had delivered, the find 
resulting in his indictment as well. 


The Phoenix asked Dr. Edelin and Dr. Sabath for their 
views on several questions relating to the bills now pen- 
ding, with the understanding that neither could talk 
about his case. The interviews were conducted separately 
— Edelin’s one evening in his office in City Hospital’s 


Ob/Gyn building and Sabath’s the next afternoon in his 
cramped quarters across the street in the Channing 
Laboratories. In fact, the two men have never met. 


Edelin was in his blues, the uniform doctors wear in 
the operating room. He had just completed three births 
and was prepared to work late into the night on five more 
women upstairs in labor. Still his conversation was relax- 
ed. A light-skinned black, Edelin grew up in. the D.C. 
ghettoes. Every night as a child looking out of his window 
he could see street fights and pushers. He knew about 
abortions early in life. 


Sabath, by contrast, is a self-proclaimed member of 
the establishment who seems to have been educated by 
the indictments to the inequities of the American system 
of law enforcement. He has a test tube wit appropriate 
only to laboratory surroundings. Of the whereabouts of 
an assistant in another room drawing blood samples from 
a volunteer, it was said, “‘She’s out sucking blood.”’ The 
cups in which we were served coffee are labelled: 
“Carbenicillin: Test Me.” And when asked what he 
thought of abortion, he drew an analogy with contracep- 
tion, saying that no woman should be forced to give birth 
to potential life: ‘There are nunneries all over the world 
where eggs are going unfertilized.”

Question: How did you feel 
when you heard about the in- 
dictments? 

Edelin: I was in clinic that 
morning seeing patients. As 
usual, I was running overtime. I 
don’t know whether it’s that I’m 
slow or I take too much time. 
And I usually see extra patients. 
Anyway, I finished and had a 
meeting and as I was walking 
back to the offices, the secretary 
said Mr. Guiney, the director of 
the hospital, wanted me to call. 
He told me that Mr. Flanagan 
(the assistant D.A.) wanted me 
to call him. 

The first thing that crossed my 
mind was that he’was calling to 
tell me that the grand jury had 
broken up and everything was 
O.K. I had asked my lawyer and 
he had made a couple of calls 
downtown and told me there was 
nothing to worry about; it would 
just blow over. I wanted the 
grand jury to make their findings 
public and to make a statement 
that they found nothing illegal. 
So when (Flanagan) called me, I 
just assumed he was thinking 
along those lines. As I was dial- 
ing, it flashed through my mind 
that maybe he was going to tell 
me somebody was indicted. 
Well, he told me, “The grand 
jury has indicted you on a charge 
of manslaughter, and the reason 
I’m calling you now is because I 
wanted you to know before you 
heard it on television. Usually I 
send someone around to arrest 
you, but because of your posi- 
tion, I won’t do that.” 

I don’t know what I said to 
him. I don’t know if I said thank 
you. I put the phone down and 
walked out of the clinic. 

Q: Do you have any idea what 
the particulars of the charge are? 

Edelin: No. When I performed 
that abortion, I did it according 
to the guidelines of the law and 
the dictates of my own con- 
science. You know, I’ve refused 
to do abortions on occasion. I’ve 
encouraged women who I 
thought were a little too far ad- 
vanced — usually young women 
13 and 14 years old who are 
afraid to tell their mothers — to

seek alternatives. Because I 
don’t want to do an abortion on 


this academic year, there were 


something that is viable, not so 
much because the Supreme 
Court says I shouldn’t do it, but 
because it’s not very pleasant. 

Q: What does a fetus over 24 
weeks look like? 

Edelin: It’s about as big as my 
hand and has a head and arms 
and eyes. It’ll move. 

Q: Why were you doing so 
many abortions? 


Edelin: At the beginning of 


two of us who started doing abor- 
tions. It wasn’t because we were 
goodie-goodies. It’s just that it 
had to be done. It’s a service. 
Would you believe I talked one 
resident out of doing abortions 
because I didn’t think he could 
take it emotionally? You have to 
be sure. 

Q: Isn't it difficult to alternate 


between delivering children and 


performing abortions? 


Edelin: Well, I was doing 
many more births than I was 
abortions. You do put yourself in 
a very different mentality, make 
no mistake. Doing abortions is a 
very difficult thing. Really. 
Especially for an obstetrician 
who gets great joy out of deliver- 
ing a nice healthy baby to a 
woman who’s happy about it. I 
used to think I was peculiar 
because I used to feel something

Question: What was the 
origin of the indictment against 
you and your colleagues? 

Sabath: During one of her 
four pregnancies, Agneta Philip- 
son was using an antibiotic call- 
ed Ampicillin to cure an infec- 
tion. She was not getting the 
response she expected and she 
measured the amount of the 
drug in her blood. To her 
astonishment, the level was 
enormously lower than all the 
books say adults have at that 
dose, and she wondered if there 
was something about pregnancy 
that changed the way her body 
handled that antibiotic. After 
her pregnancy, she took the same 
dose of the same drug and 
measured it, and she had what 
was considered a normal level. It 
occurred to her that maybe preg- 
nant women throughout the 
world were getting inappropriate 
doses. Since antibiotics are my 
specialty, she asked me what I 
thought about it. 

(From this initial question 
about antibiotic dosages for 
pregnant women, the researchers 
made tests to discover whether 
two other drugs would pass 
through the placenta into the 
fetus in sufficient concentrations 
to prevent congenital syphilis.) 

The most desirable antibiotic 
for syphilis is penicillin, but one 
of its problems is that about 3 to 


10 percent of the population are 
allergic to it. The two antibiotics 
that we studied — Erythromycin 
and Clindamycin — are often 
used in its place. We thought 
that even though neither drug 
has ever been associated with 
any damage to the fetus, if we 
tested it on women who were 
about to have abortions, there 
would be zero possibility of our 
ever doing damage to a child. 

There is certainty that if a 
pregnant woman is infected with 
syphilis, the baby can also be in- 
fected and be born with con- 
genital syphilis, blindness, 
damage to the heart and great 
vessels and bones and almost 
any organ. If the mother’s 
allergic to penicillin, there’s no 
good information on what should 
be done. We got partial answers 
from the study. 

Q: What other benefits could 
come out of fetal research? 

Sabath: The problem of con- 
genital anomalies is also one we 
ought to know more about. Some 
information in examining fetal 
tissues may help in that area. 
And the whole problem of men- 
tal retardation and the possible 
harm that drugs can cause. 
Everybody knows about the 
thalidomide tragedy, but the 
possibility that other drugs may 
be causing damage may never be 
known if the proper observations 
aren’t made. 

Another huge problem. Em- 
bryogenesis (development from

ATOMIC ACCIDENT 


Accidents that Atomic Energy 
Commission Chairman Dixy Lee 
Ray has called impossible (see 
last week’s Phoenix article ““The 
Great Bay State Nuclear War’’) 
have happened. The Washington 
Post reported more of the same 
last week when they said that 
radioactive plutonium has leak- 
ed out of the AEC’s Miamisburg, 
Ohio, factory into the old Erie 
Canal. The AEC, in acknowledg- 
ing that the leak had occurred, 
said they did not know how 
much plutonium had spilled out 
of the factory (which is produc- 
ing the plutonium for nuclear 
power supplies carried aloft by 
satellites and spacecraft) or how 
far the leakage had spread. What 
they did know was that tests had 
turned up plutonium in two 
ponds adjacent to the north end 
of the Erie Canal and in a part of 
the canal itself. The plutonium, 
according to the Post, was found 
under the waters of the ponds 
and the canal when pipes were 
driven into the mud to take sedi- 
ment samples. 

“We have no idea how the 
plutonium leaked out of the fac- 
tory into the mud,” an AEC 
spokesman told the Post. “This 
comes as a complete surprise.” 

Plutonium is one of the most 
toxic materials known, and can 
cause almost instant death if 
breathed. The AEC emphasized 
that the plutonium from the 
Miamisburg factory was found in 
the muds of the Erie Canal, not 
in the air or soil nearby. This 
meant, presumably, that the 
leakage had been through a li- 
quid form, and not through a 
smokestack. But the most active 
plutonium isotope has a half-life 
of 24,000 years (half-life is the 
time it takes a substance to lose 
half of its radioactivity) and hav- 
ing the stuff leaking around in 
mud probably makes a lot of 
local people uncomfortable. 

The Miamisburg factory is 
located inside the city limits of 
Miamisburg (pop. 14,800) which 
itself is a suburb of Dayton 
(whose metropolitan population 
is 882,000). They agree that 
AEC’s surprises are not much of 
a treat. 


A.I.M. CALLS FOR 
TOURIST BOYCOTT 


Declaring South Dakota a 
“war zone,” Russell Means, 
Oglala Sioux and National Co- 
Director of the American Indian 
Movement, has called for 
tourists to boycott South Dakota 
“until further notice.” 

In a statement May 6, Means 
said that A.I.M. will: (a) 
Discourage all tourism in South 
Dakota until further notice. (b) 
Discourage all non-Indian travel 
to South Dakota Indian reser- 
vations. (c) Halt all non-Indian 
vehicles on reservations. (d) 
Halt, search,—and-i

without Indian permits. Im- 
pounded vehicles wilk-not be 
returned. (e) Begin immediately 
constant surveillance by Indian 
patrols of all non-Indians 
suspected of being enemies and 
assassins. 

The reason for the boycott, 
Means stated, is because of 
“rampant racism in the judicial 
system of South Dakota.” 

Stonehorse Goeman, Seneca 
Chippewa and a co-coordinator 
of the A.I.M. New England 
Chapter, stated May 8 that, “‘the 
New England Chapter uncon- 
ditionally supports our brothers 
and sisters in South Dakota and 
will do so with our presence there 
if necessary.” Goeman also ask- 
ed that all non-Indian New 
England residents respect the 
boycott and stay away from 
South Dakota.

IT’S SWEET 
FOR FARMERS 

The Federal Government con- 
tinues to pay U.S. farmers $90 
million a year not to grow sugar 
crops — despite the fact that 
there is an increasing shortage of 
sugar, and a continual rise in 
sugar prices. 

Congressman Peter Peyser of 
New York has introduced a bill 
to stop payment of tax money to 
farmers who agree not to produce 
sugar.

Governments manage to lose 
track of everything from 
budgeted money to official 
records — but would you believe 
they can also lose roads and 
highways? 

Clatsop County Oregon of- 
ficials report that they have been 
unable to find more than 100 of- 
ficial roads and highways. 

Roadmaster John Dooley 
suspects that the missing roads 
were either never built — or that 
they’ve simply disappeared. 

Dooley says he has launched 
an intensive search of 843 square 
miles where many roads are 
mapped out, but can’t find any 
of them. Among those missing, 
he says, is the Federal 
Government’s “Military Trail,” 
which was authorized for con- 
struction by Congress in a 
special act of 1855. 


SECRET MEETINGS 


Military leaders from the 
United States and from the 
Union of South Africa have been 
conducting a series of high-level 
secret meetings in Washington 
this month, the Christian 
Science Monitor reports. 

The newspaper says the secret 
meetings have involved face-to- 
face discussions between the 
Chairman of the U.S. Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, Thomas H. 
Moorer, and Admiral Hugo Bier- 
mann, the Chief of Staff for 
South Africa’s Armed Forces. 

According to the Monitor, the 
subject of the meetings is the re- 
cent overthrow of the right-wing 
Caetano government in Portugal 
— a coup which is expected to 
trigger an increase in black 
guerrilla activity in Mozam- 
bique, a strategic neighbor to 
South Africa. 

The meetings reportedly are 
being held in secret because the 
U.S. wants to avoid the damag- 
ing publicity it might receive in 
dealing with the segregationist, 
white supremist government of 
South Africa. The meetings, 
states the Monitor, are being 
held to outline possible tactics to 
be followed in South Africa 
should the liberation movements 
escalate their wars for in- 
dependence on the African conti- 
nent.

Homesteads: 
Urban Hope 


By Howard Husock 

No lesser authorities than the 
New York Times and the Wall 
Street Journal — not to mention 
the Boston Phoenix — found 
front page hope six months ago 
for the salvation of the American 
city through something called 
urban homesteading. Modeled 
after the homestead program of 
the Old West but transferred to 
the urban East, homesteading 
was to allow citizens to buy 
abandoned homes from a city for 
a dollar and live in them, tax- 
free, for five years. In exchange 
for the city’s largesse, the 
homesteader, it was theorized, 
would repair the place and 
stabilize a deteriorating 
neighborhood. The Boston City 
Council so liked the idea that it 
passed an urban homestead or- 
dinance in October. 


Today, thousands of inquiries 
later, there is no urban 
homesteading program in 
Boston, mainly for the reason 
mentioned by this reporter in 
“Sexiest Political Idea of the 
Year’? (Phoenix, October 2, 
1973): prospective homesteaders 
have had to hold their horses and 
hope for a passing Wells Fargo 
coach. In other words, Boston 
banks have been either unwilling 
or unable to provide mortgage 
financing necessary for the 
massive rehabilitation needed on 
the dollar homes, most of which 
are in “high-risk,” racially- 
changing areas. 

“The picture for mortgage 
money has gotten even worse in

Why Can’t Radicals Keep Their Word?

Over the long haul, in life’s 
scheme of things, in preference 
to the particular brand of here- 
today-and-gone-tomorrow rad- 
ical worldchangers with im- 
peccable rhetoric, please give me 
one intellectually honest, 
humanistic Yankee — an old- 


2 fashioned Boston or silent Maine 


type on whose word, commit- 
ment and reliability I can count. 


Politically, I may be in sub- 
stantial agreement with many in 
the first (the radical) category. 
But if individually or collectively 
they are undependable, their 
body chemistry and mine just 
don’t mix. Temperamentally 
and practically, on such non- 
radical issues as the defense of 
civil liberties, I can function 
more smoothly and more 
amicably with committed con- 
servatives who have considera- 
tion for others and whose word is 
their bond. 

All this came to the fore 
several weeks ago when Boston 
University’s Afro-American 
Studies Center sponsored a one- 
day symposium on “Criminology 
and Criminal Justice: Old and 
New.” Those of us who helped 
shape the program made a con- 
scious effort to have a broad 
spectrum of viewpoints and 
analyses represented, both in the 
formal papers that were read and 
among the persons invited to be 
on the five panels. 

“The Traditional Position” 
was the subject of a paper read 
by retired B.U. sociologist Albert 
Morris. By contrast, a paper on 


‘“‘Radical Criminology: A 


Definition” was read by Tony 
Platt from the School of 
Criminology in Berkeley. The 
University of California 
chancellor and Regents, together 
with Governor Reagan, are seek- 
ing to abolish the entire school — 
“a first” in the long annals of 
rightwing onslaughts on the 
Berkeley campus. 


Dr. Howard Levy of Vietnam 
court-martial fame, who serves 
as a physician at Manhattan’s 
Tombs, dealt at the symposium 
with the pressing issue of 
behavior modification in prisons 
today, while Father Phillip 
Berrigan sat on the panel that 
examined day-to-day media 
coverage (or, rather, neglect) of 
seething but usually invisible 
prison populations. 


On the panel that proposed 
“Alternatives to Prison” John 


Boone, former Massachusetts 
Commissioner of Corrections, 
and Robert Murillo of the 
University of New Haven’s Divi- 
sion of Griminal Justice both ad- 
vocated the abolition of prisons 
because of their moral bankrupt- 
cy and their pragmatic failure. 
With New York City’s 
Criminal Court Judge Bruce 
Wright as post-luncheon 
speaker, even the most em- 
bittered victim of the criminal 
justice system could not claim 
that the cries and demands of 
the damned were overlooked at 
the symposium. For releasing 
many defendants on low bail or 
on their own recognizance — on 
the constitutional presumption 


of innocence until trial and con- 
viction — Judge Wright has been 
the target of almost as much 
abuse and threats by the local 
police as was the famous ex-cop 
Serpico. 

At such conferences it is 
customary to have a literature 
table, and the responsibility for 
this was delegated to me. I am 
not familiar with many of the 
books in the field. Nor have I 
kept up with the flood of 
pamphlets and tabloids 
periodically being published by 
the numerous prison reform and 
prison abolition groups that have 
sprung up in the wake of the last 
five years of prison rebellions. 
Therefore I inquired around the 


Great Boston area to find 
someone who could lend a 
knowledgeable hand in assembl- 
ing a good assortment of 
materials. 

Through the Cambridge office 
of the American Friends Service 
Committee, which offers help 
and facilities to ex-cons and to 
others striving in these difficult 
vineyards, I was put in touch 
with a personable young man, 
himself a prison alumnus, who 
kindly offered to take care of all 
the arrangements for the 
literature table. He and I never 
met, but we spoke four or five 
times by telephone, right up to 
the week of the symposium. 

As a good civil libertarian, I 
assured him that he and his 
organization had carte blanche 
to display or sell any literature 
pertaining to the criminal justice 
system. When Miss Y.T. Feng of 
Boston Public Library offered to 
lend to the symposium various 
government reports and 
documents — such as the 
McKay Commission Report on 
Attica — her name and 
telephone number were passed 
along to the gracious volunteer 
for follow-through. I promised a 
prompt reimbursement of any 
out-of-pocket expenditures, such 
as fares for a cab if needed for 
picking up and delivering any of 
the literature. 

Came 10 a.m. on the day of the 
symposium — the starting hour 
for the morning session. No 
volunteer, no literature, no 
literature table. Since a table 
had been announced in advance, 
people started inquiring. In some 
embarrassment, I could only 
answer that “he” would be arriv- 
ing at any time. Came noon, 
came afternoon, came the 5:00 
p.m. screening of the documen- 
tary film on Attica — and still no 
show, no telephone message of 
explanation, nothing. By early 
evening, the program was over; 
the Sherman Union auditorium 
and workshop rooms were 
darkened; everyone had 
departed. 

For ten days I waited for a 
telephone call of explanation. 
When none came, I finally phon- 
ed the volunteer. His rationale 

_turned out to be as bizarre as it 
was disheartening for one who is 
eager to see former prisoners, 
with their valuable insights into 
our violent and irresponsible 
society, make their mark on

Eastern Poultry: Couldn’t Be Fresher 


By Laura Katz 

What’s a nice Jewish man 
doing in the middle of 
Chinatown with 500 
chickens? Meyer Small, 68, 
former radio mechanic and 
one-time canary breeder, sells 
them at the Eastern Live 
Poultry Co. on Beach Street, 
probably the only place in 
Boston where you can point to 
a fat, clucking chicken and 
have it handed to you five 
minutes later plucked, clean- 
ed and bagged in plastic. 
~ Meyer’s shop is steeped in 
barnyard smells and lined 
from floor to ceiling with rows 
of metal cages filled with 
“softik” pullets, fryers (the 
youngest male and female 
chickens), reddish-brown 
broilers, and dark brown fowl 
for soup (the fate of roosters 
who grow tough with age, 
“like we all do,” explains 
Meyer). 

Chickens are shipped in 
regularly by the truckload 
from poultry farms in New 


Hampshire to meet 
customers’ demands for up to 
3000 birds a week. Until 
weighing-in time when 
they’re firmly grasped by the 
legs and hoisted onto Meyer’s 
scales for pricing, the 
chickens live on grain pellets 
and water. The going rate is 
65 to 75 cents a pound with 
the average price ranging 
from $2.50 to $5. per chicken. 
Meyer’s policy is to sell only 
high quality, whole chickens 
but he adds turkeys to his 
stock for Thanksgiving and 
Christmas. He runs a strictly 
cash business — no credit, no 
checks — and refuses to deal 
with restaurants outside of 
Chinatown ‘‘because you 
can’t trust ’em.”’ 

Meyer’s pride and joy is a 
bantam rooster that struts in 
the store front window while 
his hen nests above the 
closeted cash register. 
“They’re not for sale,”’ says 
Meyer firmly, “but someone

once offered me $60 for the 
pair. I keep them as pets — I 
like chickens.” 


Born on a farm in Austria 
where he first learned the 
finer points of raising 
chickens, Meyer settled in 
Dorchester 53 years ago. He 
had his own poultry market in 
the North End until 1959 
when his building was 
sacrificed to the Sumner 
Tunnel. For the past five 
years he’s been running the 
store at 48 Beach St. fora 
widowed friend. Business is 
good but Meyer is looking 
forward to retiring next fall, 
buying a farm to raise 
vegetables and maybe even a 
few chickens.

Q: What are the requirements for a again attempts at getting something 


foreign student with a BS to become a 
permanent resident? I am told that 
registered nurses are given permanent 
residence very quickly. Is this true? —

A: The requirements governing perma- 


nent resident status for foreign 
students are very fluid and depend on 
such factors as place of birth (ironical- 
ly, it is not available for students born 
in the Western hemisphere), whether 
the student remains in this country 
while applying or returns to his or her 
homeland, and the number of visas 
available at the time of application. 
Also, the student must have a job offer, 
an employment labor certification 
(available from the Manpower Ad- 
ministration of the Department of 
Labor) and must satisfy over 30 
residency requirements. Because of the 
complexity of the regulations, it is best 
for each student wishing to apply to get 
in touch with the Immigration Service 
(Room E 107, Division of Information 
at the Federal Building) and have 
them lay out the specifics. As for 
registered nurses, they are given a 
preference in the issuance of visas, 
but because of the tremendous demand 
by nurses for visas in recent years, 
there is now a six month wait for those

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Secret Dossiers and Your Credit Rating

It all sounds so easy in the ads. 
You call up your personal banker 
or you ask for your convenient 
department store charge card 
and, following a magic process 
on which we base our financial 
system, you have obtained 
credit. If, however, you’re one of 
the legions of second-class 
citizens whose car or mortgage 
loan applications have been 
denied, or who can’t get in- 
surance, a credit card or a rental 
car, the easy credit dream seems 
less simple. 

If you are one of those wonder- 
ing why you can’t get credit, ac- 
tion taken last week by the state 
legislature’s Committee on 
Banks and Banking should in- 
terest you. That committee, un- 
der pressure from banks and 
credit information lobbyists, 


quietly scuttled major reform 
legislation designed to curb 
abuses and inaccuracies 
associated with personal finan- 
cial files maintained on virtually 
everyone who has sought any 
kind of credit or insurance. 
-Following a closed-door 
meeting with representatives of 
credit information firms and 
banks, the committee voted to 
support a credit regulation bill 
that totally deleted potentially 
trend-setting reforms proposed 
by the state Consumer Council 
and Governor Francis Sargent. 
Their proposals dealt with the 
institution known as the credit 
file, a kind of financial dossier 
supplied by credit information 
companies to interested stores, 
banks and insurance companies, 
among others, to help them 


judge who gets those vacation 
loans and who stays home 
wondering why they didn’t. 
Currently the more than 3000 
credit information companies — 
like Boston Credit Co. in Park 
Square — maintain 110 million 
such files nationwide, many of 
them containing much more 
than information about how fast 
you paid your bills. 


The Investigation 


The main target of credit in- 
dustry reform is something 
known as the credit investigatory 
report, a collection of personal 
information that is gathered on 
you when you seek life insurance 
or a mortgage. Under current law 
(the state’s Fair Credit Repor- 
ting Act of 1971) such in- 
vestigative reports can contain 


comments by neighbors, police 
or friends about your “character, 
general reputation, and personal 
mode of living.” Once filed, the 
report, say advocates of its 
reform, can act as a continuing 
veto on your financial plans. 
The Governor and Consumer 
Council proposed changes in 
that statute that would limit 
such investigatory reports strict- 
ly to financial information (Sen. 
29, filed by the Council), and 
would, moreover, guarantee a 
citizen the right to review such a 
file, check its accuracy and cor- 
rect it (Sargent’s House 5443). 
Such ideas were not much 
favored by companies like the 
Retail Credit Co., the nation’s 
largest credit information firm 
and keeper of 45 million files. It 
went to the trouble of sending 15 


representatives from its Atlanta 
headquarters to an April public 
hearing, fearing the unique 
Sargent/Consumer Council 
could set a national trend. The 
banking committee under the 
guidance of Rep. Antone Aguiar 
(D-Swansea) apparently listened 
well to Retail Credit, which 
claimed public access to its 
records would ‘‘dry up its 
sources,” which it compared to 
newsmen’s sources. Aguiar and 
other committee members also 
met with five credit and banking 
industry lobbyists in executive 
session earlier this month. 

The only committee member 
not attending the meeting was 
consumer advocate Sen. Irving 
Fishman (D-Newton).

Boston Bail Project: Pre-Trial Freedom

It’s no secret that the system 
of bail in our country is highly 
oppressive to all but the very 
rich (see Howard Husock’s arti- 
cle in the May 7 Phoenix). It’s 
also no secret that a situation op- 
pressive to any segment of socie- 
ty usually has some specialized 
relevance to the women in that 
segment. Last week I spoke with 
Paula Phipps and De Courcey 
Squire, two of the three women 
who staff the Boston Bail Pro- 
ject, a new group whose aim is to 
effect the release of all women 
being held in jail in the Boston 
area. 

The group’s history is an in- 
teresting one. They grew out of 
(and work in cooperation with) 
an alliance between the Boston 
Movement Bail Fund and the 
Roxbury War Tax Bail Fund. 
Begun several years ago in 
response to the arrests of Black 
Panthers, Weatherpeople, and 
other radicals, the Boston Move- 
ment Bail Fund soon expanded 
its concerns to include all poor 
people held in pretrial detention. 
Then, two years ago, the Rox- 
bury War Tax Scholarship Fund 
decided to put some of its tax 
resistance money towards bail, 
in cooperation with the Bail 
Fund. As it turned out, women 


comprised most of the 
membership of the two groups. 
Increasingly, they became 
frustrated over the limitations of 
their achievements: they had 
succeeded in bailing out very few 
people, and nearly all of those 
were men; further, they felt they 
had made no impact on the bail 
system itself. Last year several of 
these women had a long meeting 
to deal with these problems. Its 
eventual result was the evolution 
of the Boston Bail Project. 

Why are they focusing only on 
women? De Courcey, who has 
spent time in jail herself, broke it 
down into three major reasons. 
First, as women and feminists 
they felt a stronger identification 
with women’s oppression. Se- 
cond, in the Boston area at this 
time jail conditions are par- 
ticularly oppressive to women. 
And finally, they feel that as a 
tactic concentrating on one 
small group (there are only 
between ten and 25 women in 
Boston area jails at any given 
time) they can achieve greater 
political impact. 

Ironically, the specific 
problems of women in jail rise 
out of the beginnings of an 
attempt to implement a reform 
measure. Last June Federal

Judge W. Arthur Garrity ordered 
the Charles Street Jail closed by 
1976 because of its terrible con- 
ditions. As one step toward im- 
plementing the decision, Charles 
Street closed its women’s section 
last November. Since then, a few 
women have been sent to 
neighboring county jails; most 
are sent to Framingham Prison, 
which has had to create special 
pretrial quarters as a result. In 
Middlesex County, at least, this 
has had one good side effect: to 
avoid the hassles and expense of 
shipping women back and forth 
from Boston to neighboring 
areas, judges are tending to free 
more women on low bail or even 
on their own recognizance. But 
for the women who don’t get out, 
conditions are in many ways 
worse than they were at Charles 
Street. Since the county jails are 
set up for men, the individual 
woman sent to one of them often 
finds herself in solitary, with no 
access to the recreational 
facilities and special programs 
designed for male inmates. Even 


ig in Framingham, which is geared 


to women, there remains the 
problem of distance. As is often 
the case in America, this has 
repercussions in one way more 
complex for the low middle in- 
come woman than for the poor 
one. Whatever their limitations, 
public defenders are at least 


available. Private but not highly 


paid lawyers will often advise a 
client to stay in jail rather than 
taking the time and energy to 
trek out to Framingham to deal 
with her bail transactions. And 
all the women suffer from isola- 
tion from friends and relatives 
unable or unwilling to make the 
trip to visit them. 

For women with children, such 
isolation is an even deeper 
hardship. Since there is no built- 
in mechanism for providing for 
the children of women in jail 
(this is not the case with women 
who have been tried and sent to 
prison), these women must de- 
pend on the charity of relatives 
and friends to both care for their 
children and keep the mothers 
informed of that care. And if the 
children are left totally uncared 
for there is the added danger 
that another state agency will 
step in and attempt to have the 
mother declared unfit. 

In spite of these problems, 
says Paula, the Boston Bail 
Project does not advocate the 
building of “a spiffy new pretrial 
center for women.’’ Such a 
center might improve conditions 
for women in jail, but it would 
also guarantee that a lot more 
women would be in jail. 

What the Boston Bail Project 
wants to see eventually is the 
total abolition of pretrial deten- 
tion, and here is the tactical 
reason for their plans to focus ex- 
clusively on women. They 
believe that they can eventually 
reach a point where they will bail 
all women out of the Boston area 
jails and thus illustrate to the 
community that it would be 
possible to accomplish this on a 
larger scale. Such political 
education is central to their goal,. 
and they see their function as 
dual: in the short term to provide 
service to victims of the bail 
system, and in the longer term to 
help abolish the system itself. “A 
bail fund is really a concrete way 
of expressing our political com- 
mitment,’’ explained De 
Courcey, ‘‘both by putting 
money behind the idea that peo- 
ple shouldn’t be held pretrial 
and by helping to build a com- 
munity of support for all people 
in jail.” 

Right now, there are several 
obstacles in their way and, 
predictably, the major one is 
money. The money available 
through the Roxbury War Tax 
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Bail Fund and the Boston Move- 
ment Bail Fund is low-risk 
money — i.e., they must be 
assured of getting it back, except 
in cases where the bail is ex- 
tremely low. Hence they are un- 
able to chance bailing out many 
women with high bails, unless 
they are referred by community 
groups such as Hard Times, 
Packard Manse in Roxbury, and 
the Rape Crisis Center. They are 
combating this on a number of 
levels. They are helping women 
in jail and their families and 
friends to find alternatives: there 
are sometimes ways of raising 
bail the people had not known 
of; if they have some money the 
Project can put them in touch 
with some of the cheaper bail 
bondsmen; or they can be helped 
to get hold of money that is 
theirs but to which they do not 
have immediate access (many 
welfare people in jail have checks 
waiting in their mail boxes, and 
only need someone who can get 
the checks and cash them for 
them). But their main efforts 
now are centered on developing 
contingency funds — money that 
is theirs to fall back on in case 
someone they have posted bail 
for fails to show up in court. 
They have written up a proposal, 
and have gotten several small 
grants (whose funds will have 
run out by the end of this 
summer). They are planning to 
do speaking engagements and 
other forms of publicty to 
solicit contributions. They are 


looking for another (preferably 
feminist) group to share their of- 
fices at the Old Cambridge Bap- 
tist Church at 1151 Mass. Ave. in 
Cambridge. (They can be reach- 
= ed at 491-1575.) 
Meanwhile, they have been 
negotiating with the social 
=. worker in charge of the Awaiting 
m Trial Unit at Framingham; 
hopefully he will be providing 
them with names of women with 
low cash bails who have been in 
| jail for a week or more and want 
r= to be bailed out. Eventually, if 
> they can raise enough contingen- 
/. cy money, perhaps the “low- 
cash” limitation can be done 
away with. 
_ What about the specter of the 
~ streets being filled with harden- 
ed criminals if the pretrial deten- 
tion system were to be done away 
=~ with? Most people in jail are 
' there for minor crimes, and a 
large number of them wili be 
| found innocent anyway. There is 
no bail on charges of first-degree 
murder, and as to other serious 
crimes, De Courcey observes ‘ 
= that “even if all the people in jail 
= were guilty of what they’re ac- 
m cused of, all that means under 
the bail system is that rich 
rapists go free and poor rapists 
go to jail.” Paula adds: “You 
know, there are a lot of women 
20n the streets who wouldn’t have 
been before they closed the 
Charles Street Jail’s women’s 
section — and they really don’t 
me . seem to be wreaking havoc on 
Pre-Trial Detention Area at Framingham Prison the community, do they?”

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Boston Cops Win the Silver 


Flash Award

PORTSMOUTH, R.I1. — “If it 
was funny, you could call it a 
‘Blue Streak,’” deadpanned a 
somber TV reporter in a broad- 
cast from the scene of the strip- 
tease by a dozen-odd Boston 
cops at the Ramada Inn here last 
week, “but no one is laughing...” 

The hell they weren’t! 

As a fad, streaking was a flop; 
co-ed flash was a rumor, and who 
wasn’t getting tired watching the 
jocks chase the chess club to the 
sauna. Streaking needed 


something; something more up- 


standing than the run of the mill 


traffic. It needed something to 


inject a little sex amid all those 
lemming-like droves of pink 
blushing bodies. Like national 
security needed the Pentagon 
Papers, streaking needed the 
police. The contribution of the 
flushed and flooded Boston 
police officers who made a 
courageous one-night stand at 
the Ramada nightclub here, a 
public exposure of the 
departmental secrets, a startling 
revelation of the impact of all 
that LEAA federal funding for 
non-lethal police weaponry, 
will undoubtedly and justly 
merit the silver flash award from 
Streaking magazine, and the 
award couldn’t be better timed, 
for last week was National Police 
Week. 

No one laughing? The reporter 
wasn’t listening. Half the nation 
giggled, and back in Boston, 
home of the howitzers, it was 
reliably reported that in some of- 
fices of city hall and police 
headquarters, an epidemic of 
belly-laughter incapacitated key 
officials for half a day. 

Outrage and indignation are 
the quotable sentiments from 
the management of the Ramada 
Inn here; but it is clear that 


“flash unbecoming an officer” is 
not an impeachable offense. In a 
mid-week rally from a see-no- 
evil/hear-no-evil defense, John 
Bilodeau, vice-chairman of the 
Boston Police Patrolmen’s 
Association, came up with a 
deliciously prickly quote: “What 
would you think if a Harvard 
Law student was streaking? It’s 
all right if you practice law to 
streak, but if you enforce it, you 
can’t. UMass accepts streaking 
with one provision — that you 
don’t stop. Who am I to argue 
with those great scholars?” 

It was for a big parade and 
clambake to kick off National 
Police Week that the Boston 
patrolmen had gathered, one 
hundred strong, at the Ramada 
Inn in Portsmouth. Boston, 
marching under the BPPA 
banner, was one of the largest 
contingents; but there were hun- 
dreds of police officers from 34 
different departments from all 
over the Northeast. The first an- 
nual Newport police parade 
Saturday was the proverbial 
“biggest parade in recent 
memory,” according to a local 
paper. 

Newport, Middletown and 
Portsmouth share the small 
mass of Aquidneck Island. The 
three bridges that connect the 
island to the mainland seem like 
just another hill in the highway 
to many drivers; out-of-staters 
seldom realize they’re on an 
island. Portsmouth is the 
northern tip, larger than the 
other two towns but with a 
smaller population. Much of the 
land is taken up with the wide 
sparse acres of big potato farms. 
Friday night, a week ago, police 
contingents and marching bands 
were arriving from all over and 
settling into hotels and motels 


throughout the Island. The 
BPPA contigent had been book- 
ed in the Ramada Inn in 
Portsmouth by the parade co- 
ordinating committee. 

“The people at the Ramada 
Inn gave us full co-operation 
when we the 
arrangements,” the committee 
chairman told me later, “I told 
them that (the Boston police) 
were going to have a party and 
they said it was OK.” The BPPA 
pulled up in two buses about 5 
p.m.; when they were joined by 
others who came by car, there 
were nearly 100 of them. They 
filled 41 of the motel’s 85 rooms, 
almost the entire second floor; 20 
more rooms were booked for the 
N.Y. City Police Emerald 
bagpipe band. The cops were off- 
duty, out-of-uniform, sans wives, 
and out for a good time. “They 
brought in cases, upon cases, 
upon cases of booze from the 
buses,”’ said one motel staffer. 

The Mount Hope Bridge leaps 
to the Island from the north, 
from Bristol to Portsmouth, 
practically lands on the Ramada 
Inn; a white Disney gingerbread 
castle entered through a tall wall 
of glass, into a squat lobby. From 
either side fleck-speckled white 
stairs sweep into the lobby from 
the second floor (there are only 
two floors). The little box on the 
registration desk flashes out a 
little ticker-tape message in 
lights: Luxury at a price you can 
afford. It was Jerrico amid the 
potato fields, and the cops 
brought their own horns. 

The motel has two bars; one, 
off to the right of the desk, is 
medium-sized, dark and 
relatively sedate with a jute box, 
called the Barcelona Lounge. 
Throughout the evening of what 
the Herald Traveler called “the 


celebrated disturbance,”’ the 
lounge remained crowded with 
cops, but the employees who 
worked there described the 
crowd as “great fun,” polite and 
considerate. “‘From what I saw in 
here, they were a great bunch of 
guys,” said one. “A streaker 
came up to the door, but he 
didn’t come in, he turned around 
and went back to the nightclub. I 
couldn’t tell if he was a Boston 
cop, or even a cop, just that he 
was @ man, you know?” 

A corridor beside the registra- 
tion desk leads back to the Inn 
nightclub, a huge room with two 
long bars and a platform stage. 
It’s the | t show-band club 
in Rhode Island, regularly book- 
ing the same bands that play 
Lucifer’s in Boston. The corridor 
into the nightclub went past the 
Inn’s large in-door pool; the pool 
area and the nightclub was one 
very large room, separated by a 
wall of sheet glass. 

The owner of the motel, Peter 
Stilphen, 34, said that the action 
centered in the nightclub for 
most of the evening. With all the 
heavy drinking, ‘“‘there was a lot 
of noise and bad talk, and they 
were all, you know, trying for the 
waitresses,” he said, “it was 
gross, but it was nothing we 
couldn’t handle.” 

The trouble started shortly 
after midnight, when the mostly- 
police crowd was well-oiled and 
limber. With Stilphen’s permis- 
sion, the N.Y. City Police 
Emerald bagpipe band marched 
through the lobby and into the 
nightclub to give a brief concert. 
“‘As they came in, this guy came 
running down from the second 
floor nude, he came down ‘the 
stairs into the lobby and ran 
along beside them, into and 
around the nightclub, out again 


and back up the stairs,” said 
Stilphen. “That was the only 
real streaker we had,” laughed 
Jean Lawler, the 28-year-old 
motel manager in short-shorts, 
“he’s the only one who didn’t 
stop.” 

According to Stilphen, that 
popped the bolts off the nuts. “A 
group of them then decided to go 
swimming and so they hopped 
the little railing (separating the 
corridor from the pool area), 
stripped off their clothes in full 
view of the rest of the nightclub 
audience and jumped in. Pretty 
soon there were about 15 of them 
in there.” 

“I couldn’t see anything with 
the crowd around the bar,” one 
of the barmaids said, “then the 
Portsmouth police officer (on- 
duty at the club) came running 
over shouting, ‘Shut the pool 
lights off! Shut them all off!’” 

“T was at the front desk when 
someone came out to say they 
were in the pool (closed, accor- 
ding to motel rules, at that 
hour),” said Mrs. Lawler. “I 
went back and stood at the rail- 
ing for a minute or so, then one of 
them started to come out and 
that’s when I realized they didn’t 
have any clothes on! He was 
nude!” Mrs. Lawler, who is ap- 
parently very sensitive to “bad 
language’”’ and physical ex- 
posure, retreated to the front 
desk where Stilphen was. Inside, 
each development had drawn 
boisterous laughter from much of 
the audience. 

“Then three of them came out 
to the desk,” said Mrs. Lawler, 
“right out here!”’ she gestured at 
the open, windowed lobby. “One 
was just wearing this felt hat and 
smoking a cigar. They were 
standing right im front of me. I 
know they were Boston cops, I

One of the barmaids I inter- 
viewed said she was too busy to 
mind it all, but she had been 

‘irritated by a naked man who 
had situated himself with some 
seeming purpose at the end of 
the bar where there was only the 
bar top and the girls working the 
bar could get a virtually un- 
obstructed view. 

There was a dozen or more 
waitresses and barmaids working 
the nightclub and the lounge. 
When I tried to interview them, 
they were reticent to talk; most 
felt the whole incident had been 
grossly overplayed, and several 
said that the reaction of the 
waitress who worked the crowd 
was much less hostile that that 
of the owner, Stilphen whose 

most quotable comment was an 

untempered, ‘‘They were 

animals — with a capital A!” 

The waitresses were invariably 

kinder. “It wasn’t the messiest 
crowd,” said one who helped 
clean up the motel rooms used, 

“I mean they were slobs, but I 

would only rate them high 
among the top ten worst conven- 
tion crowds.” 

The cocktail waitresses, who

Through Politics 


The Death of the SDS: Suicide or Murder? 


By Carl Oglesby 
(This is the first of a two-part 
commentary on SDS, a Random 
House book by Kirkpatrick Sale. 
The conclusion of the commen- 
tary will appear in a forthcoming 
issue.) 

Everyone sees that SDS com- 
mitted suicide and that 
Weatherman was the act. But 
what if SDS was being murdered 
at the same time? For example, 
by the Nixon state? Is this 
possibility worth coming back to 
in view of Watergate lessons 
about Nixon’s methods, the 
question of the cause of SDS’s 
death at the moment when the 
student antiwar movement 
seemed about to come through? 

To make the finality of SDS’s 
disintegration unmistakable, 
Kirk Sale begins his panoramic 
history of SDS at the end of the 
story with the March 1970 explo- 
sion in a New York townhouse in 
which three members of the 
Weatherman core elite were kill- 
ed making antipersonnel bombs, 
presumably for use. ““Thus, 
starkly, amid ruins, did an era 
come to an end,” he writes: 


“For the inhabitants of that 
townhouse ... represented the 
last bizarre incarnation of ... 
the force, beginning in the 
spring of 1960 exactly ten 
years before, which had 
shaped the politics of a 
generation and rekindled the 
fires of American radicalism 
for the first time in thirty 
years, the largest student 


organization ever known in 
this country and the major 
expression of the American 
left in the sixties. The explo- 
sion on West Eleventh Street 
was the ultimate symbol of 
SDS’s tragic and ominous 
demise, and of the decade 
which had shaped it: a decade 
marked by political and 
cultural upheavals still 
reverberating through the 
society, a decade of sit-ins 
and pickets, teach-ins and 
mass marches, student up- 
risings and building 
takeovers, ghetto rebellions 
and the destruction of proper- 
ty by arson and bombs, a 
decade notable for setting a 
considerable part of its youth 
against the system that bore 
them, against its traditions 
and values, its authorities 
and its way of life. A decade 
of defiance.” 

It may seem inflated of Sale to 
present SDS as though the story 
of the New Left were the story of 
the American decade as a whole. 
At the same time, there was no 
important political fight in the 
sixties that SDS along with 
SNCC and later the Panthers 
was not among the first to join. 
No other lot of self-organized 
citizens acting directly in affairs 
of politics and culture cast so 
much light on. the tragedy of 
American happy consciousness 
or did so much to reopen the 
national taboo questions of 


revolution and communism. 
SDSers refused induction and 
privileged deferment alike, then 
went to Vietnam anyway on 
their own, to the North. They 
did not need Watergate to be 
demystified about Nixon. For a 
long time they were not in- 
timidated by the political police, 
though Sale strengthens my 
belief that it was more police 
subversion than bad reasoning 
that overcame them. Among 
white Americans, they saw the 
new fascism earliest and most 
clearly if only because they were 
standing at the bend close to the 
blacks. They had gone to the in- 
ner cities from which other 
whites were in flight, hoping to 
help get the situation unstuck, 
and in that purpose exposed 
themselves to the country’s most 
painful and threatening social 
relationships. And until the end 
began in 1969 or ’70 when the 
Weathermen in effect helped 
disarm SDS and the movement 
by asserting in their name the 
truncated logic of street violence, 
and terror, they had been armed 
only with a few ideas. 
“ee 

What ideas? Wasn’t SDS the 
anti-intellectual one? If the 
systems-analysis positivism 
dominating the life of the mul- 
tiversities and multicorporafions 
then and now sets the standard 
for intellectual, yes, because 
SDS learned nothing from 
positivism. The idea that moral 


criticism is inapplicable to 
politics is an idea SDS never 
entertained. Nor did it learn a 
lot from a Marxism American- 
style which Cold War 
scholarship had pre-eviscerated 
for easier classroom refutation. 

Against. state positivism, 
against Cold War orthodoxy, the 
old SDS developed a worldview 
along the following lines. 

1. The American democratic 
tradition is by itself a complete 
basis for radical social criticism 
and political activity. Adaption 
of this Quaker faith made it 
possible for SDS to see itself as 
authentically radical without 
ever working out even a general 
conception of a new socialist 
economic program. 


This was not all to the bad. It 
had to be asserted somehow that 
there are other modern political 
aspirations than the rationaliza- 
tion of production of the nation 
state. But this also made it 
possible for SDSers to duck the 
question of Stalinism, of leftwing 
totalitarianism, which most of us 
declared flatly “irrelevant.”’ This 
too was part blessing. If we had 
been required first to break the 
grip of anticommunist social 
democrats of the strength of Ir- 
ving Howe, Michael Harrington, 
Bayard Rustin and others of the 
League for Industrial Democracy 
— SDS’s “parent’’ organization 
— in a theoretical argument 
about Stalinism in the Viet 
Cong, forget it, nothing but that 


debate would have happened 
and there would have been no 
student antiwar movement at 
all, none led by SDS anyway. At 
the same time the lameness of 
our posture of grand silence on so 
immense and active a question 
as Stalinism was maybe just 
what left us so unready to deal 
with the conflicts that would ul- 
timately destroy SDS: the con- 
flicts with and about PL, 
Weathermen, Panthers, and 
police subversion. 

2. The life of American 
democracy has been blocked by 
a long succession of technology- 
monopolizing bureaucratic elites 
governing in the interests of the 
business rich, who put them in 
office for that purpose. Against 
this, SDS tried to foment a cons- 
tant flow of bottom-down 
political disruptions on the 
grounds that what was 
democratically disruptive of lost 
situations was inherently 
liberating, therefore good. Hope 
for renewal of American 
democracy after Vietnam and 
Watergate is no doubt slim, but 
if hope is at all still permissible, 
is that not because the self- 
active regeneration of 
democratic will in the roots of 
the society, not in the top 
branches, still seems possible? 
And what would support that 
faith if not the rebellions of the 
sixties, black and white 
together? 

3. The New Left came by 
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1967 to see the economic and 
political imperialism of the U.S. 
and the S.U. as the leading 
human cause of the impoverish- 
ment of the Third World. Third 
World people are therefore 
justified in mounting campaigns 
of liberation like those of Cuba 
and Vietnam against the US and 
those of Hungary and 
Czechoslovakia against the SU. 

4. For the first time in its 
history America does not front 
upon the wilderness. True, that 
was not a wilderness. But until 
lately there was an idea, was 
there not, that white movement 
westwards across the continent, 
then the Pacific was a movement 
into free, unused space? Open 
space? And that white people 


held in manifest ways some prior 
claim to this space, could kill In- 
dians and Mexicans and 
Filipinos for it as though it was 
the whites who belong there and 
the others who were the in- 
truders? Along with slavery, 
frontier genocide is basic to the 
evolution of our national 
metabolism and our traditional 
ideas about the world. The 
manifest character of this 
destiny is so soothingly cradled 
into the white American mind 
that to this moment, never mind 
Vietnam and Chile and all their 
teachings, people regarding 
themselves as literate will hotly 
insist that our system is neither 
imperialist nor genocidal and 
just blink at the question, “‘What 


about the Indians?” 

But now the epochal frontier 
adventures are gone. The 
American West now fronts on 
the World East, and the World 
East is Red. The loss of the 
American wilderness frontier 
coincides with the victory of the 
Chinese revolution and means 
that we are for the first time in 
our national life a people bound- 
ed on the West by technological, 
historical, social contemporaries. 

For a long time the SDS posi- 
tion was not in any conventional 
sense a revolutionary one. Its 
arguments did not lead it to ex- 
plicitly revolutionary positions 
until late in the decade when 
suddenly King and another 


Kennedy had been murdered 
and the whole world had watch- 
ed Chicago and Prague and Mex- 
ico City helplessly and we began 
to hear of tank-thinking to the 
effect that elections might have 


‘to be suspended and the un- 


cooperative somehow dealt with, 
all for the good of democracy of 
course. 

The world sees this fascist im- 
pulse more clearly today in 
Watergate hindsight. The liberal 
response at the time mostly was 
to blame the New Left for 
hysteria or for bringing it on 
ourselves. This intensified our 
sense after 1968 that SDS was 
being isolated and that repres- 
sion would sharpen. What we 
were trying to say till then was 


not so much that there ought to 
be another civil war in America 
as that there was going to be one, 
never mind what anyone 
wanted, or else another world 
war, unless white Americans 
could come to see more fellow- 
humanly that other people’s 
crimes (e.g., godless com- 
munism) were like their own 
(e.g., godless capitalism) in aris- 
ing from a received historical 
situation more than from malice. 
After the traumas of ’68 it seem- 
ed too late for the faith that this 
regeneration could still happen 
in time. That spreading realiza- 
tion did a lot to bring SDS to its 
Weatherman phase.

Stilphen’s general characteriza- 
tion of the Boston police who 
were there for the night. “I. 
thought they were just a great 
bunch of guys who treated me 
like a lady, more so that some of 
the regular customers who are in 
here every night.” 

One woman employee, who 
didn’t work the cocktail lounge 
that night, said she called the 
Boston police department long 
distance Monday to tell the 
deskman at headquarters that 
she had worked at the Inn that_ 


were called, “I walked down the 
hall with them and when one of 
them said something I was so 
angry I really lit into him and 
called him an animal and said I 
was originally from Boston and 
they had made me ashamed to 
say I came from that area. Then 
when I was walking down the 
hall, that’s when one of them 
called me a fag.’’ Stilphen 
mouthed the word with distaste, 
still bruised. 

In the aftermath, Stilphen 
surveyed the wreckage —. and 
there is no doubt there was con- 
siderable vandalism, although 
the motel owner is grossly 
irresponsible in accusing the 


police of two criminal acts — 
burglarizing a liquor cabinet in 
the nightclub (someone had hid 
during closing, waited an hour, 
pried open the cabinet and then 
escaped out a back door) and 
slashing tires in the parking lot 
(there were other tires slashed in 
another parking lot two miles 
away). Somewhere through that 
long Saturday night, his struggle 
with the Boston cops became 
personal, and to the surprise of 
even his employes, the tone of 
his charges against them in the 
media became uncharacteristic- 
ly reckless. Either he was mis- 
quoted many times in all the 
media (a possibility) or, he was 


downright sloppy. Even in the 
list of 18 damage claims, totally 
$1,002.75, which he said he plans 
to send to the Boston Police 
Commissioner and the BPPA, 
the list seems as much tallied for 
media-conscious high total than 
with hope of restitution on the 
things he has solid claim for. 
Restitution for the slashed tires 
($265) and the burglarized liquor 
cabinet ($130) are just un- 
reasonable claims; and there are 
a number of others, like ‘‘paint- 
ing and cleaning doors damaged 
by firecrackers ($30),’’ and 
“shampoo of carpets in six rooms 
($84)” that seem to cover in- 
cidental wear to be expected in 


hosting a convention-type 
crowd. But there was a lot of 
petty vandalism that can be 
directly traced to the Boston 
cops, tables and chairs broken in 
several of the rooms they stayed 
in, screens broken off the win- 
dows, framed prints that were 
hanging in the room (insipid 
things, those) thrown out the 
windows, holes burnt in carpets, 
fire extinguishers emptied in the 
hallways. Guardians of the 
Public Morals and Protectors of 
Private Property these fellows 
weren’t — but then they were 
off-duty, which makes them 
private citizens, just like us ... 
almost.

ful.” “He said “Thanks, we can 
use the moral support,” she 
said.

Oil Majors Hunt 


For Vietnam Oil

SINGAPORE — Thirty-four 
oil exploration companies have 
qualified for bidding on South 
Vietnam’s second round of 
offshore concessions in the South 
China Sea. 

Saigon’s National Petroleum 
Board has announced that 50 
“blocks’’ covering 100,000 square 
miles have been designated for 
petroleum exploration and 
development, with 32 offered 
now and 18 being held as a 
national reserve. Contracts are 
expected to be awarded later this 
year. 

Bidders include the majors 
Exxon, Shell, Mobil, Gulf and 
CFP, the French National 
Petroleum Company. 

Increasingly concerned over 
the threat to their traditional 
control of crude oil production in 
the Arab producing states, the 
major international petroleum 
giants are seeking alternative 
sources of supply. Taking advan- 
tage of legislation passed by the 
Saigon government in December 
1970, they are staking claims to 
the last “open” segment of the 
South China Sea’s vast oil basin, 
off the Mekong Delta. 

In July, 1973, preliminary con- 
cessions were awarded Shell, 
Mobil, Esso Exploration (Ex- 
xon), and Sunningdale, a small 
Canadian company. Shell 
received three concession blocks, 
Mobil two, Exxon two, and Sun- 
ningdale one. Shell later took in 
Cities Service on a 50-50 joint 
venture. Kaiyo Oil, a Japanese 
company backed in part by the 
Japan Petroleum Development 
Corporation, joined Mobil as a 
30 percent partner in its two 
blocks. 

Under the terms of these con- 
tracts, nine wells must be drilled 


by July, 1975: three by Shell, two 
each by Mobil and Sunningdale, 
and one by Esso. Drilling may 
begin late this year or early 1975. 

Similar pressures for early 
development will probably be in- 
cluded in contracts for this se- 


cond round. Ships laden with’ 


electronic gear have been con- 
ducting geological surveys for 
years in the South China Sea, 
and the companies are almost 
certain to bring in profitable 
wells. 

South Vietnam’s Provisional 
Revolutionary Government, 
which under the 1973 Paris 
Peace Agreement shares 
sovereignty with the Saigon ad- 
ministration, has denounced 
Saigon’s earlier concession 
awards. In a July 20, 1973 broad- 
cast, the PRG called the awards 
“an illegal, traitorous and anti- 
popular move. The Saigon ad- 
ministration... represents 
nobody, and has no right to sign 
any agreement on the extraction 
of oil in South Vietnam.” 

According to the Chase 
Manhattan Bank, $35 billion 
will be invested for petroleum 
development in the South China 
Sea over the next decade. 
Despite the precarious situation 
of Saigon’s Thieu regime, oil 
men appear relaxed about 
gambling over the highly promis- 
ing concession areas. 


They reason that even if Thieu 


goes, a coalition government, 
and not the PRG, will replace his 
regime. Moreover, any govern- 
ment in South Vietnam will need 
the revenue. They are also en- 
couraged by the 1973 agreement 
struck by Italy’s state company, 
ENI, and North Vietnam. 

Oil men feel that the present 
contracts, written along the lines 
of the old-fashioned Middle East 
agreements, but even more 
favorable to the companies, will 
eventually have to be 
renegotiated. But they are confi- 
dent that they will be able to 
hold on to acreage covered in the 
leases now being. let.

Truman Capote once said that 
journalism is the only form of 
writing that requires no God- 
given talent. Newspaper writing, 
he said, is strictly formula 
writing, a technical skill that can 
be learned by nearly anyone. 

Of course, the rules of the 
game have been changing (or are 
being ignored completely) over 
recent years, but this view of the 
business as something less than 
a real profession persists. Unlike 
doctors and lawyers, journalists 
don't have to be licensed and 
they don’t have to pass any tests. 
All they have to do is convince a 
publication somewhere to hire 
them. 

But, thank God, journalists do 
have their own convention — a 
place where they can go once a 
year and, if nothing else, fan- 
tasize that they are 
professionals. It’s the A.J. Liebl- 
ing Counter-Convention which 
was held for the third time in 
New York City over the weekend 
of May 10. 

The event attracted nearly 
2000 working journalists, 
students, and hangers-on to the 
Roosevelt Hotel for a week-end 
of discussions, criticism, back- 
patting, drinking, and other ac- 
tivities that have more or less to 
do with the standards of 
newspaper writing. The gather- 
ing was mostly young, almost en- 
tirely white, about 50 percent 
female, and something less than 
affluent. It looked, as one 
observer noted, like a George 
McGovern rally. 

Which is just about what it 
was supposed to look like. The 
conference was sponsored, for 
the third successive year, by 
MORE, a monthly journalism 


review, and although the stuffy . 


New York Times dismissed it

snidely as “‘a sort of spring-rite 
catharsis for the press,” the 
event is, in fact, intended 
primarily for young reporters 
who are new to the business and 
need advice, information, and 
inspiration from those more es- 
tablished newsmen who make up 
the various panels. 

“There is a sense of communi- 
ty that is developed here,” ex- 
plained J. Anthony Lukas, 
associate editor of MORE and 


himself a former Timesman and 
Pulitzer Prize winner. ‘““The only 
times that reporters ever get 
together is when they’re com- 
peting on a story or when they’re 
drunk together. This conference 
is the only real opportunity for 
sober journalists to get together 
in lively discussions.” 

This, he observed, is par- 
ticularly important for younger 
newsmen who believe that repor- 
ting should be “‘a profession with 


standards” but work for news 
organizations with no sense of 
public commitment or respon- 
sibility. 

“They discover here,’’ Lukas 
said, “that there are a lot of 
other people like them who share 
their concerns.” 

All of which is very true and 
very nice. The sense of a jour- 
nalistic community was nowhere 
more strongly felt than during 
the conference’s Saturday even- 


ing award presentations. Morton 
Mintz of the Washington Post 
was honored for his years of 
tough reporting of bureaucratic 
waste and inefficiency in 
Washington and, in what had to 
have been the emotional 
highlight of the weekend, 
photographer W. Eugene Smith 
presented a moving and distur- 
bing photo essay depicting the 
suffering of Japanese fishing 
villagers deformed by the 
poisonous industrial mercury in 
the fish they eat. 


Watching Wallace 


The evening’s panel on “The 
Press and the Presidency,”’ 
moderated by CBS-TV’s Mike 
Wallace, attracted an overflow 
crowd to the hotel’s main 
ballroom. Each year, the conven- 
tion planners have un- 
derestimated the turnout and 
made inadequate preparations 
for handling the scores of 
reporters that turn out. The dis- 
cussion was, however, beamed 
on closed-circuit TV into two 
other function rooms — so that 
hundreds of people, after paying 
their $15 registration fee, had the 
dubious privilege of sitting and 
watching Mike Wallace on 
television. 

And there were other disap- 
pointments. It may be that the 
getting together of journalists is, 
in and of itself, a good and useful 
thing (the only way for Boston 
newsmen to really sit down and 
get to know each other, it seems, 
is to go to a New York conven- 
tion), but beyond that, the pan- 
els and workshops provided little 
in the way of hard, practical in- 
formation. 

A Saturday morning workshop

medium that has perfectly un- 
derstood one aspect of the 
American libido.

the editors of Playboy, 
Penthouse, Oui, and others, 
seem rather quixotic to me. 


And it struck me as a bit odd 
that so much of the men’s 
magazines panel was devoted to 
the same old scenario, the same 
old offended rad-libs pleading 
with Playboy for a retraction of 
their ideology, a quivering ad- 
mission of sin against society, 
when there were so many other 
questions to ask, so many fresher 
issues. As Jim Goode told me in 
the Roosevelt Hotel Lobby later, 
“No one bothered to ask what 
makes magazines work, how 
they change.” 

I had had lunch with Arthur 
Kretchmer, his wife, and Jim 
Goode earlier in the day, just 
after the panel had concluded. I 
know them all from the days

victory, when the city lost in- 
terest. 

The city today has definitely 
regained interest, as have the 200 
people on the waiting list for a 15 
ft. by 30 ft. plot of Fenway earth. 
Parker and the garden society 
are now advising the Parks 


‘Department on its plan to es- 


tablish 15 victory gardens on va- 
cant lots throughout the city, in 
almost every Little City Hall dis- 
trict. The greening of such va- 
cant land could even spread 
state-wide, should a bill, now in 
the Legislature’s Ways and 
Means Committee, be passed, 
authorizing the state Agriculture 
Department to buy urban lands 
for use by aspiring small city 
farmers. In fact, U.S. Rep. 
James Burke (D-Mass) has gone 
so far as to file legislation calling 
on the federal government to dis- 
tribute free vegetable seeds. 

“People used to be here for 
recreation,” says Parker. ‘““Now 
they’re here out of necessity. 
They gotta eat.” 

Parker, who himself buys 
vegetables frozen these days, 
since becoming a widower, sees 
more than economics in the 
acreage surrounded by parked 
cars and Park Drive. “I feel a 
responsibility to make this area 
look good for the city. If someone 
just walks through and finds it 
enjoyable, then it’s worthwhile 
for me.” 


He’s generally pleased with 
the renewed city interest in vic- 
tory gardens, hoping especially 
that promised new lighting 
might decrease the vandalism 
rate that now claims about half 
the harvest each year. On the 
other hand, Parker prefers to 
keep the Fenway gardens under 
the control of the neighborhood. 


“The secret of our gardens is 
that we’ve always had a closely- 
knit organization. That’s the 
main thing I get out of it, per- 
sonal contact. If the city does it, 
it can just become another cold 
proposition. They'll have to hire 
people to do the. bureaucratic 
stuff we’ve done on our own 
time. We’ve done it outside of 
city politics; we haven’t had to 
worry about cutbacks or 
anything. We have a picnic every 
July for the gardeners. Boy, 
that’s something.”

George Frazier is out of the 
hospital now, convalescing, and, 
according to one Globe writer, 
“threatening” to resume writing 
his columns at any moment. He 
apparently did not lose either his 
sense of humor or his sense of 
style during his hospitalization. 
Several of his visitors report that 
they found Frazier lying on top 
of the sheets, his “nut brown 
body” clad only in a pair of baby 
blue bikini briefs. 

The Gay Students Organiza- 
tion (GSO) at the University of 
New Hampshire tried hard last 
weekend to win a pancake 
breakfast at the home of the 
state’s Governor, Meldrim 
Thomson. But it wasn’t in the 
cards. 

The breakfast was an item 
offered by Gale Thomson, the 
governor’s wife, in the annual 
fund-raising auction of WENH- 
TV, located on the UNH campus 
in Durham. When word got 
around that the GSO, which 
Thomson has been trying to ban, 
was raising money to bid on the 
breakfast, the governor’s office 
was horrified and reportedly in- 
structed a Thomson supporter, 
William Durkee of Hampton 
Falls, to outbid the gay group — 
no matter what the cost. 

The bidding war was fierce 
but, after an hour, the station 
abruptly stopped it, awarding 
the breakfast to Durkee for $1,- 
075 — making it the most expen- 
sive item in the auction. Both 
the GSO and Durkee were will- 
ing to go much higher, but sta- 
tion executive Davis Griffith 
said he made the decision 
because ‘“‘the auction was falling 
behind pace.” 

Privately, however, Griffith 
expressed concern that if the 
GSO had won the breakfast, it 
would simply have been cancell- 
ed and no one would have gain- 
ed. Besides, WENH receives 60 
per cent of its funding from the 
state. 

Boston Magazine and 
Philadelphia Magazine share the 
same publisher, a man named 
D. Herbert Lipson. As a result, 
the two publications often share 
similar, even identical covers. 
Boston staffers have defended 
the practice, arguing that since 
the two publications have 
separate readerships it would be 
wasteful to duplicate the cover 
art. However, Ad East, a New 
England advertising paper, has 
charged that the practice ‘‘has 
hampered Boston in its efforts to 
reflect the local complexion at 
all times.” 

The May cover of Boston bears 
a photo of a female model and 
the caption, “Amy, aged 14, 
doesn’t want to be a cheerleader 
anymore.” The March issue of 
Philadelphia contained a similar 
cover story (about kids screwing) 
and displayed the identical 
photo with the caption, “Amy, 
aged 10, doesn’t want to play 
with dolls anymore.” In two 


short months, poor Amy has 
aged four years. 


Former governor (and vice 
presidential candidate) Endicott 
“‘Chub’’ Peabody has been 
sounding out Democrats in the 
Fifth Congressional District to 
see if they would be receptive to 
his running for that seat, now 
held by Republican Paul 
Cronin. Paul Tsongas, a 
Middlesex County Com- 
missioner who is also seeking the 
Democratic nomination says he 
hopes Peabody runs. He thinks it 
will add stature to his own effort 
if he beats a former governor in 
the primary. 

The silly ‘‘decathlon’” com- 
petition between Channel 7 
sports personalities Bob Gamere 
and Eddie Andelman is design- 
ed, quite obviously, to boost the 
station’s 11 p.m. news ratings. 
WNAC.-TV’s ratings at 6 o’clock 
have risen dramatically as a 
result of the equally silly 
“Candlepins for Cash” show that 
precedes that newscast, but at 11 
the station remains a poor third, 
even on evenings when the 
network lead-in is a popular 
program like ‘‘Kojak.” One in- 
dustry cynic observed, “If this 
doesn’t work, don’t be surprised 
to see Channel 7 inaugurate a 
new lead-in to the 11 o'clock 
news, ‘“Fornicating for Cash.” 

Channel 4 is still number one 
at both 6 and 11 p.m. with its 
“Eyewitness News,” but the sta- 
tion is so concerned about 
WNAC’s improved status that it 
has hired an outside consulting 
firm, McHugh and Hoffman of 
Washington, to evaluate its 


newscasts. 


This has caused concern at the 
station since it’s the same con- 


sulting firm that advised station 


KGO in San Francisco to turn its 
newscast into a form of elec- 
tronic tabloid sensationalism, 
emphasizing sex and violence. 


But a source at WBZ-TV insists 
that the station is not edging 
toward “happy news,” but that 
the consultant is merely 
recommending more use of 
graphics and other “‘visually ex- 
citing material’’ in the 
newscasts. 

Channel 5, meanwhile, may 

extend its 6 o’clock newscast to a 
full hour in the fall. It’s the only 
way the double anchorman con- 
cept (Jack Hynes — John Hen- 
ning) would make any sense. 


A New York Times reporter 
was telling his journalistic 
colleagues at the MORE conven- 
tion in New York a week ago 
about some of the deleted ex- 
pletives from the Nixon 
transcripts that the Times has 
learned about but can’t print. 
An example: The president is 
supposed to have referred on the 
tapes to Dr. Daniel Ellisberg as 
“that cocksucker jew boy.” 


At least one local government 
can’t be accused of being soft on 
political kidnapping. The town 
of Brookline is spending $75,000 
a year for continuous police 
protection of the Beacon Street 
residence of the local Israeli con- 
sul. Unwitting beneficiaries of 
the policy may be the vast 
number of local pols who dine 
at the nearby 1280 Restaurant.

newsstands last week, filling a 
void which its editor, John 
Mooney, thinks exists in this 
state. It contains articles on such 
things as indoor tennis, women’s 
liberation, cable television, and 
Massachusetts legislative prac- 
tices — and Mooney says the 
magazine will be “less touristy 
and somewhat more controver- 
sial” than similar mags in other 
states. We’ll see. 

The new Globe assistant 
managing editor, Bob Phelps, is 
really taking charge, and upset- 
ting a lot of the paper’s staffers 
in the process. At a recent day- 
long Globe conference held at 
the plush but not overly osten- 
tatious Endicott House in 
Dedham, Phelps laid down the 
law, saying he wants the writing 
in the paper tightened up and 


But what is worrying Globe 
beat reporters is Phelps’ ap- 
parent dislike of regular columns 
written by reporters. There is a 
move on at the paper to cut back 
on such columns, but any 
political writer can tell you that 
it’s virtually impossible to cover 
a beat like City Hall or the State 
House adequately without the 
vehicle of a regular column. 

On a vote of 35 to 15, the per- 
formers’ union at WBZ has 
accepted a contract containing a 
frightening precedent — a provi- 
sion that all newly-hired 
employees can be canned 
without the station having to 
show “just cause.””

public opinion. 

First was the claim that he 
had tried to reach me the night 
before the symposium. I told him 
bluntly that I’d had an out-of- 
town weekend visitor, that I had 
been at home the entire evening, 
and that my phone had not been 
out of order. Second came the 
‘‘explanation’’ that his 
organization of former prisoners 
had decided they wanted 
nothing further to do with John 
Boone and Phillip Berrigan, and 
that therefore he had not shown 
up to set up the literature table. 

Before even asking the 
specifics of their alienation from 
Messrs. Boone and Berrigan, I 
asked: “But what has any dis- 
agreement you may have with 
them got to do with the sym- 
posium as such? They were only 
two out of 26 persons on the 
program.” 

There was (and, of course, 
could be) no responsive answer. 
All I could gather was that the 
volunteer’s organization had 
recently decided, for whatever 
reasons, to sever their connection 


With John Boone’s umbrella 
agency (the National Campaign 
Against Prisons). They were 
angry at Phillip Berrigan, who 
now makes his living by lec- 
turing, for allegedly having re- 
quested a fee when invited by 
their organization to journey 
from his home in Baltimore to 
New Hampshire to speak. 

For the sake of my blood 
pressure and my manners, it was 
good that I’d waited those ten 
days to cool off after having been 
let down. My threshold for non- 
sense and irrationality has 
always been low. To me, rebel 
prisoners or rebel ex-prisoners 
are no more exempt from 
criticism than were, say, the 
Black Panthers in the late 
1960’s. When the “vanguard” 
Panthers were catching hell from 
cops, judges and juries, some of 
my radical white friends were 
almost ready to lynch anyone 
who dared to question Panther 
rhetoric, Panther hustling, 
Panther shoot-outs and Panther 
grandstanding. 

Some 240 persons — students, 
civic leaders, opinion moders, 
people eager to learn about the 
turmoil in our penal system — 
registered at the symposium. 
There is every reason to assume 


that they would have purchased 
a considerable volume of books, 
brochures and other 
publications. Here was an ideal 
chance, in an academic setting, 
for an organization of ex-cons to 
establish contact with a recep- 
tive audience, and to reach 
beyond their thin ranks of the 
already converted. And since the 
beef against Phil Berrigan was 
that ‘She knew we had no 
money,” here was a chance to 
earn some. 

But for the pettiest of reasons 
they blew the chance. And now, 
instead of engaging in some 
belated self-criticism, I imagine 
that the group will be furious 
and defensive about this article, 
despite their remaining 
anonymous. 

Were I an on-the-make Beacon 
Hill legislator cynically at work 
on repeal of the prison furlough 
program, and were I busily turn- 
ing back the clock on the other 
humane reforms that John 
Boone instituted at the cost of 
his professional career, I would 
roar with diabolical laughter at 
this wasteful little episode — 
which, in tone and in substance, 
is not something unique and rare 
in the annals of homefront 
revolutionaries. I can only guess 


about the let-down feelings of 
the men and women still behind 
bars who are looking to their 
recently released brothers and 
sisters for meaningful supportive 
action.

Continued from page 
the past six months,” says Kevin 
White housing adviser Dave 
Strohm, who’s worked on 
homesteading and blames what 
he calls the Nixon Ad- 
ministration’s ‘“‘anti-city” hous- 
ing policies for not giving banks 
financial incentives for the inner 
city involvement. 

A relatively good possibility 
that the state will help fill the 
federal vacuum does exist, 
however. Senate 1684, a bill 
sponsored by Sen. Irving 
Fishman (D-Newton) would 
have the state buy bank 
mortgages for the purpose of 
rehabilitating low and moderate 
income housing in 
neighborhoods in danger of 
becoming slums. Reported 
favorably by the Urban Affairs 
Committee, the bill may face 
rougher going in Ways and 


Means, where it is now. Strohm 
says the bill could help make 
homesteading a reality. 

Amidst the long homestead 
delay, one agency has, however, 
already made some progress in 
the battle against abandoned 
housing. It charges more than a 
dollar, but the regional office of 
the federal Department of Hous- 
ing and Urban Development 
(HUD) is selling, relatively 
cheaply, Boston homes for which 
it insured mortgages (under 
defunct urban renewal 
programs) but whose owners fail- 
ed to make payments, thus 
relinquishing their properties to 
HUD. The department has, 
since last July, sold over 100 
Boston homes, many immediate- 
ly habitable, for between $5,000 
and $25,000. The department 
owns and is selling some 400 


more. The more expensive 


models have already been fixed 
up, but HUD’s John Andrews 
says that some real house- 
hunting finds are those sold “‘as 
is’’ — older homes needing 
repair. Some are possessed of 
Victorian charm waiting to be 
revived. HUD and the Mayor’s 
office are now: working on plans 
to match up homesteading in- 
quiries with HUD homes.

Think It's High? Just Wait! 


The Scenario for Summer: 
Drop in Gas, Hike in Prices 


By Sharon Basco 

Scenario, Summer of ’74: 
Thousands of tourists in gas- 
guzzling machines invade a Bay 
State already suffering from high 
prices and low supplies of gas- 
oline. 

We who are passionate about 
our private autos are not very 
good at conservation. But unless 
we quickly develop a talent for it 
we can expect to spend the 
summer days sweating in long 
lines, waiting to pay as much as 
75 cents a gallon for gasoline. 

“After looking forward to 
vacation for 49 weeks, a guy isn’t 
going to say, ‘Well, now , I better 
conserve our gas supply and save 
my money and stay home,’” said 
Carl Olsen, who has run a 
Sunoco station in Cambridge for 
the past 14 years. ‘“‘When those 
two vacation weeks roll around, 
people will take off in their cars 
no matter what the cost.” 

They'll probably take off at 
considerably faster than the 
energy crisis 50 mile-an-hour 
speed limit. Federal Energy Ad- 
ministration spokesman Robert 
Ruttenberg drove through 
Massachusetts, Connecticut and 
Rhode Island last week. 

“In two days of driving,” 
Ruttenberg complained, “I 
counted 247 cars and buses that 
passed me, and I was going 50 
and 60 miles per hour the whole 
time. 

“People forget there’s a crisis, 
They see some illusionary supply 
of gasoline. But it’s all in their 
imaginations. If the conservation 
effort does not improve I see a 
return to gas lines by the end of 
July.” 

And the price? “It could very 
well go up to 75 cents a gallon,” 
Ruttenberg said. 


Tug of War 


It could be a tug of war 
between residents and tourists 
for the summer gas supply, but 
the Commonwealth cannot af- 
ford to discourage tourists’ visits. 
The third largest of the state’s 
industries (after the manufac- 
ture of electrical and machine 
equipment) travel and tourism 
represents a billion dollar a year 
business in Massachusetts. 

Although the tourist industry 


held back on advertising this 
year, motel and hotel owners 
report that reservations for 
summer accommodations came 
in earlier than usual. People call- 
ed ahead to check out the gas- 
oline situation, and as if to 
answer their own question, many 
reserved accommodations for 
several weeks at one place in- 
stead of planning to spend a few 
days each at widely separated 
spots. 

None of us really need worry, if 
James Connally, assistant to the 
Secretary for Consumer Affairs, 
finds his optimism well-founded. 
There will be a few kinks in the 
gasoline distribution system, 
Connally said, but “Supplies 
will normalize to something ap- 
proaching what it would have 
been like without the energy 
crisis and we won’t feel the 
crunch.” 

When asked about the rising 
price per gallon, Connally said, 
“Good question, but I don’t have 
the answer. All I can tell you is 
that industry spokesmen I’ve 
talked to predict a 75 cent gallon 
by the end of the year, which, 
considering the trend is not 
altogether unbelievable.” 

The Massachusetts allotment 
of gasoline for the 1974 summer 
months will be about 90 percent 
of the 1972 summer supply. Con- 
nally explained that conserva- 
tion has been satisfactory. He 
said that the Commonwealth’s 
consumption of petroleum 
products is 10 percent lower than 
projected estimates indicated it 
would be, and six and a half per- 
cent lower than last year’s con- 
sumption. 


Focus on Supply 


Area gas station owners said 
that their customers’ concern 
focused on the supply of gas- 
oline, not the upward-climbing 
price. 

“Sometimes it bothers me 
that people aren’t annoyed at 
the high prices,”’ a Brighton gas 
station manager said. “I don’t 
think there would be a boycott 
even if the price went up to 75 
cents a gallon. As long as they 
can get their tanks filled, my 
customers don’t complain. It’s 


not the money they get angry 
about. It’s the inconvenience of 
waiting in a line, or having the 
station closed early or on 
weekends.” 

Some people are going to fume 
about the money, though, and 
Joe Hayes, a truck driver for 
Byrns Motor Express, Everett, is 
one of them. 

“T live in South Boston, and I 
drive ten miles to and from work 
every day,” Hayes said. “If the 
price went up to 75 cents a gallon 
I'd have to cut down on my 
leisure driving for one thing, and 
I'd probably take the MBTA to 
work even though that involves 
three changeovers.”’ 

An East Boston businessman 
who commutes to Waltham said 
he would pay 75 cents a gallon 
for gas. “I like to drive, so I’m go- 
ing to pay it. Just sol can get it,” 
he said, adding that he had 
regularly spent an hour in an 
early morning gas line this past 
winter. ‘My wife and I were go- 
ing to take our kids — we have 
three — on a motor trip through 
Maine and Canada, but we 
changed our plans. We’re going 
to New Hampshire instead.” 

Dr. Lawrence Geoghegan may 
be changing summer plans too. 
“T’m a surgeon, and I have to do 
a lot of driving during the week. I 
have no choice, really. 

“But when I take the family 
up to our house in Portland, 
Maine, this summer it will be for 
10-day to two-week stints, and I 
will consider taking the bus or 
flying so I can avoid hunting all 
over the place for gas.” 

The AAA reported last week 
that gas prices, after holding 
steady for four weeks, had in- 
creased by a penny a gallon. 
Gradually the price is going up, 
but at the same time stations are 
beginning to stay open longer 
hours, and more week-end hours 
than they have for many 
months. Richard Hoover, a 
spokesman for the Boston AAA, 
thinks people may be “blithely 
kissing off the problem and 
accepting it.” We’ll find out this 
summer how hard it may be to 
accept sitting in a long line, bat- 
ting the bugs, waiting to lighten 
our wallets.

The American Civil Liber- 
ties Union has estimated that 40 
percent of their information is 
“defective and erroneous.” Gov. 
Sargent, in appealing for his bill, 
said that even accurate informa- 
tion in such files may have no 
place there, and tends to foster 
invasion of privacy. 


Caught in the Middle 


Sargent and the Civil Liber- 
ties Union cite some interesting 
examples: 

A newspaper editor found he 
was denied auto insurance 
because a credit reporting firm 
said that a poll of his neighbors 
indicated he had a lack of judge- 
ment and undisciplined 
children. The poll turned out to 
be the comment of one angry 
neighbor. 

A Lexington man whose store 
burned down found that an in- 
vestigator reported the store had 
been deliberately burned for in- 
surance purposes. The man has 
been unable to obtain a loan to 
rebuild. 


“The whole situation (of in- 
vestigative reports) is a classic 
example of hearsay being used 
against people,’’ says John 
Brandt, a Sargent aide who 
drafted the Governor’s reform 
bill. “If the little old lady across 
the street says you stay up late 
and smoke dope, that’s what 
goes into your file, and probably 
stays there.” 

Under current law, which the 
banking committee apparently 
deems adequate, consumers 
who'd like to check their credit 
files for accuracy are in much the 
same position as impeachment 
investigators: A credit informa- 
tion company must tell you only 
the “nature and substance”’ of a 
report on you, but not necessari- 
ly disclose the full report. Nor 
must the company tell you the 
source of information used 
against you. 

Reform legislation killed in 
committee would have dealt 
with both such abuses. The Con- 
sumer Council legislation es- 
tablished a “laundry list” — a 
list of the kind of information 
which could be put into a credit 
report. The laundry list deals 
strictly with finance, not morali- 
ty. The Sargent legislation re- 
quired the credit company to 
reveal its sources, to allow a con- 


sumer access to his complete file, 
and to use the legal process to 
correct inaccuracies. Currently, 
an aggrieved consumer can 
merely have his own comments 
inserted into the record following 
what he considers to be inac- 
curacies. 


Too Little Time 


“Credit investigators,” says 
John Brandt, “‘often have dozens 
of cases to do every day. They 
don’t have time to make sure 
their reports are accurate. And 
the process of correcting mis- 
takes can be very long and com- 
plicated for a consumer. You 
may not even be able to find out 
what credit company has your 
file. And even if you do insert 
your reply, which version is more 
likely to be believed?” 

Senate 1628, the bill reported 
out of committee, makes almost 
no change in current credit law, 
merely adding language requir- 
ing that a more complete record 
of your file be released to inquir- 
ing consumers by credit com- 
panies. 

John Brandt interprets this as 
requiring credit companies to 
make available more specifics of 
their files, but still not the com- 
plete report nor requiring that 


sources of information be reveal- 
ed. 

“The committee basically 
emasculated our bill,” says 
Brandt. “The best we can hope 
for now is a floor fight and some 
good amendments. Most likely, 


~ we'll have to wait until next year 


to file new legislation.” 

In the meantime, the best way 
to denounce your neighbor 
remains, not the FBI, but his 
credit company. They'll fix him 
for you. 


Impeachment on Video

America’s favorite kind of 
summer daytime television 
program will soon be on the 
screen again. The proceedings of 
the House Judiciary Committee 
Inquiry into the Impeachment of 
President Richard Nixon will be 
broadcast by the networks star- 
ting Monday. Last year the 
Senate Watergate hearings turn- 
ed out to be the most popular 
program on the air, according to 
a survey by Variety. The 
national melodrama far sur- 
passed the predictable soap 
operas in the cogency of its plot- 
ting and in presenting a varied 
cast of characters. 

But the networks are con- 
fronted with a difficult problem 
that did not appear in last 
summer’s series. They may have 
to bleep out Richard Nixon. Nix- 


on, who is always wary of media 
conspiracies, may now take note 
that television news may really 
censor him for the first time 
because of his own foul mouth. 
TV news executives are in a 
quandary. If the House com- 
mittee plays the tapes of White 
House conversations, should 
they broadcast them coast-to- 
coast without the expletives 
deleted? Once before television 
faced this situation, when the 
Knapp Commission in- 
vestigating corruption in New’ 
York City’s police force held 
public hearings (remember Ser- 
pico?). At that time, obscenities 
flowed freely into any home that 
tuned it in. This problem might 
be solved if the House committee 
decided not to play the tapes in 
open session.

audience,’’ Kretchmer com- 
plained. “Just a bunch of people 
who want to get into publishing 
in the worst way.” 

Presumably, there were some 
writers in the audience of the 
convention’s last panel on 
“Failure.” This panel drew a 
large and interested crowd, no 
doubt because many of those in 
attendance were familiar with 
failing or in the very process of 
doing so. Erica Jong spoke and 
made a distinction between in- 
ner and outer failure, quoting 
Pound: “It matters that great 
poems be written, not who wrote 
them.” This sparked a good dis- 
cussion about the nature of 
success and why writers have 
such a hard time. 

Someone then called out from 
the audience in grand rhetorical 
style: “If we had the proper 
social system, writers would be 


able to accomplish what they 
want!” 


Writers and the System 


I'd like to have a talk with the 
guy who said that. His comment 
exemplifies to me one of the 
worst attitudes for a writer. It 
has become fashionable in many 
endeavors t days to pass off 
one’s personal difficulties as 
flaws in something called the 
social system, and no doubt 
there is always some truth to 
such a political argument. We 
would be better off, but we won’t 
be any better writers under 
socialism than we are under 
American “democracy.” After 
the revolution, those without 
creative talent still won’t have 
creative talent. And I wish that 
guy understood that. As Dave 
O'Brian points out in the accom- 
panying article on the MORE 
Convention, just about anybody 
can pass himself off as a jour- 
nalist these days; and you can 
bet that the guy who believes 
some vague antagonist called the 


system is responsible for his 
limitations as a writer is the guy 
whose talent is as thin as a 
playmate’s negligee in the first 
place. 

Someone on the panel, I think 
it was Joel Siegel of WCBS-TV, 
then made a very fine observa- 
tion in response: “All that comes 
to be known as social abstrac- 
tions begin in the first social un- 
it. And that’s the family.” And 
our childhoods and families are 
where we have to go to excavate 
the sources of our creative 
failures, the meaning of that 
malaise we call writer’s block. 

“There is a tendency,” said 
Woody Allen, who had been 
hiding beneath a turned-down 
sailor’s hat, ‘‘to think in terms of 
social structure. This is the 
biggest problem in all modern 
thought. But all you get is an 
aimless reshuffling of social 
systems. The problem has to be 
approached existentially.” 

I recall these fragments from 
the convention because of a 
relatively widespread disease 


among certain kinds of people 
who write, the major symptom of 
which is the wish to make social 
systems, publishers, editors, 
everyone and thing but the 
writer himself, pay for the 
writer’s own inabilities. And 
there were signs of this sort of 
self-indulgence at the 
Roosevelt. 

At the Playboy/Oui party on 
Sunday night, I met a guy at the 
bar who asked me what I did. I 
told him I had been known to be 
an editor in Boston. 

“Ah! You shouldn’t have said 
that!” He pulled out his wallet 
and handed me a card which 
read: STANLEY, THE DON 
JUAN OF SECOND AVENUE 
by Rick Allmen, Publisher: 
Harper & Row. 

“What’s this?” I asked. 

“That’s my book!” He cried. 
“That’s my book!” 

Rick Allmen, a very amusing 
fellow who looked to be near for- 
ty, then related the story of how 
his son had gotten seriously ill 
and Rick, who had published 


nothing before, had written a 
novel which he carried into 
Harper & Row one day. The 
receptionist asked him to leave 
his manuscript on her desk. 
“What!” Rick had cried. “Are 
you kidding? This is my baby! 
Let me see an editor.”’ The editor 
liked it, the company bought the 
book, and Rick Allmen, who 
owns Allmen Construction Co. in 
New York, waited for its publica- 
tion. But Harper & Row, as Rick 
puts it, dropped the novel in the 
middle of the Sahara desert, 
which is a way of saying no 
publicity, no promotion. He was 
disappointed and went out and 
had these cards made and he was 
passing them out to people in the 
hope he could arouse some in- 
terst. 

I told him I would review his 
book if he sent me a copy and he 
said he would and we drank 
together at the bar to the joy of 
writing and no one said a nasty 
word about Playboy or 
Penthouse or something called 
the social system.

ple, promised useful advice to 
scores of eager, budding writers 
who jammed into the room, but 
it failed to deliver. Instead, the 
panel’s participants set the tone 
for the rest of the weekend by 
telling their life stories — how 
they got their “big break,” and 
how, with persistence and talent, 
even unknown schmucks like the 
rest of us can eventually get to be 
world-famous and wildly 
successful people like them. 

What little practical advice 
that was forthcoming was ob- 
vious — or silly. ‘‘Find 
something new to write about,” 
advised David Obst, a hotshot 
New York literary agent wearing 
a McDonald’s jacket and an 
American flag tie. ‘“‘For example, 
no one has investigated the ac- 
cordion repair business yet.” 

A later panel on how to start 
your own newspaper should have 
provided specific advice on 
technical procedures, layout, in- 
vestments, things like that. 
Instead, it got bogged down in a 
pointless argument over whether 


underground newspapers should 
print sex ads. 

A presentation by the 
National Organization of 
Women that was supposed to ex- 
pose sexism in the media boiled 
down to little more than a string 
of offensive TV commercials. 
Everyone present knew they 
were offensive before they went 
— nothing was accomplished. 
The only bright spot: During the 
showing of the “Ring around the 
collar” ad, wherein a marriage is 
failing because the wife can’t 
keep her husband’s shirt collars 
clean, a woman in the audience 
shouted, “Why don’t you just get 
your husband to wash his dirty 
neck?” 

I confess I’d never thought of 
that. 

“Is there a male and female 
sensibility?” The question was 
the intriguing title of still 
another workshop, but we'll 
never know the answer because 
the panelists spent the whole 
time talking about how they 
were able to overcome their 
respective sexes and become 
astronomically successful writers 
and human beings in spite of it 
all. This pomposity, this mastur- 
batory self-praise was 


everywhere. 

And when panelists represen- 
ting various publications were 
faced with criticism, they in- 
variably became defensive and 
evasive — never once do I recall 
an editor or publisher admitting 
that any criticism voiced about 
his paper or magazine might 
have been valid. 

This was most noticeable dur- 
ing the discussion of Men’s 
magazines. Spokesmen for After 
Dark, Penthouse, Playboy, and 
Argosy turned aside all charges 
of sexism, simple-mindedness, 
and exploitation of women’s 
bodies for profit with one stan- 
dard response: We’re not trying 
to be all things to all people, we 
put out a magazine for a par- 
ticular audience, if you don’t like 
it go start your own magazine. 

One had to wonder why they 
even bothered to show up. Ob- 
viously, Dick Schaap of Sport 
Magazine wondered the same 
thing. When he saw that the dis- 
cussion was centering on sex, he 
excused himself, saying he was 
going home to watch the basket- 
ball game. I felt like joining him. 


Hitler on a Scooter? 
But I stayed long enough to 


appreciate the refreshing hones- 
ty of a man who publishes a dis- 
gusting magazine. Al Goldstein, 
publisher of Screw, was the only 
panelist who admitted he was 
exploiting sex for profit. 

“Isn’t it true that Screw is con- 
trolled by the Mafia?” Goldstein 
was asked. 

“No,” he responded. “But it is 
distributed by the Mafia. And if 
Hitler had a motor scooter I'd let 
him distribute it too.” 

“How do you manage to make 
your magazine so consistently 
vulgar?” 

“A lot of hard work.” 

Just as disturbing (but a lot 
more revealing) was the attitude 
of John Oakes, editorial writer 
for the New York Times, who 
participated, at least to the ex- 
tent of sitting there and evading 
all the pointed questions, in a 
panel on editorial pages. 

The discussion was boring and 
pretentious, with each panel 
member talking like editorial 
pages are really important. Only 
author Murray Kempton was 
able to put it all in its proper 
perspective, observing that 
editorials really do not serve all 
that important a function in our 
society. “Most of the time,” 


Kempton said, “all editorial 
writers really do is come down 
from the hills after the battle is 
over and shoot the wounded.” 

Then came a string of 
audience questions, all directed 
at Oakes of the Times. “Will 
William Safire go when Nixon 
goes?”’ asked one. “No.” 

“Why does the Times devote 
so much editorial page space to 
such events as the coming of 
spring?” 

Oakes shifted uneasily in his 
seat. Well, there are a lot of 
things to cover and certain 
decisions have to be made, he 
offered. A non-answer. 

“Why doesn’t the Times run 
editorial cartoons?” 

That’s a decision that was 
made long ago, Oakes offered. 
Another non-answer. “Anyway, I 
don’t like cartoons,”’ he added. 
Another non-answer. 

And Oakes either completely 
misunderstood or intentionally 
avoided answering a question on 
why the Times runs Mobil oil 
ads on its op-ed page (the page of 
opinion opposite the editorial 
page). He talked about the right 
to advertise and the benefits of 
free enterprise. Still another 
non-answer. 
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Hoyt Axton has long been known as a 
staunchly individualistic songwriter whose 
best songs strike an odd but affecting bal- 
ance of the poetic and the comic. For more 
than a decade, artists have been perusing 
Hoyt’s live and recorded performances for 
material, and they've generally found it. The 
en Trio started things for Axton by 
k Dollar,”” which he'd 
composed while doing the wash; it became 
one of their standards. Then John Kay heard 
Hoyt sing “The Pusher’’ one night at the 
Troubadour, and he was sufficiently moved 
to quit his job as a dishwasher at the club and 
take himself seriously as a performer. Out of 
that inspiration came Steppenwolf, and the 
Kay-Steppenwolf version of ‘’The Pusher’’ 
eventually wound up on the Easy Rider 
soundtrack. Steppenwolf was also among those 
those who recorded ‘‘Snowblind Friend.” 
In 1971, Three Dog Night discovered Hoyt’s 
“Joy to the World,” recorded it, and had 
one of their best-selling singles with it. Not 
long after, they repeated the process with 
Axton’s ‘Never Been to Spain.” Those are 
just a few of the high points of songwriter 
Axton’'s career. 


And up to now, Hoyt has been content to 
remain in the back ground, cutting those 
albums full of valuable original songs, only 
to see them borrowed and popularized by 
others. But things have changed. Hoyt's new 
Life Machine album, contains eight new 
Axton originals and a few surprises. It is 

by far his best work ever and with help 
from people like Terry Reid, Linda Ronstadt, 
Flo & Eddie, Doug Dillard and Jim Keltner. 
Hoyt has stepped into the foreground ina 
big way. Life Machine is on A & M records. 
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Most curious, however, was 
Oakes’ absolute refusal to un- 
derstand complaints about the 
Times’ stubborn refusal to use 
the appelation, “Ms.” before 
women’s names. “It’s simply a 


matter of the paper’s style, and ° 


we choose not to use it,”’ he said. 
“A lot of women like it and a lot 
don’t. We don’t feel it’s become 
the accepted form.” 

Oakes seemed unfamiliar with 
the argument that the use of 
Miss and Mrs. (which is the style 
of the Times) describes a woman 
solely in terms of her 
relationship with a man. And, of 
course, for a paper with the 
Times’ immense influence, the 
argument about Ms. not having 
become acceptable form is a self- 
fulfilling prophesy. The Times 
could do so much to help make 
Ms. the acceptable form. 

One question got no response 
at all from the panelists. “Why 
are most editorial writers white, 
middle-aged, gray-haired men?” 
The white, middle-aged, and 
gray-haired men on the panel 
just looked at each other. No 
response was necessary. 

The first MORE counter- 
convention was held two years 
ago at the same time that the 
convention of the American 
Newspaper Publishers Associa- 
tion was also being held across 
town in New York. The idea, J. 
Anthony Lukas explains, was to 
offer a vehicle for serious press 
criticism. “All they do at the

publishers’ convention,” Lukas 
said, “is discuss things like the 
cost of newsprint and ink.” It 
was named after A.J. Liebling, a 
New Yorker magazine writer of 
the twenties who specialized in 
press criticism before anyone 
else knew what it was. 

That first convention was 
wildly successful in terms of 
numbers, with up to 4,000 bodies 
cramming into the Martin 
Luther King Labor Center. But 
most were not serious jour- 
nalists, merely kids come to 
gawk at the 40 or so journalistic 
superstars on the agenda. 

Last year it was held in 


Washington, and the list of 
celebrities was kept to a 
minimum in hopes of making the 
thing a more serious, 
professional gathering. The 
result: It was so serious that it 
put people to sleep. And coming 
as it did so soon after the 
Washington Post’s Watergate 
disclosures, there was also a good 
deal of self-congratulatory back- 
patting going on. 

But each year the gathering 
exceeds estimates (indicating a 
definite need for journalism con- 
ventions) and by the time this 
year’s event (Liebling III) rolled 
around, the conference had been 


institutionalized. It’s no longer 
really a “counter” convention at 
all (if it ever was). It’s a 
phenomenon unto itself. 


Counter-Counter 


It’s time that either the phrase 
“counter-convention” is dropped 
or someone starts a “counter- 
counter-convention.” 


I mean — a gathering at the 
Roosevelt Hotel with a $15 
registration fee, $26 and $32 a 
night rates, and a $7 minimum 
per person in the Roosevelt's 
“Hawaiian Room” restaurant? 
That sounds like an American 


Newspaper Publisher’s Assn. 
convention. 

MORE, meanwhile, finds 
itself in serious financial difficul- 
ty — making the future of both 
the publication and the conven- 
tion (which, as much as anything 
else, is a promotional event for 
the publication) uncertain. 

Perhaps fittingly, therefore, 
the final event of the weekend 
was a panel discussion on 
“failure.” 

One panelist was comedian 
Woody Allen, who said that even 
though he has had success in his 
career, he remains a personal 
failure. “It just means that now I 
strike out with a better class of 
women,” he said. 

Allen was criticized for even 
appearing on a panel about 
failure, since he is considered 
successful. “I didn’t want to 
come here,” he said. “I wanted 
to stay home and watch the 
Milwaukee game (He meant the 
Boston game) on TV. But I was 
committed to be on this panel 
because of my inability to say no 
— even though it’s a subject that 
I haven’t really thought that 
much about. 

“I’m here,”’ he concluded, 
“because I’m a failure as a 
human being.” 

By this time, I would have 
wondered what all this had to do 
with journalism. Except that I 
wasn’t paying attention. I was 
busy writing an expose of the ac- 
cordion repair industry. 
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The Celtics Are the Band on the Run

They took the business of pro 
basketball and set it to music, 
modern music, loud and bright 
music; at times it was even 
strobe-lit, ear-splitting, mind- 
blowin’ music. Each game had a 
vibrant orchestration all its own: 
a symphony in fast break. They 
were a band on the run. The 
Boston Celtics. 

Each time they stepped onto 
the court, it was like a late jam 
in a smoky bar amongst 
musicians who had finished pay- 
ing gigs elsewhere. The sound 
being made up as they went 
along, but each player with that 
delicate sense of where the others 
were going. And the audience 
would be swept fully into this 
unchartered trip, carried along 
by the spontaniety and vitality 
and enthusiasm.

Perhaps 
we had forgotten since 1969 what 
the words “Boston Celtics” 
meant; these new Celtics have 
made us remember. 

Always, there was the sense 
that they would play the game 
for free, just like those jamming 
musicians. John Havlicek is 34, 
Artie Williams is 35, Don Nelson 
and Paul Silas will never see 29 
again, but no matter. To a man, 
they played the game like kids.

To a man, they played the game 
as it should be played. 

Each time Cowens would slash 
in for a rebound, wheel around 
with the outlet pass to Havlicek, 
and the break would be on, there 
was the feeling among all who 
watched that some new kind of 
fun was about to be invented. In 


the worst of routs, no fan would 
be inclined to leave; something 
might be missed. Havlicek might 
make a runner while leap- 
frogging the 24-second clock. 
Cowens might two-hand slam a 
dunk and hang on the rim for 
thirty or forty seconds. Jo Jo 
White might line drive home a 


jump shot from atop John 
Kiley’s organ. They were The 
Proposition of professional 
basketball. 

Maybe that is why 35,000 peo- 
ple turned out at City Hall Plaza 
on Tuesday afternoon to salute 
them for their racehorse Seventh 
Game runaway in Milwaukee 
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the Sunday before. The band on 
the run had been fun, and they 
had won. By their youthful 
magic, they had turned a 
business back into a game. 
Thirty-five thousand people who 
like games were saying thanks. 

Throughout the long season, it 
had become obvious to the city 
that this team deserved to win, 
that they had been cheated by 


the gods last year when Havlicek 


was crippled with a torn 
shoulder muscle midway 
through the New York series. 
And it was more than that. They 
deserved to win because of who 
they were: not the Bucks, four 
guys from the YMCA plus Jab- 
bar; not the Knicks, just getting 
by on guile and grit. The Celtics 
were the most talented ensem- 
ble, a close-knit group of com- 
rades with a sense of themselves, 
a sense of team. 

A composed Cowens said it 
best amidst the sweet splash of 
champagne on Sunday. He was 
asked by Hot Rod Hundley of 
CBS what the victory meant to 
him. “You know,” the Magnifi- 
cent Redhead said, ‘Paul Silas 
and I were just talking about it, 
and we decided that the best 
thing was that everybody feels 
happy. That’s the most impor- 
tant thing, isn’t it, for everybody 
to be happy?” 

Another redhead, Arnold 
Auerbach, the man who put the 
band together, put things much 
more succinctly. . . . dam- 
mitt!” he yelled on national 
television. ‘“These kids did it!” 


God ...dammitt, they did. 
They began the playoffs by run- 
ning away from the Buffalo 
Braves in the fourth period, and 
they finished the playoffs by run- 
ning away from the Milwaukee 
Bucks.

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Fighting Bruins and Tamer Lobster Battles

From the time when they 
dropped the first puck about a 
week ago, the series has been 
strictly the Sharks vs. the Jets, 
an old fashioned, anything-goes, 
pick-your-weapon streetfight. If 
Lord Stanley ever found out that 
the Philadelphia Flyers and the 
Boston Bruins were going to end 
up playing for his cup in an alley, 
he just might have asked for it 
back. 

There will be a sixth game to- 
day (Sunday) in Philadelphia, 
and there is the distinct 
possibility that the Flyers (with 
a 3-2 lead in games) just might 
take expansion hockey to its diz- 
zying zenith. They have taken a 
monster that the Bruins 
themselves built about seven 
years ago — thug hockey — and 
have simply built a better one. 
They are bigger, and they are 
meaner, and they would just as 
easily high stick you as look at 
you. And once the fighting stops, 
they are also like the old Bruins. 
Once the fighting stops, the 
Flyers have the better hockey 
players. 

They have an ex-Bruin named 
Bernie Parent playing goal who 
may well be the best to come 
along in a very long time. They 
have a center named Bobby 
Clarke, who is the second-best 
hockey player in the whole wide 
world (next to another Bobby). 
Yup. Second-best. Bobby Clarke 
puts Phil Esposito in his pocket. 
After those two, there is a gang of 
tough and talented people nam- 
ed MacLeish and Van Impe and 
Dupont_and Flett and Watson 
and Lonsberry. Swashbucklers 
all. 

And then there is Dave Shultz. 
Dave Shultz must have swung 
cats around by their tails when 
he was a kid, or chased 
butterflies so he could pull off 
their wings. Dave Shultz will 
start a fight with someone if he 
doesn’t like the color of their 
eyes. Schultz has had Bruins 
looking over their shoulders 
throughout the series, mainly 
because he has been ac- 
cumulating such an impressive 
list of TKO’s and decisions. 
Right now, Shultz’ record as a 
heavyweight has to be better 
than Duane Bobick’s. 

The Flyers might just have 
been one goal away (Bobby Orr’s 
game-winning goal with :16 left 
in the first game) from a four- 
game sweep in the series. After 
the Bruins victory in the opener, 
the Flyers proceeded to skate- 
and-slug their way to three 
flashy victories in a row. Parent 
was a genius in goal, Clarke was 
controlling play, and the Flyers 
were forechecking brilliantly in 
the Bruins end. Orr would be 
mugged as soon as he touched 
the puck and the rest of the 
Bruins (with the valiant excep- 


tion of Gregg Sheppard) acted 
like they were watching the 
mugging from a fourth floor win- 
dow. 

Trailing 1-3 in games, the 
former Big Bad Bruins hobbled 
back to Boston for Thursday’s 
fifth game, and within its 60 
minutes, Robert Orr showed why 
next to Peter Puck he is hockey’s 
number one persona. He was a 
magician all night long, par- 
ticularly in the first period. And 
more importantly, his team- 
mates finally snapped out of 
their lethargy. The final was 5-1 
(Orr had two goals), and even 
the cocky Flyers left town with 
their first reservations about a 
championship that short days 
ago appeared to be imminent. 

The Flyers, you see, must not 
forget that they are in a street- 
fight; they have to make sure 
that they get all the other guys, 
and get them good. You don’t 
take your foot off the neck. You 
don’t let them up until they quit. 

If you do, one of them might 
come back and get you. 

And that one might be a jet 
named Bobby Orr. 

Perhaps Ion Tiriac should be 
coaching the Boston Bruins 
against the Flyers. Perhaps an 
ex-ice hockey player born in 
Transylvania is the only hope 
the Bruins have. 

Tiriac, whose favorite bar pur- 
suits (after girl pursuits) are 
eating glass and butting people 


with his head, would know how 
to deal with a Dave Shultz. Un- 
fortunately for the Bruins, Tiriac 
engages in more tame activities 
these days, like coaching 
Boston’s entry in World Team 
Tennis, the Lobsters. 

The Lobsters played their se- 
cond home match the other 
night against the Kenny 
Rosewall-coached Pittsburgh 
Triangles, and for anyone who 
has been meditating on a moun- 
tain in Tibet for the last few 
months, the tennis times they 
are a-changin’. There is no tell- 
ing at this point how successful 
the infant team tennis concept 
can be, but within a sport that 
has so tenaciously avoided in- 
novation since the beginning of 
time, the whole idea is in- 
triguing. 

There are six sets in a team 
tennis match, one set each of 
women’s singles, men’s singles 
and mixed doubles in each — oh 
yes — half. The scoring in each 
game proceeds 1-0, 1-1, 2-1 until 
one player or team gets four 
points. The winner at the end of 
the night is determined by total 
number of games won. If two 
teams are tied in games, a Super 
Tiebreaker” of nine points is 
played between the two mixed 
doubles teams that played the 
evening’s last set. 

And there is substitution. It 
can be done the way Coach 
Tiriac did it the other night, 
playing two different mixed 


doubles teams against the 
Triangles’ Vitus Gerulaitis and 
Peggy Michel (Tiriac — Pat 
Bostrom in the first half, Raz 
Reid and Janet Newberry in the 
second), or it can be done in mid- 
set. If Roger Taylor is losing 0-4 
to, say, Ken Rosewall, Tiriac can 
yank Taylor and replace him 
with someone else, provided that 
someone is not the orange lobster 
mascot who sits next to Tiriac on 
the bench. 

Another thing that’s wild at a 
team tennis match is the crowd. 
Spectators are encouraged to 
yell, scream, clap, whistle, make 
bird noises or belch any old time 
they feel like it. It not uncom- 
mon for someone to yell out, 
“C’monnnn, Kerrrrrrrry!”” when 
Lobster Kerry Melville has the 
ball in mid-air to serve. The 
Lobster’s energetic young 
general manager (23) John Korff 
sat on the sidelines the other 
night cutting loose with some 
whistles that could break glass at 
least as well as a Tiriac chomp. 

“Tt takes getting used to,” 
Roger Taylor said in the dressing 
room — the men’s dressing room 
— afterward. Taylor played 
marvelously in his second half 
singles set with Rosewall, whom- 
ping Muscles to the tune of 6-1. 
He is an Englishman with 
brooding, Heathcliff good looks; 
he is also a left-handed tennis 
player of some distinction. 
Against Rosewall on Wednesday 
night, he combined his quick, 


quick serve with some cobra-like 
volleys, and simply trounced his 
tired-looking little adversary. 

Tiriac, who had put on some 
Rumanian theatre in a match 
last Sunday against the Detroit 
Loves (not to be confused with 
the Hawaii Leis or the Houston 
E.Z. Riders) and had been booed 
lustily for his histrionics by his 
own fans, was quite tame against 
Pittsburgh. He only protested 
line calls a couple of times with 
his wide-armed, pained routine. 
Each time he did, he was booed. 

I asked Korff why Tiriac had 
cleaned up his act so quickly. 

“When you get booed évery 
time you move,” Korff said, 
“you begin to get the message.” 

Another message Tiriac 
received this week was from the 
Rumanian embassy, requesting 
he play Davis Cup in the coming 
weeks. If he has to play, it will 
weaken the Lobsters playing 
strength, and also weaken the 
tight-knit comraderie which the 
Lobster braintrust of Ray Cic- 
colo and Korff has worked so 
hard to construct. 

But the Lobsters will find a 
way to circumvent this problem; 
the ability to circumvent 
problems comes with owning a 
WTT team. There were 2125 
people at Walter Rink the other 
night, and they seemed to be 
enthusiastic. Team tennis, so 
far, seems to be doing well, 
thank you, just kind of playing it 
as it lays.

fertilized egg to birth) is the best 
example in biology for controlled 
growth. What’s learned about 
the normal biology of em- 
bryogenesis could probably have 
enormous bearing on our un- 
derstanding of growth and 
therefore abnormal growth: 
cancer. One of the main uses for 
fetal tissue now is for growing 
what we call oncogenic viruses, 
those that cause cancer. If I 
should get cancer when I’m 60 or 
70, I'd be very disappointed that 
some of these so-called Right to 
Lifers have actually interfered 
with finding a cure for a disease 
from which I may personally die. 
Another area is mental illness; 
another, longevity; another, car- 
diovascular disease, the number 
one cause of death in this coun- 
try. Although most of the 
emphasis is on adults, are there 
differences that are detectable 
earlier, in intrauterine life? 


Q: What do you think of ex- 
perimenting on live aborted 
fetuses? 

Sabath: There are three types 
of research on fetuses. House Bill 
5767 specifically prevents 
research on dead fetuses, which ] 
think is gross insanity. The se- 
cond type of research is with cell 
lines. When an adult or a fetus 
dies, different tissues die at 
different rates, and some tissues 
may be viable if they’re put in 
the right tissue culture. Those 
tissues, in fact, are being 
shipped all over the country 
right now. I personally think it 
would be ludicrous to prevent 
that. 

The third type which I think 
many people cringe at is research 
on whole, live fetuses. If you take 
the extreme position that from 
the moment a cell is fertilized it 
is an entire being (which I think

is one way of looking at it), and 
you’re interested in the welfare 
of that being, somewhere along 
the line you’re going to have to 
do some experiments on it. Just 
as we do with adults. You 


wouldn’t undertake it lightly, 
but to absolutely prohibit it 
would be to say we don’t want 
any substantial progress. 

Q: Is there any research 
suggesting the fetus feels pain? 

Sabath: I’ve seen a lot of psy- 
chological literature saying that 
birth trauma is supposed to be a 
terrible thing from which we 
never completely recover. 
Fetuses certainly do respond to 
all kinds of stimuli, so I think 
there’s no question that you have 
to balance the possible risks and 
the possible danger and the 
moral considerations. We even 
do some painful things to adults. 

One thing puzzles me: the 
proposition that obstetricians 
must do everything possible to 
try to help keep the fetus alive 
(after an abortion). That sounds 
like an experiment to me. 

Q: How did you feel when you 
heard about the indictments? 

Sabath: It was like a page out 
of the Spanish Inquisition. Here 
we are, officially part of the es- 
tablishment. We’re all 
physicians. We all have universi- 
ty appointments. Albeit we’re 
working in a city hospital in the 
poor section of Boston, but 
nonetheless we’re presumably 
respected citizens and we’re do- 
ing straightforward work. I’ve 
read that there’s a crime wave in 
Boston, the murder rate is up 
this year, and for all that, to 
realize that they’re busy in- 
vestigating doctors. 

The fact that I’ve been finger- 
,, Printed and mug-shot and am 
3 out on bail now seems pretty 
= funny. (The D.A.) told us that as 
a personal courtesy I was not 
handcuffed, which is routine. I 
don’t feel terribly uncomfor- 
table. The richest university in 
the world said they’d provide 
legal representation for me, 
which they are doing, and it’s a 
harebrained charge. 

But what was it like in the 
McCarthy era when people 


didn’t have that kind of 
backing? In fact it makes me feel 
a little ashamed to have followed 
— like most people in the world 
— my own personal interests, 
and every now and then to read 
in the paper about the fantastic 
affront to human rights that goes 
on, and not do much about it. 
Then it happens to you in the 
sort of mild way it’s happened to 
us and I realize what’s happen- 
ing to a lot of other people all the 
time. The papers are filled with 
it. My suspicion is that not 
everyone who lands in jail is guil- 
ty as charged. 

Q: Do you feel that the Right 
to Lifers are trying to get at abor- 
tion per se rather than fetal 
research since the two different 
indictments seem to have been 
confused in the public mind? 

Sabath: One of the lawyers 
who is being paid by Harvard to 
defend me asked after a two- 
hour meeting, ‘Are all five doc- 
tors on the manslaughter 
charge?” If you wanted to con- 
fuse the issue, you’d go about it 
just the way it’s been done. 

Q: Do you think doctors ac- 
tually have been intimidated? 

Sabath: Oh, yes, there’s been 
enormous intimidation. All abor- 
tions (at City Hospital) have 
stopped. Several people here are 
embarrassed to talk to me. I 
know several people whom I ask- 
ed to make a public statement, 
but who were afraid to. 

The American Society for 
Pediatric Research contacted me 
immediately. But someone from 
a very important society of 
which I’m a card-carrying 
member, the American Federa- 
tion for Clinical Research, ac- 
tually appalled me by saying 
they shouldn’t speak out too 
often or they’d use up their 
credibility. He was very concern- 
ed about federal funding for his 
own research. 

I think that if something like 
this indictment happened to a 


painter or a carpenter, their un- 
ion would make all kinds of noise 
about it, but my union hasn’t 
said boo. 

I spoke with my lawyers and 
their feeling was that no state- 
ment from any scientific society 
is going to have any bearing on 
this case. On the other hand, I 
think it’s necessary to object to 
people who go about using their 
police powers in the least ap- 
propriate way. If they don’t hear 
they’re stepping on somebody’s 
toes, they'll just go right on 
walking across them. 

Q: What good will come 
from all this? 

Sabath: You wouldn’t have 
come over here to ask me these 
questions if I hadn’t been in- 
dicted, so the indictments have 
given us a chance to talk to the 
press in order to inform people 
who will hopefully act in an in- 
telligent way. In science, we all 
lose a little face with our 
colleagues if we spend too much 
time explaining what we’re doing 
to the lay public. In fact, at cer- 
tain points in history like the 
present, if there had been better 
communication, then society 
would rise up and say, good 
heavens, we don’t want a hare- 
brained restriction like this bill. 

Some form of legal reform 
might also come out of this. 
Perhaps there will be some 
ethical safeguards against un- 
paid, involuntary subjects (like 
myself) being conscripted into 
legal experiments on threat of 
imprisonment without informed 
consent and with no permission 
to withdraw from the study. 

Finally, paying taxes is not 
enough to insure that medical 
research ¢ontinues. We in 
medicine have been too quiet 
about the need for the participa- 
tion of the population at large in 
medical experimentation. 
Perhaps all this will help call 
attention to the ways in which 
the lay person can contribute.

Continued from page 3——__—_ 
unpleasant every time I did an 
abortion, but the more of my 
friends in ob/gyn whom I talk to, 
the more I find out they were all 
going through the same thing. 
Now, there are a lot of people out 
there doing them for money, and 
making big money, but they’re 
not happy with themselves, I can 
guarantee you that. 

You have to justify it in your 
own mind, otherwise you can’t 
live with yourself. I’ve asked 
myself all the questions that the 
Right to Lifers have asked. I’ve 
answered those questions for 
myself. I have to. 

I believe very strongly in a 
woman’s right to determine what 
happens to her own body. And 
you know, having a baby doesn’t 
end there. It goes on for a good 18 
years. She may not be ready for 
it at that moment and she may 
not be ready for it ever. If a 
woman is not convinced in her 
own mind that she wants an 
abortion — and she may be 
pressured by her boyfriend or her 
family — then I will not do one. 
I’ve seen too many women who 
have had abortions who did not 
really want them. I had one 
patient who practically became 
catatonic, who just didn’t move 
for three days. 


Q: How do you deal with 


questions about when life 
begins? 

Edelin: The fetuses that I 
abort are alive before I start the 
abortions. There’s no question 
about that. Can they live outside 
their mothers’ wombs? No. With 
the advance of medical science, 
artificial wombs, artificial 
placentas, maybe someday they 
could, but right now they can’t. 

I talked to Jeff Gould who is 
now the chief of the nursery. I 
think the youngest surviving 
fetus they’ve ever had was 26 or 
27 weeks. Very young fetuses 
have organ systems that are 
premature and immature. Very 
often they’re blind. Very often 
they’re retarded. All kinds of 
malformations. Immature livers 
that are unable to function. Do 
you let a 24-week-old fetus with 
all those handicaps die, or do you 
help it to survive? 

Someone once asked me how 
many babies died as a result of 
my doing abortions. And the 
answer is, obviously, all of the 
fetuses. But more important, 
during illegal abortions, not only 
did the fetuses die, but many 
women died. And many women 
suffered. I’m sure you’ve seen 
that horrible picture of that 
woman in a knee chest position 
on the floor with blood spurting 
everywhere. I’ve seen that. And 
the problem is, the women who 
died are poor women, and main-

ly black women. You cannot 
legislate abortion out of the pic- 
ture. They tried that for years. If 
it’s going to exist, they ought at 
least to make it safe. 

Q: There is a rumor floating 
around that some of the women 
in the antibiotic test were given 
abortions only on the contingen- 
cy that they submit to ex- 


periments. 

Edelin: That’s not true. I 
would’ve walked out of this 
place. 

Q: What kinds of responses 
have you had from your 
patients? The nurse told me the 
number of ob/gyn patients for 
this month is unusually low and 
that she feels that some patients, 


confusing your indictment with 
the other, may be afraid that 
they're going to be experimented 
on. 

Edelin: One weekend after the 
indictments I made the rounds of 
the obstetrics ward. One woman 
I'd delivered a couple of days 
before said, “Oh, you're Dr. 
Edelin.” I thought to myself, 
“Oh, shit. Here it comes.” I just 
didn’t know what her reaction 
was going to be. She said, ‘“‘We’re 
glad you’re back at work. I hope 
everything turns out O.K.” 

If for some reason I don’t es- 
tablish good relations with a 
patient, I’m sure it’s because she 
knows I’ve been indicted for 
manslaughter. I’ve had a couple 
of patients like that in the last 
month. Whether it’s because of 
that or something else about me 
or about them, it’s difficult to 
say. 


J Q: What about other 


responses? 

Edelin: I’ve gotten some hate 
mail, but mostly the response 
has been amazing. A guy who I 
didn’t even know before set up a 
defense fund. A lot of little peo- 
ple want to make contributions. 
One offered a thousand and I got 
a check for twenty-five. People 
want to give cocktail parties and 
collect money. People called the 
Mayor’s office. People called the 
Board of Trustees. There was a 
lot of moral support. 
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Did The Workers Really Talk To Studs?

Actually, we hadn’t planned to review 
Studs Terkel’s book Working because it 
had been given such copious exposure 
elsewhere in the mass media, almost all 
of it favorable incidentally. But the 
following article, which landed unan- 
nounced on our desks, changed our 
minds. Written by a young man with a 
good deal of experience as a factory 
worker in the Boston area, the article 
raises some interesting questions about 
the nature of interviewing people unac- 
cusomted, as they say, to public speak- 
ing, and questions Terkel’s method in a 
way that other reviewers of the book 
have failed to do. Bill Warner, who will 
be returning to college as an un- 
dergraduate this coming fall, has been a 
hydraulic mechanic, a laborer at a filter 
factory, and a stock boy. He has been in- 
terested in work as a subject for a long 
time. “I like Studs,” he told us. “I didn’t 
like writing bad things about him. But I 
just didn’t feel that the people he was in- 
terviewing were really saying what was 
on their mind.”

I worked from 7:00 a.m. to 3:30 p.m. 
pulling fiberglass cloth onto ten foot 
poles. I read Studs Terkel’s Working. I 
said to myself, “‘you mean a man has ac- 
tually made a bestseller out of a collec- 
tion of interviews with people who work, 
out of ordinary conversations with 
anyone who walks on the street?” I was a 
bit skeptical. 

I opened the book: existentialism has 
reached the common man, Mr. Terkel 
thinks. This book is “about a search for 
daily meaning as well as daily bread, for 
recognition as well as cash, for astonish- 
ment rather than torpor; in short for a 
sort of life rather than a Monday 
through Friday sort of dying.” I admit I 
was excited. I was caught up in that 
wonderful idea that the ordinary man is 
just as unordinary as Albert Einstein. 
And I thought, I’m an ordinary man; 
Johnny, the man glueing on fittings at 
the far table who is making our mouths 
water with his description of an act of 
pure love and cunnilingus that he once 
performed, is an ordinary man; Luigi, 
our lead operator who barely speaks 
English yet has just bought the com- 


plete Encyclopedia Brittanica and year- _ 


book, is an ordinary man. I was ready to 
be exalted, ready for five hundred and 
eight-nine pages of anger, hate, love, 
and description from the average work- 
ing man and woman. 

The first page begins with a quote 
from Bertolt Brecht. (Mr. Terkel should 
visit my factory — the workers play 
chess during their break time.) “Who 
built the seven towers of Thebes? The 
books are filled with the names of kings. 
Was it kings who hauled the craggy 
blocks of stone?”’ What follows is an in- 
terview with a young, angry, intelligent 
steelworker, alias Mike Lefevre. (Mr. 
Terkel gives all the unknowns in his 
book aliases so they will be encouraged 
to speak their minds.) “Somebody built 
the pyramids,” Mike says. “Picasso can 
point to a painting. What can I point

to?” At this stage I was willing to say, 
“all right, this man has ideas; he’s talk- 
ing out.” The next interview is with a 
newsboy and then a stone mason, a hotel 
switchboard operator, a hooker, a bar 
pianist, a jazz musician. Everybody’s 
talking out, complaining, talking about 
meaning — or lack of it. 

I reached the end. A fireman is speak- 
ing his mind: “The fuckin’ world’s so 
fucked up, the country’s fucked up. But 
the firemen, you actually see them 
produce. You see them put out a fire. 
You see them come out with babies in 
their hands. You see them give mouth- 
to-mouth when a guy’s dying. You can’t 
get around that shit. That’s real.” I said, 
‘hey! I could have made that up.’ In 
fact, I realized I could have made up a 
lot of the book. Almost all the responses 
are predictable: an assembly line worker 
talks about the alienation he feels 
welding two pieces of metal together 12,- 
288 times a night, an executive secretary 
is enamored with the personal lives of 
successful men, a prostitute is into the 
power trip of a pleasureless fuck. 

Furthermore, the attitudes of the 
workers are depressingly similar. 
Everyone is hung up on their lack of 
status and the meaninglessness of their 
jobs. A black bus driver and a retired 
railroad engineer both talk about the 
good old days when kids in the street 
eyed them with respect. A piano tuner is 
upset that he is taken for a thief by 
policemen and security guards. A 
photographer feels separated from 
meaningful action by her lenses. 

After a while I realized that it was Mr. 
Terkel’s questions that were causing the 
redundant replies. I could see him tak- 
ing me to a bar after work and asking me 
questions. 

‘When you realize that you’re working 
as a dumb laborer in a room with no 
sunlight, breathing fiberglass dust, do- 
ing the same thing for eights hours for 
$2.77, dreaming of Sunday when the 
alarm doesn’t ring and hoping you'll 
make it home in o.k. condition to keep 
from yelling at your housemates for 
once, do you respect yourself? ” 


“Heck No!” 

“Does your life have meaning?” 

Studs!” 

“Do you think all students and 
politicians should go to hell?” 

“God damn, yes!” 

Mr. Terkel asks a bookbinder if her 
work is relevant. She is trying to tell him 
that she digs bookbinding and he wants 
to know if her work is relevant. “No, I 
guess it’s not relevant, they’re old books; 
I guess it’s just a job,” she has to admit. 

These people are a drag. They’re 
predictable, their raps are redundant, 
their words are ridiculous. I wouldn’t 
want to meet any of these people. They 
have no hopes, no mystical ideas, no 
novel approaches to life. Their lives have 
seen no great changes or catharses. 
There are no Jehovah’s Witnesses or 
compulsive gamblers. There is little 
mention of wages or salaries or income 
taxes, nor raps on inflation. There is no 


mention of anything political but local . 


politics and environmental issues: No 
Dick Nixon, no ITT, no class con- 
sciousness, no school busing complaints. 
There is little ethnic identification ex- 
cept among blacks. Mr. Terkel should 
come to my factory. During the fall, the 
white guys helped the black guys get 
handguns so they could walk safely on 
the streets of Boston with enough spare 
change to buy hot tvs and bass guitars. 


Wait, a minute, though. I do work ina 
factory. I’ve worked in other factories. 
I’ve worked in an office. I’ve worked in 
the retail business. I’ve tried to learn 
from people. I’ve learned it takes a lot of 
time and trust to open up com- 
munications with people who have little 
faith in their verbal ability. 


I spent three months trying to find out 
what life in the Virgin Islands was like 
from this one guy, Robert. But every 
time one of my questions would hit too 
close to home, he’d say, “It’s a stupid 
island, Bill,” or “It’s a stupid family.” 
Stupid, stupid, stupid. One day we had 
to work together all day fucking with a 
busted machine. All day we were yelling 
at each other and struggling with the 


machine. We did a damn good job and 
we were friends: we trusted each other 
enough to begin communication. Even 
now, even though our conversations are 
deep and long, they are hardly insight- 
ful: one gains an impression, a feeling, 
not a concept. 


The Book Is Cruel 


What exactly did Studs Terkel think 
he with his cassette tape recorder was 
going to learn (or teach his readers) from 
going around to a lot of non-public, non- 
verbal people and asking them to tell 
him about their jobs? Why did Mr. 
Terkel think that verbally untalented 
people would have any words to deliver 
or be able to deliver them well if they 
did? The book is cruel. These people Mr. 
Terkel interviews aren’t actors, 
politicians, and the like who only come 
alive at the movies or on the tv. They are 
non-verbal people. They have been 
weeded out of the public eye by years of 
institutional and behavioral education 
that told them they didn’t have it, they 
couldn’t make it in the media’s world. 


These people aren’t stupid, though, 
by any means. Because they assume Mr. 
Terkel as a media person knows what 
the public wants to hear, they try to ex- 
press the feelings they think Mr. Terkel 
wants to hear. They know they have 
been chosen by Mr. Terkel precisely 
because they are — ‘nobodies.’ They try 
to speak out, to show pride in their 
nobodiness. They listen to their own 
words hoping they catch the common 
sentiments. An Interstate Truckdriver 
estimates he’s made about 25 hundred 
trips in his life. “Sounds monotonous, 
doesn’t it?” he asks Terkel. 


Unfortunately, Mr. Terkel’s people 
lack the ability to interview well. The 
necessary language training was long 
ago refused them. Their words are 
hollow. They inflate, bloating and 
belittling themselves. Nino, an old phar- 
macist, is abashed by his colleague’s 
sense of his wordly importance. The low 
and middle management people always

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What Ever Happened To Guerilla TV? 


By Vince Canzoneri 

Sad to say, like just about 
“guerrilla” -anything in America, 
guerrilla television withered 
away while waiting for the State 
to do so first. But, happy to say, 
many of its best impulses and 
most fertile potentials did begin 
to bud and even bloom — as 
usual, however, in very im- 
probable places with surprising 
results. 

On Monday (May 20), the 
Public Broadcasting Service will 
air an hour-long special that 
gathers up a lovely bouquet of 
these more recent flowerings. 
Video, The New Wave was 
produced last fall by Fred Bar- 
zyk of WGBH-TV in Boston; he 
is familiar to viewers from his 
presentations of Gene 
Shepherd’s America, From Time 
to Timbuktu, What’s Happen- 
ing, Mr. Silver?, and Where to 
Get Off in Boston. 

Barzyk and Channel 2 (under 
its former program director and 
current station manager, 
Michael Rice) have shown a 
long-term interest in ex- 
periments toward a new televi- 
sion. That began most visibly in 
1968 with Barzyk’s famous 
patchwork of five tapes by 
visiting artists at Channel 2, The 
Medium is the Medium. It con- 
tinued with the station’s support 
for Nam June Paik and his video 
“synthesizer” developed there, 
as well as with Ron Hays’ late- 
night performances on that 
machine under the ‘“Music- 
Image” rubric. Their interest 
moves on into the future with 
Barzyk’s latest brainchild, The 
Workshop for New Television 
(recently funded by The 
Rockefeller Foundation), which 
will begin its experiments with 
outside artists and the Channel 2 
staff this coming June. 


Of course, none of this sounds 
much like guerrilla cadres on the 
march. And Video, The New 
Wave is clearly an Establish- 
ment view, but a comprehensive 
one. 

The program implies that 
much of the most interesting 
work in alternate or experimen- 
tal television is concerned with 
new images rather than new in- 
formation, with new ways of see- 
ing rather than new people or 
situations being exposed. And I 
think they’re right. New ways of 
seeing may finally hold the key 
to a genuinely radical new televi- 
sion. 

For a variety of reasons, video 
has remained something of a 
closed circuit. All its inherent 
problems conspire to make 
widespread distribution dif- 
ficult, even though its produc- 
tion costs are invitingly small. 
So, Video, The New Wave is 
special because it takes so many 
snippets of so many different 
kinds of TV experimeents and 
broadcasts them to you, the 
casual viewer. Most of the tapes 
it shows (unfortunately, in very 

short excerpts) were produced by 


people with little hope of having ~ 


their work seen outside a tight 
circle of associates — friends, 
other students at school, patrons 
of a gallery, other video af- 
ficionados in other outposts 
around the country. 

So, the casual viewer of Video, 
The New Wave may get a feeling 
that he’s eaves-dropping on 
weird rites of some arcane 
American fraternity. And, to 
some extent, he will be right. 

But this is good, insofar as 
most of our television gets gutted 
by the time it tempers itself to 
offend no one in a nationwide 


‘narrow-casting’ experimenters 
will eventually have to begin 
looking to the larger audience, of 
course, if a new television is real- 
ly to emerge. But the general 
audience, especially here in 
Boston where Channel 2 will 
continue to show new offerings, 
should also begin to look for new 
directions that it likes. And write 
the station.

Playing with it and the kids on 
his street, he stumbled into a 
robbery-in-progress. Angel had 
been one of the street-kids 
himself once, so the youthful 
robbers took him into their 
ballsy confidence, and narrated

He’s 
made a specialty of reworking 
conventional TV tech for ex- 
perimental purposes and 
pioneered a technique called 
time-base correction that. some 
day promises to bring many 
cheap production formats (like 
¥2”’-portapak tapes) up to broad- 
cast technical standards. That’s 
an important potential. 

8. Ron Hays began as a con- 
ventional TV producer, but he 
convinced RCA to back him in 
producing an abstract film to 
Ravel’s Daphnis & Chloe.

Synthesizer (understood by Ron 
as a video-feedback, video-light 
machine) under a grant from the 
National Endowment for the 
Arts.

9. Stephen Beck is the shy 
genius of abstract video makers.

synthesizer (which is a machine 
that makes television not out of 
cameras or any kind of optics, 
but rather by generating purely 
electronic signals which are then 
read by a TV monitor into light). 
Today, his machine is elegant 
and logical. When he performed 
on it in Washington at a bash for 
the Endowment, he scared life 
out of the guards, who smelled 
smoke, but discovered it was 
only Stephen’s incense and the 
candle atop his machine; and, it 
being a few days before Christ- 
mas, Stephen lost himself in a 
corner with a soldering iron — 
soon to emerge with a new PC- 
board that he inserted in his 
machine: it synthesized a Christ- 
mas tree for the fans. 

10. Walter Wright has worked 
on several synthesizers, 
colorizers and electronic gadgets 
in tandem with various folks in 
New York. He likes to take pic- 
tures off the air — like the 
Japanese horror flick presented 
here, or the Monday Night Foot- 
ball games — and play them 
through his little black boxes. 

11. Donal Halleck was once a 

director at Channel 2. He went 
to San Francisco, to The 
National Center for Experiments 
in TV (Beck’s roost) as an intern 
and stayed on as an experimen- 
tor. He does very personal “time 
paintings” that alter photo- 
imputs minutely but substan- 


tially, yielding an anguished 
sense of time and family and per- 


‘sonal realtionships. He’s also 


built a 3-D video machine out of 
rotating mirrors, called a 


videola, which has yet to be seen 
on this coast.

12. Nam June Paik is the 
Korean-born bachelor father of 
whacked-out video, a chum of 
John Cage and topless women 
everywhere. His wardrobe looks 
like it was designed by Hush 
Puppy. He started much of this 
distortionistic nonsense some 
years back by fooling around 
with magnets in the bowels of- 
TV sets, upsetting their 
stomachs and making their pic- 
tures go all catty-whompous, as 
if Cronkite were trying to scratch 
his eyebrow with his tongue. And 
it was Nam June, in connivance 
with Rice and Barzyk at WGBH, 
who brought one of Sony’s best 
design engineers, Shuya Abe, to 
Boston to build the first of what 
became a whole brood of Paik- 
Abe video machines now 
scattered around the country. 
They are coming into use 
generally as a sort of special 
effects machine for experimental 
situations nationwide. Nam 
June continues in New York and 


plays at Studio 46. 

13. William Wegman went to 
art school and bought a por- 
tapak. He lives in New York and 
does most of his tapes un- 
assisted, except by his faithful 
dog, Man Ray. His idea of 
editing: he turns on the machine 
when he’s ready to talk and turns 
it off again when he’s through. 

14. Eugene Grayson Mattingly 
teaches media at a high school in 
Virginia. His tape was ac- 
complished by mounting a 
camera on one of his children’s 
toys tearing around his back 
yard sailing low over the grass. 
Genius at work. 

15. Frank Gillette is another of 


. the independent loft-artists from 


New York who survive on gallery 
and museum gigs. He often plays 
with elaborate arrays of monitors 
but in this tape he simply pans 
and zooms, with increasing 
sweep and rapidity, over a 
tumbling surf, playing around to 
see new ways in which to see. 
Such play reflects the genuine 
potential of video for radical 
effect; Plato once said that when 
the forms of music, the forms of 
hearing changed, then the walls 
to the city would come crashing 
down — so also with the forms of 
seeing? 

16. Steina Vasulka was born in 
Iceland and now teaches with 
her husband, Woody, at 
Syracuse University — which is 
the most wired campus in 
America. They started up the 
Kitchen at the Mercer Arts 
Center in New York several years 
back and used it to hold the first 
nationwide video festivals at 
which many of these tapes in 
Video, The New Wave were first 
seen by people like Barzyk. 

17. Peter Campus works out of 
his loft in New York and, like 
Gillette, devises intricate en- 
vironments for gallery-goers. 
These might include video pro- 
jectors showing you your own im- 


reflected off a huge sheet of glass 
in such a way that, if you watch 
yourself and move the right way, 
you can seem to move through 
yourself. Like Nam June, he 
creates situations in which the 
viewer can manipulate images 
and the processes that make 
them. But Nam June works in 
wallpaper and cartoons while 
Campus deals in crystal-cut 
mirrors. 

18. Ed Emschwiller is also a 
film-maker in New York, with 
the reputation of a master 
cinematographer. His command 
of technique is apparent in this 
last tape, Scapemates, which 
uses taped dancers with their 
images distorted through a 
Dolphin machine and inserted 
into an abstract environment 
generated by that machine and 
by elements of a Paik-Abe 
Synthesizer — or so it looks to 
me! The piece was done mostly 
at Studio 46 with help from John 
Godfrey. Ed’s next piece is about 
a cockroach who becomes a man 
and falls in love. 

Finis. 

But, of course, not so. Video, 
The New Wave is already ob- 
solete. New images, new 
collaborations, new disciplines 
are popping up all the time. 
Stephen Beck, the young master 
of controlled electronic images, 
is making a film (frame by 
frame?) with Jordan Belson in 
California. Many of the artists 
whose tapes appear here are now 
talking about doing their works 
live, with a studio audience. And 
who knows what’s next? 

For those whose appetites are 
whetted for more, Channel 2 will 
air locally (beginning that same 
Monday night) an after-hours 
collection of tapes in their entire- 
ty, produced by Dorothy Chiesa 
of Barzyk’s staff and called 
Medium Rare. Those, too, es- 
pecially Andy Mann’s work on 
May 30, are highly recommend-

Film Reviews 


THE MOTHER AND THE 
WHORE. Written and directed 
by Jean Eustache. With: Jean- 
Pierre Leaud, Bernadette La- 
font, Francoise Lebrun. At the 
Harvard Square Theatre. 


Jean Eustache’s quintessen- 
tial romantic triangle works like 
so: a selfish, egocentric young 
man lives with (and is supported 
by) a tough but affectionate 
woman who really cares for him, 
while he openly conducts an af- 
fair with a drunken, masochistic 
self-proclaimed tramp. As 
romantic triangles go, this one 
seems to be of the eternal varie- 
ty, because The Mother and the 
Whore runs a rather self- 
indulgent three hours and thirty- 
five minutes, without benefit of 
an intermission. 

And as fantasies go, this one is 
clearly the product of a man’s 
imagination. The ‘‘mother’”’ 
figure, played by Bernadette La- 
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font, puts up with all the young 


man’s tantrums and infidelities, 
even though his vanity is hurt 
each time she attempts to take a 
lover of her own. And the 
“whore,” who talks compulsively 
about her sexual experiences but 
insists they’ve had no meaning 
for her, immediately falls in love 
with him. Furthermore, the two 
women even grow to like each 
other; the trio ultimately winds 
up in the same bed, although 
their activity remains strictly 
heterosexual, with each woman 
content to watch the young man 
make love to the other. The man 
makes a sudden choice at the 
film’s end, impulsively deciding 
to marry one of them. Of all the 
film’s contrivances, the finale 
seems least authentic and least 
effective. 


Still, The Mother and the 
Whore is a quite a stimulating 
effort, and despite the excessive 
length it’s never dull. Eustache’s 
screenplay is agreeably uneven, 


and it carries the same familiari- 
ty that a long, intimate conver- 
sation with an old friend might. 
The young man tends to be win- 
dy and self-important, but that’s 
what one comes to expect from 
Jean-Pierre Leaud, and no one 
else can be quite so witty about 
his sorts of weaknesses. Unfor- 
tunately, for each bit of 
emotional authenticity the film 
contains large amounts of hooey; 
the ‘‘whore’’ is painfully 
stereotyped, and her final tearful 
monologue (delivered very 
powerfully by Francoise Lebrun) 
conveys the misimpression that 
the film’s basic concerns are 
strictly sexual, that all the 
emotional squabbling has been 
merely superficial. The 
“mother,” potentially the most 
interesting figure in the piece, is 
an underdeveloped figure in 
comparison to the other two — a 
double shame, since Lafont is 
such a captivating actress. 

As interesting as The Mother 
and the Whore generally is, it’s 
also quite flawed in some spots, 
pretentious in others, and not so 
much masterful as it is long. 
Eustache’s basic conception is 
underscored with banalities, but 
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his actors lend the characters an 
air of freshness and power, even 
when the screenplay and direc- 
tion falls flat. 


THUNDERBOLT AND 
LIGHTFOOT. Directed and 
written by Michael Cimino. 
With: Clint Eastwood, Jeff 
Bridges, George Kennedy. At 
the Savoy. 


This marks the directional 
debut of Michael Cimino, an ex- 
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tremely undistinguished film- 
maker whose screenplay for 
Magnum Force bore an uncanny 
resemblance to swiss cheese. He 
runs true to form this time; 
Thunderbolt and Lightfoot alter- 
nates between scenes that drag 
on too long or scenes that end 
prematurely, and its plot is 
mostly nonsense. However, it’s 
such a mess that it eventually 
takes on a life of its own, and I 
enjoyed it quite a lot, particular- 
ly the scene where Clint 
Eastwood opens the trunk of a 
car and finds the hundred fun- 
niest white rabbits you'll ever 
see. 
Cimino and his craziness 
notwithstanding, this is pretty 
much your standard Clint 
Eastwood formula picture, with 
only one major change: 
Eastwood has a full-fledged 
partner this time instead of just 
a sidekick, and he couldn’t have 
chosen a better man for the job 
than Jeff Bridges. Bridges’ well- 
intentioned young punk is a 
perfect match for Eastwood’s 
shrewd, street-wise veteran 
thief, so much so that they com- 
plement each other like a B- 
picture Redford and Newman. 
This happens to be one of 
Bridges’ least impressive perfor- 
mances, but in a picture where 
he has to say things like ‘“‘fan- 
tastic pistachio” (in reference to 
an ice cream cone) and spend 
half his time in drag (he looks 
good that way too), acting 
prowess is very much beside the 
point. Besides, since this is the 
most enjoyable Eastwood pic- 
ture since Dirty Harry, it will un- 
doubtedly expose Bridges to a 
wide audience, one that’s not yet 
aware of his appeal. That boy is 
finally on his way to becoming a 


superstar, and not a moment too 


soon. 
As for Eastwood, he already is 

a superstar, and one who unfor- 
tunately doesn’t seem to care 
what kind of material he takes 
on, or how shoddy a director he 
works with. Cimino isn’t quite 
the hack Ted Post was (on 
Magnum Force), but too bad he 
lacked the good sense to play this 
thing for the comedy it clearly 
is. The picture eventually dis- 
integrates into a mundane heist 
story, with a bittersweet ending 
apparently meant to show how 
crime doesn’t pay. That ending 
certainly betrays the comic 
possibilities of the opening se- 
quence, which has Clint mas- 
querading as a country preacher 
and trying to deliver a sermon.

BILLY JACK. Directed by 
T.C. Frank. Screenplay by 
Frank and Teresa Christina. 
With: Tom Laughlin, Delores 
Taylor. At the Paris, the Ken- 
more and suburban theaters. 


I don’t really understand the 
enormous success of this thing, 


‘abides by his own moral order, 


but I think I can pin down some. 
of the contributing factors. Billy. 
Jack is a vigilante avenger who: 


ignoring the corruption and ig- 
norance of those around him; in 
this respect, Billy resembles 
such other mass favorites as Dir- 
ty Harry Callahan and Buford 
Pusser (of Walking Tall). Billy 
also excels at karate, so much so 
that his enemies begin quaking 
when he takes off his shoes (his 
feet are deadly weapons); in that 
respect, he resembles Bruce Lee. 
Billy dwells in a mysterious cave 
with an ancient Indian holy man 
who teaches him secret Indian 
ways, in the manner of Carlos 
Castaneda and his Don Juan. 
The people Billy has chosen to 
protect are pacifist 
schoolchildren, and a_ nobler, 
better-intentioned group of kids 
never walked the screen. The 
criteria for enrollment in their 
school are (according to its 
pacifist schoolmistress, who once 
worked for Martin Luther King) 
“no drugs, everybody carries his 
own load, and everybody is turn-

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ed on by creating something.” 
The kids weave blankets, paint, 
make films, do yoga and psy- 
chodrama and street theater. 
But the local rednecks still pick 
on them when they leave the In- 
dian reservation and go into 
town. The rednecks are drawn as 
vicious caricatures, sort of like in 
Easy Rider. 

However much Billy Jack 
reeks of good intentions, the 
parts I enjoyed most (like some 
improvised street theater bits by 
The Committee) were those that 
had the least to do with the plot. 
The film is at its best in its least 
structured moments, when its 
sincerity shines through, (most- 
ly in scenes among the kids); 
towards the end, when Billy is 
persuaded that if he stands trial 
he’ll be “calling attention to the 
unbelievable way the Indian is 
cheated and forced to live in this 
country,” the whole thing gets a 
bit too preachy for my taste. 
Billy’s trial, by the way, will con- 
stitute a sequel, and he’ll be 
represented by “a lawyer from 
the East,” who (if the end of part 
one is accurate) wanted to de- 
fend him for free. 


Tom Laughlin and Delores 
Taylor, who wrote and directed 
Billy Jack under various 
pseudonyms, and who play Billy 
and schoolmistress, take a bit of 
getting used to. Billy is supposed 
to be possessed of a red-hot 
temper, but Laughlin plays him 
as an extremely strong, silent 
type, and seems more Hollywood 
than half-breed. Taylor speaks 
in a soft monotone and cries a 
lot, and she lacks the presence to 
fill out her role. Their screenplay 
is perhaps the weakest thing 
about the film, as when one of 
the kids gets shot and Billy ex- 
claims “Oh you crazy nut.” My 
favorite inconsistency comes 
when the town pretty-boy, who 
looks at least twenty-five and is 
about to rape Taylor, announces 
he is a virgin. By the next time 
we see him — which can’t be all 
that much later — he’s in bed 
with a pretty 13-year-old Indian, 
and has presumably evolved into 
either the town rapist or town 
stud.

RUSSIA, Produced and 
directed by Theodore Holcomb. 
Written by Harrison 
Salisbury. At the Orson 
Welles. 


This is what you call your 
fascinating travel documentary. 
Holcomb got inside Russia and 
shot all the forbidden footage he 
could and for some reason, the 
Soviets goofed while attempting 
to destroy the film by x-ray. 
Most of the film survived, show- 
ing Westerners what life is like 
inside Russia. As the narrator 
points out, life is pretty dull un- 
der the communist regime, and 
since this documentary is but a 
mirror of life inside Russia, the 
film is pretty dull, too. 

The narrative, dealing 
straightforwardly with life styles 
and politics, strikes me as being 
pretty honest, but this is certain- 
ly no political film. Discussion 
of Soviet repression of native 
nationalities is matter-of-fact; 
the emphasis is on documenta- 
tion. There are seeming miles of 
footage showing Russian 
architecture, which is startling 
in its diversity; there are seem- 
ing hours devoted to the study of 
various faces in that vast land. 
There are broad, wordless se- 
quences which Holcomb trusts 
speak for themselves. But in the 
end, it’s all too much. It’s a 
National Geographic overdose. 

The sound track deserves 
special mention. Holcomb has 
matched the music of each 
region with corresponding 
footage; a monumental task 
representing everything from 
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classical organ stuff to strange, 
ersatz Dixieland, and furious, 
rocking zither work.

LUCIA. Produced by ICAIC. 
Directed by Humberto Solas. 
With: Raquel Revuelta, Eslin- 
da Nunez, Adela Legra, and 
Adolfo Llaurado. At the Orson

D.H. Lawrence said, “Never 


trust the artist. Trust the tale.” 
Humberto Solas, in his film 
Lucia, is supposedly 
documenting the _ historical 
dialectic of Spanish and non- 
Spanish culture that carried 
Cuba from aristocratic 
decadence, through bourgeois 
decadence, to revolutionary 
purity. Fortunately for us, Solas 
is an artist, not a dialectician, 
and Lucia is no Marxist polemic. 
It is a dark and violent glimpse 
into the American soul, both 
North and South, that was born 
out of revulsion towards Europe 
and towards history. 

Lucia is divided into three 
stories, set in different times, 
and held together by the name of 
the female protagonist in each 
section, Lucia. The first episode, 
and the best, is set in 1895. 

Lucia in 1895 is a Spanish a- 
ristocrat, a bit past marriageable 
age who lives with her mother 
and sisters in an ocean of 
crinoline, gossip, and repressed 
sexuality. Her brother is a 
revolutionary, fighting Spanish 
rule, his whereabouts known 
only to his family. The town in 
which these transplanted 
aristocrats live is hot, dusty, 
populated by mutilated soldiers 
and half-crazed Indian crones. It 
is photographed in very high 
contrast black and white that 
emphasizes the land’s hostility 
to the imported European 
culture that Solas dismembers 
with ghoulish delight. 

As a Cuban revolutionary, 
Solas hates the Spanish culture 
that oppressed his people. As an 
artist, he is fascinated by it. His 
camera loves the Spanish 
architecture, caressing the in- 
tricate iron work. He loves the 
lace that breathes heavily in the 
hot Cuban breeze. He loves that 
strange Spanish mix of sexuality 
and religion that explodes in sur- 
real violence in Lucia. He fan- 
tasizes nuns raped by aboriginal 
bandits. The Spanish cavalry is 
set upon and slaughtered by 
naked blacks on white horses, 
exploding out of the jungle wav- 
ing swords. Lucia in 1895 
achieves an apotheosis as a pure 
product of Spanish culture, 
destroyed by the primal passions 
of the New World. 

The second episode, Lucia in 
1933, recreates the milieu of the 
thirties in the style of The Con- 
formist. Lucia is a young petite 
bourgeoise, living a life of 
decorative vacuousness until she 
meets Aldo, a _ revolutionary 
idealist. Lucia in 1933 is filmed 
in half-tones that reflect the 
lifelessness of the bourgeoisie. 
Aldo’s revolution is decadent 
and he dies of it, after leaving 
Lucia with his baby. The last 
grasp of European culture, the 
middle class, is broken, and 
Cuba will be free to create a non- 
European revolution. 

But Solas is not blind to 
bourgeois charms. His camera 
finds value in the curve of 
Lucia’s lips. As she stands or 
sits, expresses sorrow or joy, the 
camera reveals beauty of form, of 
gesture, the beauty of 
hopelessness. This episode is 
about alienation, but Solas is 
not alienated from his subject. 


The third episode, Lucia in the 
sixties, is a paean to Fidel’s 
revolution. It is shot through 
with health, life, high spirits, 
and is inevitably, the weakest of 
the three. 

Lucia was designed by Solas’ 
intellect to describe the in- 
evitable rise to preeminence of 
the non-European spirit in 
Cuba. But Solas’ considerable

sound like the worst cowbirds 
when Mr. Terkel encourages 
them to be verbal. 

It is not by chance that the 
more public and the more social 
an individual’s job is, the more 
powerful and evocative his 
presentation to Mr. Terkel is. 
The union organizers, the adver- 
tising and public relations men, 
the people in the service 
professions speak better than the 
others. Pauline Kael, the film 
critic, is a white elephant: she is 
sophisticated enough to be 
allowed by Mr. Terkel to talk 
about the cinema and what it 
means instead of having to harp 
on the personal insults she has 
suffered. 


A Need for Communication 

How can society’s planners — 
the politicians, the bureaucrats, 
the academics — deal honestly 
and effectively with the people 
whose lives they are planning if 
they can not set up meaningful 
communication with these 
people? If the data our managers 
collect is to be accurate and if 
their learning experience is to be 
valid, great precautions have to 
be taken. It must be understood 
that not all people have the same 
verbal abilities: some have only 
their actions to show. Black peo- 
ple are often more agile and 
poetic in their private speech, 
but lose articulation when con- 
fronted with a white audience. 
The actions of the workers at the 
GM assembly plant in 
Lordstown, Ohio in refusing to 
perform more than a certain 
number of operations per hour 
tell us more about how working 
people feel about their jobs than 


any interview can. 

There is a certain kind of in- 
formation that is best collected 
through interviews and there are 
certain kinds that are not. A sur- 
vey of rank and file Communist 
Party members’ psychological 
responses to the Warsaw Pact is 
currently being done in the 
midwest and should prove very 
interesting. The oral records will 
make up for missing archives 
and add valuable psychological 
data, obtainable no other way. 
However, often the information 
collected in nebulous surveys is 
inaccurate or misleading. For in- 
stance, a sampling of working 
people’s attitudes towards un- 
ions would be pointless: all 
would be vocally in favor, but in 
reality only a few would be will- 
ing to take the risks or do the 
work to start a local or to keep 
one effective. 

Furthermore, the way in which 
the interviewer comes into the 
interview may have more to do 
with the answers he gets than the 
interviewee’s opinions will. Un- 
fortunately, it still is news that if 
you want to learn something 
from an interview, you have to 
come into the interview sincerely 
respecting the intelligence, in- 
dividuality, and status of your 
subject and asking open-ended 
questions that will encourage 
those qualities. If you come with 
tape recorder in hand, an ob- 
vious representative of the 
media, you will tend to hear 
what people think the media 
wants to hear. If you use sym- 
pathy to enter the good graces of 
your subjects (as Mr. Terkel does 
so manipulatively), your sub- 
jects will be angry and they will 
complain about the issues he is 
sympathetic to. 

Working also raises the more 
important question of how the 


society separates the verbally 


talented from the non-verbal 
and how it distributes its 
rewards between the two groups. 
It is not strictly the case that the 
more verbal get the more 
lucrative and more prestigious 
jobs, but it is generally true. At 
any educational level, private, 
nin-verbal, power jobs may offer 
more tangible rewards — money, 
status, (e.g. The middle- 
management types tend to outdo 
the industrial chemists.) 
However, in most instances the 
premium on academic achieve- 
ment (which in these United 
States is directly related to ver- 
bal skill as all of us test-takers 
know) and the ability to deal 
with people verbally — hustle — 
tends to select the more verbal 
for the greater rewards. 

In one of the factories I worked 
at, there was a man from Bar- 
bados working with me. For 
some reason, even though I had 
been around West Indians 
enough to understand their ac- 
cent, I couldn’t understand what 
this man, Edwin, was saying — I 
could barely make sense of his 
words and I always wondered at 
his jokes because the phrases 
never seemed funny. 

One day we were talking about 
racism in the promotions policy 
of the company (which was con- 
siderable) and he said to me, “I 
can’t be nonchalant about con- 
troversy, Bill.” I said, ““What?” 
He repeated his words a few 
times and eventually I caught 
on. It suddenly occurred to me 
that the reason I had been hav- 
ing so much trouble understan- 
ding Edwin was because I had 
never considered that he might 
have learned an intellectual, 
sophisticated English that incor- 
porated different linguistic con- 
cepts than my intellectual 


sophisticated English. 

We started to talk linguistics: 
about the different stresses put 
on the language by Americans, 
Englishmen, and West Indians, 
about the emotional and descrip- 
tive powers of the various 
accents. Edwin also told me 
about incidents in which 


research and management per- 
sonnel had asked his assistants 


(many of them European im- 
migrants with little grasp of the 
English language) questions 
rather than him. He thought 
that most of the time this 
happened for linguistic reasons: 
his superiors were unable to 
accept the workers as equally in- 
telligent people so they relied on 
language difficulties as a barrier. 

Since my conversation with 
Edwin, other immigrants have 
told me about their experiences 
with language difficulties. A 
Spanish-speaking man told me 
that the strict demands of 
English grammar limit his abili- 
ty to express himself emotionally 
and, therefore, affect his social 
life at his company-— he feels 
very mechanical. A Portuguese 
immigrant told me that he 


thinks there is a real limit to how 
far he can rise in industry 
because, although he can work 
with his hands and invent in any 
language, he can only argue in 
Portuguese. These are perhaps 
extreme examples of the very 
basic problem that verbal ability 
is granted to some and not others 
and is encouraged in some and 
not others. If there is a lesson to 
be learned from Mr. Terkel’s un- 
successful effort, it is that we 
must confront the inequalities 
and misunderstandings caused 
by language discrepancies. The 
cheap politicians who mock the 
accurately termed “Silenty ma- 
jority” with disarming phrases 
like forced busing, peace with 
honor, or executive privilege are 
moving in the wrong direction 
and doing us a disservice. 
Thinking through my ideas, I 
began to wonder why I expected 
so much from this book in the 
first place. The fact that Mr. 
Terkel can make a bestseller just 
by walking around the country 
asking anybody what they do for 
a living is an indication of how 
segmented American society is. 
Only in America would people of 
all statuses and specialties 
eagerly buy the same Spring 
Fever ticket, go to the same 
hockey game, or invest in the 
same expensive hamburger meat 
and all the while be careful to 
avoid conversation. It is ironic 
that Mr. Terkel — a champion of 
the common man — has proved 
by his financial success that 
most Americans are not getting 
involved in many informative 
conversations with their fellow 
citizens. But they do want to 
listen. Unfortunately, those of us 
who wanted to listen have spent 
ten dollars for a collection of bad 
conversations with non-talkers. 
Someday we will learn.

Even if the-girl-next-door were a stripper, 
stripping could never touch the place of the- 
girl-next-door in the true blue American 
heart.

Unlike his European counterpart, who would 
probably prefer a well performed strip to see- 
ing a flash of skin pass behind David Niven 
at the Paladium, the average American 
doesn’t consider stripping a viable perfor- 
ming art. In Amsterdam’s famed Red Light 


District, Germany’s Reeperbaum, and such 
chich Parisian clubs as ‘‘Le Crazy’’, 
sophisticated men and women enjoy strip 
shows along with their cocktails. In Chicago, 
Boston, and New York stripping has its place 
only in the cocktail chater. Could we possibly 
be missing something? 


Undoubtedly stripping’s notorious reputa- 


tion has its basis. Granted, many strippers 
are just plain boring. But it isn’t like that 
everywhere. There are clubs as prestigious, 
in fact as reknowned, as “Le Crazy”’ this side 
of the Atlantic. And one of the most notable 
is Boston’s Two O’Clock Club. Dispense with 
all notions of 40-year-old -Hooker-turned- 
stripper. The Two O’Clock has no need for 
Thelma Thunderthighs or Bulging Betty 
Buttocks just because she can throw out a 
provocative hip. Their girls are dancers & 
performers. And their customers come to be 
entertained. The owners of the Two O’Clock 
spend upwards of $14,000 a week to assure 
the quality performances that have earned 
their club its world-wide reputation. Sure, 


an occasional flabby tummy bares itself on 
stage, but If Emmy Award Winning Lt. Theo 
Kojak thought one of the dancers good 
enough to offer her a minor part in his series, 
certainly they’re doing something right. 

If the Two O’Clock’s Nouveau strip seems a 
bit much for you, why not ease your way into 
familiarity with some old time burlesque at 
the Pilgrim Theatre? You’ll have to get your 
cocktails elsewhere, but the Pilgrim’s blend 
of stand-up comic and strip tease is a unique 
experience. Vaudville Circa 1974. 

The lights on lower Washington St. Blaze 
well into the night, long after the rest of 
Boston is neatly nestled in and lost in 
drearhs. It’s an entertainment center most 
people forget about. There are the clubs and 
the Theatres. There are the Cinemas in 
which you can determine for yourself 
whether pornography has any scientific, ar- 
tistic or literary value. Think of anything to 
do, check it out. You might never come back 
again, but, then, how do you know until 
you've tried?

bel Summons Vanished Worlds

“Boston’s posh night spot,” 
the blazon on the window boasts, 
but within the Copley-Plaza not 
much is posh except the prices — 
certainly not the Merry-Go- 
Round that heaves and groans 
‘and belches or the heavy black 
drapes from the tenty folds of 
which you half-expect to see 
Vilma Banky emerge, biting her 
pearls. The cash registers may 
look like they’re made of 
platinum, but they set up the 
same perpetual jangle the ones 
at the Woolworth checkout 
counter do; the maitre de at the 
door witheringly wonders aloud 
if you know about the cover 
charge; the waitresses interpose 
themselves between you and the 
music to peddle drinks. 

But for two weeks Mabel 
Mercer was in town, and that’s 
better than swank and cash in 
the bank galore. Twice each 
night she would settle herself 
with gracious composure into her 
chair, draw her long silk scarf 
around her shoulders, consult 
briefly with her pianist (the 
marvelous Jimmy Lyon), then 
summon worlds we call 
“vanished” though they are 
always with us, telling us things 
about ourselves that we’d 
thought were our secret. Some 
nights she sang nearly forty 
songs, and during the week she 
must have done well over a hun- 
dred. 

Between sets she would come 
around and talk to her friends, 
which meant everybody there. 
Mabel Mercer has been in show 
business for sixty years now, and 
she knows it all — her conversa- 
tion will easily range from 


Yvonne Printemps to Eileen 
Farrell, from Cole Porter, who 
adored her, to Gian-Carlo 
Menotti, who wrote a song for 
her that is played in every per- 
formance of The Consul (‘At La 
Scala my name was on the 
program!’’), from Elisabeth 
Schumann to Barbra Streisand. 
“You have to listen to everybody 
to know what is going on,” she 
says. 

And, of course, everybody has 
listened to Mabel Mercer. In the 
years since 1941, when she settl- 


. ed in this country after careers in 


England and in France, the list 
of her admirers makes a kind of 
history of popular singing — 
Tony Bennett, Bobby Short, 
Ethel Merman, Peggy Lee, Nat 
*‘King’’ Cole, Lena Horne, 
Margaret Whiting, Roberta 
Flack. Billie Holiday once nearly 
lost a job because she kept 
sneaking out to hear Mabel 
Mercer; Ava Gardner told an in- 
terviewer that one of her chief 
memories of -her marriage to 
Frank Sinatra was of his listen- 
ing to Mabel Mercer’s records, 
and Sinatra himself once wrote 
that Mabel Mercer had taught 
him everything he knows about 
how to handle a song. When Cleo 
Laine first came to America two 
years ago, it wasn’t long before 
she was at the St. Regis to hear 
Mabel Mercer. 


These people didn’t really go 
to hear Mabel Mercer because of 
her voice. Miss Mercer herself is 
candid about that: “I used to 
have a soprano; now it’s just a 
noise.” And the other night she 
said she’d be glad to sing “Lazy 
Afternoon” if we didn’t mind a 
few cracked notes. The first 
Mercer recordings date from 
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1949, when she was already near- 
ing fifty, and even then her voice 
was notable more for clarity of 
tone, for its responsiveness to 
what she asked of it, than for 
either range or volume — ap- 
parently she never had much 
more than an octave and a half 
in a light chest register, which 
she could extend by a note or two 
at the top by a yodelling flip into 
head voice (she still does it in 
“Little Girl Blue” and “Sunday 
in Savannah’). Most of this 
range is still available to her, 
though the colors have dried and 
flaked and shortness of breath 
now makes it difficult for her to 
sustain tones — they frequently 
wobble, sometimes derailing 
completely into tuneless rasp. 
But what made Mabel Mercer 
Mabel Mercer is still intact — 
her marvelous way with a song, 
her sensitivity to the ways word, 
tone, motion and aspect interact 
to create mood and meaning. A 
lot of what she does has as much 
to do with acting as with sing- 
ing. Through her concentration, 
the quiet magnetism of her per- 
sonality, she convinces you that 
those noises aren’t wobbles and 
rasps at all, just the voice crinkl- 
ing itself up into a smile or 
twisting itself in agony. Her 
smile is all rogue (as when she 
sings that she always goes to bed 
at ten... but then goes home at 
four, or when she voices the sen- 
timent of an amorous cat, 
“Chase me Charlie, chase me, 
over the garden wall’’), her 


hands an extension of the voice, . 


her face the mirror of most of the 
emotions you have ever felt. She 
says that she never sings out of 
her own feelings and ex- 
periences, drawing instead from 
the expressions of all those who 
watch and listen — which is why 
she always seems to be singing 
directly to you, about you, until 
the room contracts, leaving 
nothing there but you and that 
woman’s face and hands and

voice. This effect also springs 
from her profound respect for the 
work of composer and lyricist; 
she always sings songs straight, 
never gussying them up with 
“arrangements” or with showy 
effects of her own. 

Critics always talk about her 
enunciation of the text, and it is 
wonderful, like John McCor- 
mack’s, each vowel pure and ac- 
curate and clear, each consonant 
articulate, weighted according to 
its importance in the word and in 
the phrase. Just as important is 
her musical perception — for all 
the recalcitrance of the voice, 
Mabel Mercer’s sense of pitch is 
never in question, and she knows 
everything there is to know 
about the rhythms of words and 
of melodies; she reminds us of 
the central role rhythm plays 
in great acting. There is infinite 
variety in her work: she usually 
sings each chorus twice, but the 
emphasis is never the same; she 
knows that inflection changes 
and enriches meaning. Take her 
interpretation of Cole Porter’s 
“It Was Just One Of Those 
Things” (the composer, inciden- 
tally, thought her performance 
was the best he’d ever heard.) 
That title refrain comes round 
again and again, and in the 
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course of the song each word in 
turn receives Mabel Mercer’s 
knowing nudge, and the result is 
a whirligig of wit and innuendo. 

Mabel Mercer has maybe been 
most influential because of the 
songs she sings. Many “stan- 
dards”’ were written for her, and 
she kept many others alive when 
other singers had forgotten about 
them. She is always looking for 
new material of quality; this 
time there were that song about 
being green from Sesame Street,

= Now,” “Raindrops Keep Falling 


On My Head” (it actually has 
words, I learned, and fetching 
ones), and ‘‘Send In The 
Clowns.” This last is already one 
of Mabel Mercer’s masterpieces, 
an expression of pain heightened 
yet transmuted, diminished by 
self- awareness of thoughts lying 
too deep for tears which emerge 
in the crooked smile of irony. 
“Adult songs for adults,” 
someone once said, and Mabel 
Mercer’s songs embrace most of 
the range of adult experience, 
the struggling years in a walk-up 
flat with a dinette set, 
motherhood, urban alienation, 
vacations on the Riviera, 
facelifts, retirement in Tampa, 
with doctors and nurses, 
“surgery too.”” But most of her 
greatest songs are about the 
adolescent who lives on in every 
adult, songs about loneliness and 
flirtation, senseless quarrels, the 
need to be loved, the ends of af- 


-fairs, sometimes light-hearted, 


sometimes heartless, always hur- 
ting. 

Many of these lyrics use the 
limited language of musical 
comedy back when it was serious 
— that is, back before it began 
taking itself seriously. Comic 
effects depend upon multiple 
rhymes (I love the one about the 
gold-digger disarming ‘‘Some 
Maharajah” with the daring of 
her decolletage) and the dive of 
diction from elegance into the 
colloquial. A place that never 
was called “Gay Paree’’ keeps 
turning up, and the topical 
references are to Dorothy Dix 
and Dorothy Parker, the El 
Morocco and the Stork; this 
world is a mirrory, self-referring 
one, the songs full of teas for two, 
Aprils in Paris, and the begin- 
ning of beguines. 

But human nature is always 
and everywhere itself, and 
within every code human 
perplexity and complexity wind 
up expressing themselves; any 
idom, however limited, used 
knowingly by the full hearted, 
becomes a language of wisdom. 
They say that Mabel Mercer will 
be coming back before long, and 
that is important, for it is her 
talent and her gift to sing to us of 
essential things in an essential 
way. 
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Being For the Benefit of Mr. Blackwell -

The economic and social hard 
times of the jazz musician have 
been extensively documented by 
those of us who write about the 
music, but many listeners and 
readers could care less. “Why 
don’t you stop interviewing all of 
these musicians,” was the con- 
structive criticism one reader 
offered last year, “I’m sick of 
- reading about their hard times.” 
Indifference is the price many of 
us pay to keep sane in 1974, and 
it results in a “don’t tell me 
about anything except the 
music” attitude on the part of 
people who should know better. 
Ed Blackwell is currently faced 
with the hardest -of times, but 
don’t stop reading yet, because 
this is the story of some people 
who weren’t indifferent and the 
positive action they generated. 

Blackwell is a New Orleans 
drummer in his late forties who 
has spent much of his 
professional career in Ornette 
Coleman’s band. Ed and Ornette 
jointly worked out the radical 
components of the Coleman style 
some twenty years ago during ex- 
tremely lean days in Los 
Angeles, and Ed has drummed 
for Ornette off and on (with time 
off for two African trips with 
Randy Weston) ever since. His 
playing isn’t allthat abstract next 
to a Sunny Murray or a Milford 
Graves; in fact there are 
numerous traces of parade and 
other New Orleans sounds that 
link Blackwell’s playing to such 
percussive patriarchs as Paul 
Barbarin (his first idol). Yet his 
effortless control of cross 
rhythms, beautifully natural 
drum sound and ability to work 
both ends of the dynamics spec- 
trum make him one of the most 
complete and individual of 
drummers. What Ed lacks is his 
deserved public stature; he is 
thought of by many as merely 
another competent sideman, 
and there are dozens of those 
around. He never led a group or 
recorded under his own name, so 
people tend not to notice when 
he needs help. 

Ed’s problem is his kidneys, 
which are malfunctioning past 
the point of correction. To sur- 
vive at all he must spend several 
painful and exhausting hours a 
week on a dialysis machine. In 
this respect he’s luckier than 
Kenny Dorham, who died of the 
same ailment a year and a half 
ago, since the government has 
picked up the tab for dialysis in 
the interim. The only cure for 
Blackwell’s condition, however, 
is kidney restoration, a delicate 
and highly risky operation. Ed is 
willing to take the chance, it be- 
ing his only chance, but the

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operation costs $50,000. 

Enter the Jazz Coalition. 
Larry Lerner, a local drummer 
heard most recently with Music 
of the Spheres, attended a 
benefit for Blackwell in New 
York and suggested that the 
Coalition do something similar. 
After initial hassles with 
locations, the Performance 
Center donated one of its rooms 
for the afternoon and evening of 
April 21 and Mark Harvey and 
Justin Freed set about putting 
the program together. Alan Daw- 
son, our city’s reigning resident 
percussionist, would surely be 
included, but it would also be 
nice to involve another major 
drummer. Max Roach, who 
currently teaches at U Mass in 
Amherst, was contacted and 
quickly agreed to come. Max and 
Alan together on one bill was a 
rare pairing, but it was topped 
when Rashid Devereaux, when 
attending an open Coalition 
meeting, said he could put the 
group in touch with one of Ed’s 
close friends and old neighbors, 
Philly Joe Jones. Philly had not 
appeared in Boston for years, 
and his participation was an 
event unto itself. 


The effort was far from a 
guaranteed success, however. 
Most pre-benefit publicity had 
omitted mention of the after- 
noon session, and the evening set 
would have competition from a 
Billy Cobham concert happening 
just across Harvard Yard. Two 
nationally known saxophonists, 
slated to appear, sent word at 
the last minute that they could 
not attend. But the organizers’ 
efforts were rewarded and the 
event succeeded in all respects. 
The club was two-thirds full in 


the afternoon, SRO in the even- 
ing, and both audiences heard 
excellent music. Eddie Alex, an 
excellent Boston altoist, led off 
both sets, followed by the 
flawless drumming of Alan Daw- 
son behind a trio. Max Roach 
spoke some incisive words about 
the other participants and Ed 
Blackwell, and did an unaccom- 
panied set. I’ve seen Max do 
“Conversations” and ‘‘The 
Drum Also Waltzes” before, but 
still find his control and ef- 
fortless grace amazing. 

Philly Joe was the most im- 
pressive of all. The past dozen 
years have not been the best of 
times for this giant of the late fif- 
ties, but Philly showed up slyly 
nostalgic (he remembered Har- 
vard Square as the home of 
Miles Davis’ tailor) and ready to 
play. “I want the strongest cats 
you’ve got,” Philly demanded; 
what -he got was tenor sax- 
ophonist Clifford Jordan and 
bassist Bill Lee, who heard about 
the concert and traveled to 
Boston specifically to contribute 
their talents. The unexpected 
guests moved Jones to im- 
passioned heights, burning in 
both solo and support as he had 
in the celebrated days of the 
original Miles Davis Quintet. 

Not all of the talent was to be 
found onstage. Ran Blake and 
George Russell were spotted in 
the audience. Mickey Roker, 
another fine drummer in town 
with Dizzy, caught the afternoon’ 
set, and Mose-Allison dashed in 
outfitted in jogging duds. At the 
end, $1400 had been netted for 
Ed Blackwell; additional con- 
tributions may be sent payable 
to the Jazz Coalition Trust Fund 
for Ed Blackwell (#10-783-324-5) 


at the National Shawmut Bank, 
1 Center Plaza in Government 
Center. 

Another benefit involving jazz 
was held on May 12 for the 
Retina Foundation. This time 
the locale was Symphony Hall. 
Tuxedos and long dresses were 
numerous and the performers 
were Ella Fitzgerald, trumpeter 


too liberal with the quotes and 
Tommy was often hard to hear, 
but Ella remains a marvel. The 
signs of age are ever so slight, 
detectable only when she ex- 
tends a held note a bit too long, 
but she skips octaves, shuttles 
accents and changes key with 
less effort than most mortals ex- 
ert singing a major scale. The 
highlights of her performance 
were the rambling free- 
association scat codas on “The 
Man I Love” and “The Boy 
From Ipanema,’’ but the 
remainder of her ten tunes, in- 
cluding three compositions by 
Duke Ellington, were also 
delightful. That Ella is much 
more than a jazz phenomenon 


was demonstrated by her ability 


to sell out Symphony Hall even 
at benefit prices of up to $20 per 
ticket. 


Ella had personal reasons for 
this appearance — Dr. Charles 
L. Schepens, Retina Foundation 
president, performed two 
operations in 1971 that saved 
Ms. Fitzgerald’s vision. In 
gratitude, Ella plans to do an an- 
nual benefit at Symphony Hall 
(this was her second). With some 
luck and more efforts along the 
lines of the April 21 Performance 
Center concerts, Ed Blackwell 


may be able to do the same some 
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day for kidney research.

MOTT THE HOOPLE. 
Orpheum Theatre 


Mott and Queen were to have 
been the capstone of the week of 
British concerts at the end of 
April, but Mott’s Ian Hunter fell 
ill, and the show was postponed. 
This time Queen guitarist Brian 
May was down, but Mott played 
anyway, preceded by Boston’s 
Skyhook. 

Now Ian Hunter is one of 
rock’s greatest students. He 
loves, as does Todd Rundgren, as 
does Bryan Ferry of Roxy Music, 
the populist aspect of rock and 
roll (how it means something to 
every kid on the street). At the 
same time, unlike Todd, he 
recognizes the basic irrelevance 
of knowledge in the successes of 
street rock: the best prole bands 
(and the prole market is the 
original rock market and still by 
far the biggest) succeed not by 
intention but by flashes of in- 


spired emotion that seem like | 


pure chance. I refer the in- 
terested reader to the first five 
years of Who singles for 
evidence, since they were all 
written in ten minutes or less 
and are rightly considered land- 
marks of rock history. 

Hunter doesn’t quite identify 
with the American prole, so 
American success to him seems a 
matter of chance, or of Clive 
Davises pulling the strings. He 
thinks, therefore, that to be in 
tune with the prevailing 
vibrations he should see to it 
that Mott the Hoople looks as 
helpless in the winds of fate as 
possible. Thus, not only does he 
write punk songs like ‘Crash 
Street Kidds,’’ but he also 
produces autobiographical 
frustration tunes like ‘““Hymn for 


the Dudes” and “Marionette.” 
The latter was the best thing in 
concert, marred only by guitarist 
Ariel Bender, who ain’t no 
Luther Grosvenor — not any 
more. Kudos also, while I think 
of it, to guest organist Blue 
Weaver, former Strawb who out- 
played everyone else onstage put 
together. 

But Hunter should take care 
lest what he wants and what 
other Hooples want don’t mesh. 
Thrice I saw Bender try to hog 
the spotlight in “Sucker,” and 
thrice I heard Hunter tell him to 
lay off. Or was that part of the 
act?

JOHN DENVER. 
Music Hall 


John Denver is, along with 
People and William Friedkin, 
one of the fastest-rising stars on 
the national horizon. As he (and 
the colorful slides and movies 
projected onto screens behind 
him at the Music Hall) tells us, 
he is an ecologist, a man of the 
West with genuine farm up- 
bringing who actually gets out- 
side to ski, fly hawks and troupe 
through the Canadian Rockies. 
He is gushing and cute and 
writes innumerable same- 
sounding love songs to his wife. 


He is also a slick and savvy 
showman. His is a family 
audience — moms and dads with 
their kids, well-scrubbed 
backpack hippies, square 
couples in their thirties — and 
he courts them with an inspiring 
thoroughness (“Hello Boston, 
shining pearl of the East, home 
of the Bruins and Celtics, 
gateway to South Boston.”’) 

During his long concert he 


juggled (badly, and with limes, 
beacuse someone had eaten his 
oranges) and sent forth colorless 
renditions of ‘When I’m 64” and 
“The Night They Drove Old Dix- 
ie Down.” To be sure, he also 
performed some affecting songs, 
like his ‘‘Rocky Mountain 
Suite,”” accompanied by the 
aforementioned slides and 
movies, ‘Matthew,’ about a 
relative who endured the out- 
rageous slings and arrows of 
nature and “The Eagle and the 
Hawk,” spoiled only by his in- 
troduction (“This is a séng I feel 
thrilled to be a part of’’). 
_ Denver is a wholesome, apple- 
cheeked farmboy-made-good 
with a blend of innocence and 
cunning peculiarly rural. He en- 
joys a cheerleader’s optimism for 
America, but his Americanism, 
not at all conservative, is a piece 
with that of the Populists and 
the Grange. His intentions seem 
to be in the right place, even if 
his songs are often cloying and 
overstated. He has brought 
together the kind of audience 
which hasn’t existed since the 
days of the Chad Mitchell Trio 
(of which he was a part). And, 
yes, Virginia, there was a drunk 
who, throughout the concert, 
yelled for ‘‘Rocky Mountain 
High.” He got it.

FAIRPORT CONVENTION. 
Sanders Theatre 


As Sandy Denny stated, “This 
band is half Fotheringay and 
half Swarbrick and friends.” 
Now that Denny, arguably the 
finest singer in Christendom, has 
rejoined Fairport, the band is 
fulfilling two names, one tradi- 
tion and three heritages. From 
Denny’s Fotheringay come 
singer Trevor Lucas, guitarist 
Jerry Donahue and the placid 
but ecstatic harmonies that Den- 
ny favors. Dave Swarbrick, the 
cocky fiddler, and Dave Pegg, 
the stalwart bassist/mandolinist, 


both played in the old” Ian 


Campbell Folk Group, one of the 
early revivalists of British 
traditional folk. But all of them 
have been Fairporters, following 
in the footsteps of the band 
Richard Thompson, Simon Nicol 
and Tyger Hutchings pioneered 
in an old house in Muswell Hill: 

This latest Fairport, the first 
band in two years to bring that 
name to Boston, played material 
from all three sources. Swarb’s 
jigs and reels invite dancing as 
much now as down through the 
centuries, especially the 
irrepressible reel that serves as 
the tune for “The Lass of Hex- 
hamshire.”’ The emotional boun- 
ties of the Denny/Lucas faction 
found their expression in a host 
of tunes from Sandy’s new 
album, Like an Old Fashioned 
Waltz, and Fotheringay’s “‘Ned 
Kelly.” And the spirit of Fair- 
ports past was represented — 
and done justice — by songs like 
Thompson’s “Sloth.” 

This is not a uniform band 
stylistically. Swarb’s traditional 
fiddle chops mingle with jazzy 
slides and trills. Donahue’s 
guitar playing is highly influenc- 
ed by the Nashville pedal steel 
guitar sound. Dave Mattacks’ 
drumming, so exciting in the 
first Fairport I saw (circa Full 
House), has grown very sparse, 
while Pegg’s bass playing gets 
weirder all the time. Swarb’s 
highly accented tenor counters 
Lucas’ sombre baritone. But this 
is a very full Fairport, and it’s 
good to have a Fairport back 
again.

BILLY JOEL AND LIV 
TAYLOR. 
The Orpheum 

Except for the warm-up act, 
this concert had about it the feel 
of a funeral. Liv Taylor is a 
beloved local and Jesse Colin 
Young is a long-time Boston 
favorite, yet together they failed 
to fill the moderate-sized 


‘Orpheum Theater. 

During their segments neither 
musician presentedanything new 
and Liv in particular seemed to 
be summing up his short career. 
He played “Carolina Days,” 
“Get Up, Get Up” and all the 
other songs he was playing four 
years ago at small coffeehouses 
around town. He was almost 
obsequious to both his band and 
the audience, introducing the 
former (pianist Bill Elliot and 
bassist Walter Robinson) twice 
and thanking the latter effusive- 
ly for making him feel at home in 
his hometown. 

It was a cripsly executed, 
emotional performance. Liv’s 
rapport with his accompanists 
seems to be at a peak. There 
were exciting banjo-piano in- 
teractions (Elliot contributing 
some rhythmically imaginative 
detail work) and the group sing- 
ing on “You Send Me” reflected 
camaraderie. Liv himself has. 
never been more open, and even 
his faults (he couldn’t seem to 
sustain high notes) fed into his 
presentation of vulnerability. 
But there was always the nag- 
ging feeling that this was the last 
time Liv could pull something 
like this off with his old material. 

Billy Joel was the warm-up 
act. He looks like a refugee from 
the high-school wrestling team 
— thick-necked and thick- 
armed, shorthaired and 
sweatshirted — and he kept 
clapping while the audience 
applauded him, like Dave 
Cowens after a fast break. But he 
plays piano (not electric 
keyboards but real wood-and- 
ivory piano) like nobody’s 
business, combining the _per- 
cusiveness of Billy Preston with 
the chordal ideas of Copeland. 
He also sings like an American 
Elton John and writes about the 
suburban experience with more 
wit and force than Elliot 
Murphy.

Cat Stevens: BUDDHA AND 
THE CHOCOLATE BOX 
(A&M SP3623) 


Cat Stevens’ appeal was not 
simply generated by his musical 
attributes. He had those, to be 
sure — a gritty, clenched voice 
imaginatively double-tracked, a 
penchant for lurching, potent 
rhythm, an ear for sweet but 
slightly off-center melodies — 
and they had much to do with 
his ready identifiability. But his 
most recent efforts, the newest 
being Buddha And The 
Chocolate Box, have had those 
qualities and yet have been un- 
satisfying. What propelled his 
music on the first three albums 
was an inner space created by his 
bout with tuberculosis and, most 
importantly, his consequent in- 
carceration. There is a mystery 
about Mona Bone Jakon and 
Tea For The Tillerman, a sense 
of a private world, with its own 
laws and symbolism, being work- 
ed out through song. There is 
vagueness and ambiguity there, 
but it is energized by a true 
singularity, a strongly-felt world 
vision that only Cat Stevens 
had. 

I suppose it’s the reviewer’s 
duty to point out that Buddha is 
more fun to listen to than the 
last two albums. The organ- 
heavy arrangements are, at 
times, tingling, though there is: 
not that organic connection of 
subject matter and accompani- 
ment which was evident on the 
early work. There is some affec- 
ting melody on ‘“‘Oh Very 
Young” and “Home In The Sky” 
and the new “‘soul’’ rhythms Cat 
is now using work on “Ghost 
Town,” ‘“Sun/79,” is the album’s 
only truly memorable song: a 
father answers his son’s question 
‘why are we here’ by explaining 
where and when he and the boy’s 
mother (“‘She was a junkie 


then’) met. But, despite the 
album’s listenability, it is cer- 
tainly as unexciting and usual as 
any number of albums by singer- 
songwriters that have come out 
in the recent past. There is 
nothing compelling here, 
nothing being said that hasn’t 
been said before. There is a song 
(“King Of Trees’) about a tree 
being supplanted by a road, two 
songs about the wonders of 
music, one song about Jesus and 
a ditty called “Ghost Town” 
which merely invokes the names 
of Bill Bailey, Chico, Harpo and 
Karl and Mr. G. Robinson. 

Or let us take a look at Cat’s 
series of ilkistrations on the back 
cover; a boy with shaved head 
comes across an insect with a 
flute. This makes the boy think 
of chocolates. He dreams that he 
opens a box of chocolates and 
finds they are in the shape of the 
Buddha. This perplexes him, so 
he walks off into the sun, leaving 
the insect to play his flute. 
Nothing is being revealed here, it 
is true; but neither is anything 
being withheld.

well, but overall the air is mighty 
thin in that ursine echo 
chamber. It’s a shame; his Plain- 
song album was six times better 
than this vacant flop. 


Terry Melcher’s) record, 
produced with Bruce Johnston, 
showcases your typical protean 
Californian Keltner fan club 
member, a cavalier bunch some 
of us plain folks on the East 
Coast are sick of hearing about. 
I’m sorry, but the cover is very 
pasty, with his impeccably 
laundered wife clutching Terry’s 
appendix in a smoggy studio. 

The album is fun, even good. 
Terry sings fervently, lurching 
boldly out of his allotted 
register. The sessions, spread 
over three years, have a fluores- 
cent country atmosphere, with 
quirky Beach Boys humor (“‘Dr. 
Horowitz,’ ‘‘Beverly Hills,” 
‘‘These Bars Have Made a 
Prisoner Out of Me’’) which saws 
busily at the trunk side of the 
limb of sincerity he sits on for the 
traditional covers — ‘‘Roll In My 
Sweet Baby’s Arms’’ and 
“Stagger Lee,”’ both taken slow- 
ly and profoundly. 

Jackson Browne’s ‘These 
Days,” with Mama Doris poking 
in harmony, and Damon Black’s 
“Arkansas” are solid. Dylan’s 
“4th Time Around” is welcome, 
each word goosed good as Roger 
McGuinn might do it. Roger’s 
“Just A Season” is a good 
neighbor to it here; in back, it 
sounds like Clarence White 
plucking some of his last Byrdsy 
guitar. 

“Halls of Justice” is Terry’s 
catharsis of the Manson chaos, 
trailing into subliminally 
familiar Dylan lyrics. “The Old 
Hand Jive” is an affectionate 
coda to a seasoned rock 
producer’s inventory of moods, 
exuding the strained yearning, 
the very dry laugh this whole ef- 


fort partakes of.

Marvin Gaye: THE MARVIN 
GAYE ANTHOLOGY (3- 
record set, Motown 10063) 


Motown Records, which seems 
to be finally waking up to the 
fact that its stars might be more 
than nightclub luminaries, 
offers, in this remarkable three- 
record set, one of the best party 
records of all time, as well as a 
good sampling of the Gaye jazz- 
pop statements on the black con- 
dition. 

Lest anyone think it was Mick 
Jagger, this anthology reminds 
us that Marvin Gaye first sang 
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“Hitchhike” and “Can I Get a 


Witness.” Other early Gaye, like 
“‘Ain’t That Peculiar’? and 
“Stubborn Kind of Fellow,” 
show Motown’s best writers and 
producers laboring behind the 
company’s sweetest voice to 
produce its funkiest records. 

From these solo successes, 
Gaye became the male half of a 
series of the best soul duets of 
the 60’s, as he teamed with Mary 
Wells, Kim Weston, and, most 
memorably, Tammi Terrell, 
with whom he waxed “Ain’t No 
Mountain High Enough.”’ 
Throughout his duet phase, 
Gaye continued to churn out solo 
hits, including the definitive ver- 
sion of “Heard it Through the 
Grapevine.” 

The death of Tammi Terrell 
became the turning point for 
Gaye, who secluded himself from 
the public for two years after it. 
He emerged in a new incarna- 
tion, combining the personal and 
emotional style of his youth as a 
church singer with intricate con- 
temporary jazz syncopations 
reminiscent of Herbie Hancock 
and Bobby Hutcherson. The 
ethereal sound of vibes, electric 
piano and tenor saxophone 
became the backdrop for serious 
statement: the black Vietnam 
vet returning to the ghetto, 
ecological disaster, “inner city 
blues” — Gaye incorporated 
them all into an innovative non- 
polemical musical context. 

Gaye is less a preacher than an 
image-painter. The only quarrel 
that could be picked with 
Motown is their cutting-off of 
the long, improvisational sec- 
tions of the later Gaye. Still, for 
those who might think Marvin 
Gaye is merely someone for 
oldies stations, this is a must 
record. Now, if only Motown will 
do the same for Stevie Wonder.

Michal Urbaniak: FUSION 
(Columbia KC 32852) 


Columbia brought Polish 
violinist Urbaniak and his 
quintet, the members of which 
also come from Poland, into 
Paul’s Mall recently for a special 
press concert. What kind of 
strange sounds could I expect 


from Eastern European jazz 


musicians, I wondered (romantic 
notions of youngsters furtively 
crouched over crystal sets absor- 
bing the Voice of America filling 
my head). My image was quickly 
altered when I saw Michal, who 
looks Eastern European enough 
but was decked out in a Herbie 
Hancock T-shirt and Levis. 
Urszula Dudziak, the band’s 


vocalist and Michal’s wife, 
presided over a percussion table 
which appeared to be more a 
product of Sao Paulo than War- 
saw. 


The musical world, like the 
globe, keeps shrinking, and the 
Urbaniak quintet is a very 
authoritative practitioner of the 
electrified jazz style which has 
_been molded in large part by 
Europeans (Vitous, Zawinul, 
McLaughlin, Holland, 
Hammer). The band’s in- 
strumentation is from this com- 
mon mold — violin, electric 
piano, electric bass, drums and 
vocals/percussion — and there is 
a now-familiar affection for 
repetitive rhythmic patterns 
over various time signatures; but 
the featured members add im- 
portant touches of singularity. 
Urbaniak has a gritty sound 
quite unlike most European 
violinists, his spiraling phrases 
much closer to Americans Sugar- 
cane Harris and Papa John 
Creach. Dudziak is even more 
impressive; all of her vocals are 
wordless, and many are passed 
through an echoplex which she 
controls expertly. She likes to 
take chances yet doesn’t 
overreach, and the band should 
give her more room. Fusion was 
made by the group for German 
CBS in 1973 (a second keyboard 
replaces the bassist) and is 
among the liveliest statements in 
the electric idiom, the 
Coltranesque ‘“‘Bengal’’ being es- 
pecially impressive. 

Two other current examples of 
how Europeans have the con- 
temporary American sound well- 
digested are Passport’s Looking 
Through (Atco SD 7042) and 
Terje Rypdal’s What Comes 
After (ECM 1031 ST). Passport 
is led by Klaus Doldinger, a Ger- 
man tenor player who once work- 
ed in the funky Hammond organ 
idiom but has lately begun to 
double synthesizer and veer 
closer to rock. His quartet plays 
music that is basic but not in- 
substantial, kind of a meatier LA 
Express. Norwegian guitarist 
Rypdal, once the most 
aggressively electric of soloists, 
has come up with something 
different. The contours of his 
compositions suggest 
Mahavishnu, but his quintet 
contains both acoustic bowed 
and electric bass, plus a reedman 
that doubles oboe and English 
horn. The music is more in- 
trospective, with the kind of 
chamber overtones one used to 
expect from Europeans.

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Theatre:‘Moonchildren—A Different 


Reaction

MOONCHILDREN by 
Michael Weller directed by 
John Pasquin. At The Charles 
Playhouse. Continuing 
through June 2. 

I seem to have had a very 
different reaction from my fellow 
critics to Moonchildren. They 
saw it as an entertaining play. I 
had what you might call a 
violently political reaction. Now 
I know it is a drag to make 
generalizations and lose your 
sense of humor and of course 
Moonchildren is about some 
college students, but I should 


like to discuss it in light of its 
considerable popularity assum- 
ing that you know the basic story 
is concerned with the activities 
of seven college students who are 
sharing an apartment during the 
anti-war student protest move- 
ment of the demonstrating 60’s. 


Michael Weller depicts these 
students in turn as insincere, in- 
sensitive, misinformed, cruel, 
cynical, stupid, and 
hypocritical. The landlord is 
Snow White. They are the 
characters Haldeman and 
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Andy Rohrer and Eda Zahl in Moonchildren 


Ehrlichman dreamed of in their 
custodian’s closet. Weller 
doesn’t show what these 
students were protesting against. 
We do not see the people who 
conducted the war, or the horror 
of the war, or any forceful reason 
why the students should have 
tried to stop the war. No, all we 
see is some lousy-neurotic college 


students and the misunderstood 
father figures who come to visit 
them. 

In spite of Mr. Weller’s dis- 
claimer in the program that the 
play is not an explanation but a 
description of a puzzle, and 
acknowledging that perhaps no 
one connected with the produc- 
tion intended it as a justification 
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tor the actions of Richard Nixon 
during the past six years, I think 
the play can very well be seen as 
a Nixonian vision of the muddle- 
headed college student bent on a 
destructive kick and who had to 
be stopped. : 

What I am getting at is that 
this play is able to serve many 
people who feared the 
possibilities of a radical social 
change happening in the 60’s 
and now have a powerful excuse 
for the cynicism and apathy of 
the early 70’s. The students in 
the play were laughable and 
dangerous in their ignorance and 
we can’t take seriously their ef- 
forts at self-government. Let the 
Congress handle the dangling 
Nixon, the people can’t be 
trusted. Yes, this play is full of 
such implications not the least of 
which is a rewriting of history to 
quell the fears of an anxious 
public. 


Perhaps because of my 
political beliefs I did not find 
this play funny at all, though I 
did appreciate the acting of 
Kenneth McMillan as the am- 
biguous landlord. Most of the 
other actors seemed to be drown- 
ing in a soap opera. I remember 
John Pasquin’s direction at the 
New Theatre in Cambridge, 
where I first saw this production, 
as being much brisker, almost 
like a Restoration Comedy. I had 
admired his ability to find the 
right style for such superficial~ 
people, but here at The Charles 
Playhouse he seems bored with 
the stereotyped characters, and 
is looking for a deeper meaning 
to their actions. I doubt if he will 
find such a depth. I was im- 
pressed with the very accurate 
apartment that James Joy 
designed and the unobtrusive, 
but atmospheric lighting of. 
Joseph Dziedzic. 

But all in all, this ugly play of 
countless betrayals interrupted 
by a series of cruel comic 
routines, implying that those 
people who protested that horri- 
ble war which is still going on, 
were no more enlightened or 
moral than those killers who 
manufactured the war, is just too 
much to stomach.

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Royal Raillery in 
“The Hollow Crown’

THE HOLLOW CROWN, 
devised by John Barton, for 
The Royal Shakespeare Com- 
pany. With Michael Redgrave, 
Sara Kestelman, James Grout, 
Paul Hardwick, and Adrian 
Harman. Loeb Drama Center. 
(Closed.) 


The vast chronicle of British 
monarchy was dipped into, last 
Monday, by the Royal 
Shakespeare Company. That 
might sound dull to anyone not 
of an historical bent, but John 
Barton chose his chroniclers well 
and the evening was by turns a 
witty and moving delight. Stan- 
dard history was served by the 
Anglo-Saxon Chronicle and 
those familiar Shakespearian 
source-names — Raphael 
Holinshed and Edward Hall. 
The “you-are-there” approach 
featured miniature 
dramatizations of letters and 
speeches by Mary Tudor, Henry 
VIII, Anne Boleyn, Charles I, and 
others. The less conventional 
witnesses to history (or, at the 
least, self-styled chroniclers) in- 
cluded a number of anonymous 
balladeers, the young Jane 
Austen, Horace Walpole at his 
most scabrous, an embarrassed 
but amused Fanney Burney, 
William Thackeray, and E.M. 
Forster’s aunt, Marianne Thorn- 
ton. 

What makes The Hollow 
Crown so downright palatable is 
its well-chosen variety. This is 
history as seen by the kings and 
queens themselves, to be sure, 
but also by dramatic poets, bud- 
ding novelists, judges, 
politicians, and aunts writing to 
their very young nephews. It is 
also history seen through music 
and song, most movingly in an 
anonymous Ballad of Jane 
Seymour, and most wittily in the 
familiar “Vicar of Bray.” 

My usual discomfort at such 
“readings” (about which I wrote 
more generally in these pages a 
few years ago) arises from the 
readers’ attempts to eke out 
either laughter or melodrama 
from passages that were meant 
as serious and straightforward 
narration. A passage taken out of 
context from, say, an archaic

chronicle, can be played for the 
easy laugh if an actor through his 
tone and facial expression milks 
the ‘“‘quaintness” and imposes 
upon the material a sarcastic 
perspective not intended by its 
author. This happened only a 
few times in The Hollow Crown, 


particularly at the beginning, 
but such ex post facto vulgarity 
was at a blessed minimum. 
Genuine laughs there were 
aplenty, and no one could ask for 
a more controlled and moving 
reading than Michael Redgrave’s 
of the death of King Arthur from 
Malory’s Morte D’Arthur, which 
achieved a totally different 
emotional extreme without a 
trace of exaggerated passion. 
Redgrave’s sense of pause (and 
of pitch) is impeccable. 

Sara Kestelman has played 
royalty before (most notably as 
Titania in Peter Brook’s Mid- 
summer Night’s Dream) and she 
still excels in pert, precocious, or 
angry roles (she’s not given a 
chance for much else in John 
Barton’s selections for this 
production). James Grout is 
splendid in conveying idiosyn- 
crasies of personality (the more 
grotesque, the better), but less 
effective in what I felt was his 
Perry Mason-like over- 
dramatization of Charles I’s 
treason-trial, shared with Paul 
Hardwick as the President of the 
Court. Hardwick’s voice is so 
boomingly distinctive as 
sometimes to prove a liability in 
a “straight” reading of anything. 
It’s a glorious gift, though, when 
he impersonates a drunken 
Greville or sings a bawdy ballad. 

Most of the music and singing 
was provided by Adrian Harman 
accompanying himself on the 
guitar. He played well enough, 
but his voice is weak, con- 
stricted, and often unsteady in 
pitch. It was the one weak link in 
an otherwise resplendent royal 
chain. 
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Opera : Flabbergasting Prokofiev

No one seems to enjoy a 
catastrophe more — or stage it 
better than Sarah Caldwell. Just 
two years ago in homage to 
Berlioz she sacked and 
plundered ancient Troy; a 
season later heretics were 
roasted in a fiery tableau for her 
production of Don Carlos; and 
just last week before our in- 
credulous eyes she invaded 
Russia and burned Moscow as 
part of the American stage 
premiere of Sergei Prokofiev’s 
War and Peace. All of which is 
merely your reporter’s 
backhanded way of saying that 
the impossible can be made to 
look easy when served up by a 
tactical genius like Commander 
Caldwell, and that the bigger 
and grander an opera, the more 
sense she seems to make of it 
even in surroundings as absurd 
as the Orpheum Theater. 
Making sense out of War and 
Peace has in fact been a serious 
problem ever since Prokofiev 
began to sketch it in the summer 
of 1941. That June Nazi hordes 
had poured into Russia inviting 
memories of the 1812 campaign, 
and to an ardent nationalist like 
Prokofiev the parallel with 
Tolstoy’s epic must have been 
irresistible. But wanting to com- 
pose a War and Peace is a far cry 
from actually fitting it onto the 
procrustean bed of operatic con- 
ventions, as Prokofiev was soon 
to discover. There just is no way 
of effectively condensing so 
much carfully structured 
material into an evening of 
simple-minded patriotic hoop-la 
— which is just what the crisis 
called for — and in the end he 
had to design a libretto himself 
that was essentially a string of 
colorful episodes highlighting 
the novel’s spirit but hardly 
touching its depth. Completely 
lost was Tolstoy’s architectural 
span that made the war, for all 
its celebration of Russia’s will to 


win, a foil for resolving the per- 
sonal dramas and destinies of 
characters established earlier. 
Peace and war seem to have no 
connection in Prokofiev’s ver- 
sion, and though he called it an 
opera in 13 scenes, they divide 
up into two almost unrelated 
parts, Natasha’s love life and the 
trouncing of Napoleon. One 
literally has to think his way 
through the novel to make any 
sense of the opera, and only then 
do the larger patterns begin to 
emerge. Musically as well the 
two sections take on different 
colors, the peace scenes a tale of 
aristocratic love reminiscent of 
Tchaikovsky, the war a vast 
choral pageant in the tradition of 
Prince Igor. To western ears, it 
may sound a bit rambling and 
disjointed, but the inspiration is 
genuine and the visual impact 
unquestionably tremendous! 
For solving all these problems 
of size and shape — not to men- 
tion logistics — Field Marshall 
Sarah ought to be awarded the 


Cross of Saint George. In the - 


past Prokofiev's score has had to 
face accusations of ‘Socialist 
Realism’’ — in other words 
banality — nonetheless its lush 
and vivid orchestration does con- 
jure up the malakite and lapis- 
lazuli interiors of old St. 
Petersburg, and it must have 
been a severe temptation for 
Caldwell’s team of designers to 
give us another super-realistic 
production along the lines of 
their 1972 Troyens. But 
Caldwell, to her everlasting 
credit; obviously knows that 
Tolstoy’s characters are real 
enough without acres of painted 
drops, and wisely she set them 
off against an impressionistic 
background of tubular plexiglass 
architecture that stunningly 
evoked Imperial Russia yet 
allowed us to focus attention on 
their all-too-human problems. 
As in Les Troyens, the scenes of

spectacle overflowed panorama- 
like onto the Orpheum’s side 
galleries (whose neo-classical 
porticos incidentally could have 
been designed for this opera), yet 
such is Caldwell’s ability to grow 
in her surroundings that they no 
longer were just extra space but 
became logical extensions to 
ball-rooms and wartime 
redoubts overlooking Borodino. 
Even the amazingly rapid scene 
changes were turned to dramatic 
effect, as when to Prokofiev’s 
thundering battle music the 
Napoleonic Colophon slowly 
descended over the Russian 
Eagle with menacing majesty. 
But Caldwell can even transcend 
Tolstoy when she chooses; in the 
novel, at Fili, when Kutuzov 
makes his decision to abandon 
Moscow, the tragic mood is 


lightened by having the peasant 
girl Malasha eavesdrop on the 
generals. It’s a charming cameo, 
but Caldwell lifted it into the 
spheres by making the child into 
a symbol of Mother Russia crad- 
ling a model of Moscow in her 
arms. It was simply vintage 
Sarah and altogether wonderful. 


There’s just not enough space 
to provide the kind of praise 
Caldwell’s enormous cast 
deserves. Almost every 
professional singer in the Boston 
area ended up on the Orpheum 
stage at one time or another dur- 
ing Friday’s performance, and if 
it’s hard to single out any one 
characterization it only shows 
the tremendous team spirit 
Caldwell can inspire for oc- 
casions like this. Nonetheless it 


would be unfair to let pass Jan 
Curtis’s bosomy and slyly sung 
Princess Helene or the stunning 
contrast that Edith Evans made 
between the frigid Princess 
Maria and the gypsy slut 
Matryosha. Then there were 
those other Caldwell stalwarts 
Alan Crofoot, Eunice Alberts 
and Gimi Bemi doubling and 


-even tripling roles right and left. 


Everyone of course has their own 
vision of the irrepressible 
Natasha, Tolstoy’s will-o’-the- 
wisp heroine, but though Arlene 
Saunders sang the part sen- 
sitively, even majestically at 
times, a Natasha that looks like 
Andrei’s maiden aunt is, I’m 
sorry to say, just not a credible 
stage figure. The befuddled Pierre 
who gets some of Prokofiev's 
most lyrically tortured music 
was handsomely sung by tenor 
William Neil. A more lovably 
oafish portrayal would be hard to 
imagine! Baritone Lenus 
Carlson smoothly handled the 
Byronic Andrei, but the real 
cheers of the evening were saved 
for Donald Gramm who seems 
determined to prove that he’s 
the most versatile and virtuoso 
singer around on any stage to- 
day. From swaggering through ~ 
Dolokov’s part in the peace 
scenes, he sagged imperiously 
into the role of old Kutuzov, the 
boozy bleary hero of Part II, with 


-a make-up job worthy of Lon 


Chaney. It was probably the per- 
formance of a life-time! 

If detente holds up and the 
Bolshoi Opera does visit the Met 
(as rumors indicate), it should be 
interesting to compare their 
production with what Caldwell 
so triumphantly achieved. But 
nothing, I feel sure, can ever 
dampen that sense of awe for us 
all on discovering Prokofiev’s 
marvellous score or — equally 
important — quiet our thanks 
for what Caldwell has so 
luminously revealed.

If you 
can’t wait for the book or movie, 
you'll have to put up with the 
medium of Andrija Puharich. To 
“put up” with Puharich is put- 
ting it mildly, for the only 
believable thing about this book, 
which should have been called 
Andrija, is the “‘agony of writing, 
typing, and editing’ to which 
the author attests. Uri Geller is 
the reputed psychic whose mind 
over matter experiments include 
filmed instances of telepathic 
feats, fork bending and 
wristwatch wizardry. Andrija 
Puharich is the reputed para- 
psychologist whose publish or 
perish experiments include The 
Sacred Mushroom, Beyond 
Telepathy, and Uri. 

If you caught the televised 
Geller congeries or attended the 
rather quaint lecture of Capt. 
Edgar D. Mitchell last year at 
Harvard, you already know as 
much about parapsychology and 
Uri Geller as this volume can 
offer. In short, this book, for all 
its appetizers, acknow- 
ledgements and appen- 
dices, contains none of the 
authority of a Koestler (as in The 
Roots of Coincidence), no en- 
dorsement by Mitchell or anyone 
else, and worst of all, no in- 
troduction, forward or afterward 
by Geller. 

Well, what is it then? One big 
teetering polemic for parap- 
sychology as the proof of ex- 
traterrestrial communication 
and probably the most uninten- 
tionally funny, self-serving 
record of savioring, mentoring, 
mothering and merchandising to 
be published this year. Over- 
come your abundant initial 
anger and you find the 
overriding absurdity of the nutty 
narrative engaging you in a laff- 


riot read of Love Story propor- 
tions, choking with hilarious un- 
recognized sexist slams, irrele- 
vant references to prestigious in- 
ternational conferences, 
Catholic mongering, von 
Daniken deliriums, Castenada 
creatures and Cosmic Mother 
Communions on a par with Bill 
Blatty Himself. 

It all began on July 26, 1956 in 
Acambaro, Mexico (and if you 
think I’m going to agonize over a 
synopsis the way Puharich did 
over the story, you’re spacey). 
There, on a request to solve an 
archeological problem with psy- 
chic Peter Hurkos, Puharich 
runs into the Laugheads, that is 
a Dr. and Mrs. Charles 
Laughead from Whipple, 
Arizona who keep hounding 
him about the ecstasies of ex- 
traterrestrial communication 
and the thrill of it all being 
among the In-Crowd. Puharich 
claims he doesn’t know what 
they’re talking about until he 
has a UFO encounter which con- 


founds common descriptions yet . 


fits somewhat with the reports of 
Dr. Laughead and what Peter 
Hurkos once described to 
Puharich, in his broken English, 
as “flying sausages.’’ The next 
sentence is: ‘None of these 
descriptions fit my experience.” 
How Puharich gets to Israel in 
1970 and meets Geller at a stage 
show, after suffering (to the 
reader’s delight) “through a 
series of rock numbers” is a 
whole other story but one direct- 
ly related to the Mexican 
prelude, if Puharich is to be 
believed. 


He asks us to project our 
minds to the future and the 
beneficent communion with ex- 
traterrestrial beings after paving 
the way himself as Spiritual 
Leader and scribe (more books to 
follow), when Uri’s tricks wreak 
their final bit of havoc with 
traditional scientific thinking. 
But the reading experience 
Puharich creates to raise our 
consciousness is nothing if not a 
retrogression to a secondary 
school sensibility, nourished by 


force-fed classics and noble, 
language-class biographies 
tediously translated, forcefully 
forgotten. Recall The Mayor of 
Casterbridge with its stilted 
philosophical sorties, wooden 
dialog, cliffhangers, howlers, 
awkward introductions and 
abrupt departures? And 
remember those expurgated 
foreign language biographies we 
had to translate only to 
familiarize us with the language 
and not the subject? Readjust 
and you’re ready for Uri. 


Puharich 


As for Andrija, he’d have us 
believe he’s the President of the 
Psychic World, called upon now 
to deliver all the goods but 
restrained for reasons of 
suprarational security and forc- 
ed instead to agonize over his 
tawdry transcripts. In the 
Preface, he informs us he is not 
telling the whole truth. ‘There 
are many things that my “editor 
in the sky” will not yet permit 
me to reveal. My editor on earth 
has advised me to delete 


material that could be con- 
sidered too controversial or 
libelous .... In order to get the 
basic message in print, and out 
to the people, many diplomatic 
gestures have had to be made. 
Perhaps someday ... my editors 
will allow the whole truth to be 
revealed.” I’m not holding my 
breath. 


BOOKLET FOR WOMEN 
WHO WISH TO DETERMINE 
THEIR OWN NAMES AFTER 
MARRIAGE, compiled by the 
Center for a Woman’s Own 
Name, 56 pages, $2.00. 


When I was a weird little girl 
in the 1950s, defiantly proclaim- 
ing to befuddled adults and 
equially befuddled girlfriends 
that when I grew up I was never 
going to get-married-and-have- 
babies, one of the things that 
most upset me about girlhood’s 
ultimate dream was that when 
women got married they lost 
their names. This filled me with 
a very real and deep terror, and 
when people laughingly assured 
me that one day I’d look forward 
to changing my name, I felt I was 
being offered a kind of suicide — 
as, of course, I was. No one 
told me then that there were 
women who keep their ‘“‘maiden”’ 
names (and what a bizarre no- 
tion that is) after they got 
married; all I knew was that 
marriage made you stop being 
who you were. 

Twenty years later the 
women’s movement is dis- 
seminating many once obscure 
ideas; and a lot of those solitary 
little girls have come to discover, 
and create, a community of sup- 
port for concepts basic to 
feminist thinking. It was perhaps 
inevitable that a Center for a 
Woman’s Own Name would 
come to exist to facilitate the 
needs of women increasingly dis- 
turbed over the sacrifice of per- 
sonal identity inherent in the 
marital name-change. This 
Center, which is located in 
Barrington, Ill. (there is a similar 
group, Name-Change, here in 
the Boston area), has just put 


out a useful handbook dealing 
with the issue of name-change on 
a variety of levels, from feminist 
theory through practical legal 
advice on retaining or reclaiming 
one’s own name. It begins by 
knocking down a common myth 
— that the law requires a woman 
to take on her husband’s name 
when she marries. In fact, only in 
Hawaii does any such law exist. 
Thus, a woman who is about to 
marry can keep her name 
without going through any legal 
procedure and a woman who is 
married but has never used her 
husband’s surname still legally 
retains her own. A woman who 
has taken on and used her 
husband’s name does run into 
some legal and social problems, 
and the book offers suggestions 
for dealing with those problems, 
with a minimum of hassle. There 
is also a chapter on children’s 
names — here again, there is no 
law requiring that the child be 
given its father’s surname. There 
is a section on various court 
decisions around name-change 
issues, and one on letters receiv- 
ed by various women about their 
own experiences in attempting to 
keep or regain their own names. 


This booklet has its 
limitations. It does not question 
the institution of marriage itself, 
nor does it deal with the fact that 
some women are choosing to re- 
ject not only their hsuband’s 
names but their patrilineal 
names they have inherited from 
their fathers as well: it would be 
highly useful if the Center would 
extend its services to provide in- 
formation to such women, as 
well as to lesbian and homosex- 
ual couples who accept the 
marriage model and want to 
adopt the same surname. But 
within the confines of its intent 
it is an invaluable booklet, and 
any woman who is married or 
considering getting married 
would be well advised to read it.

In a splenetic moment the poet Karl 
Shaprio once said that the young no 
longer speak any language at all — except 
possibly Chimp. It is a nasty crack; but I 
think it comes closer to the truth about 
what playwright Michael Weller is up to 
in Moonchildren than many of the 
reviewers and audiences who have 


for the last two years would care to admit. 
Please don’t let the cute title scare you 
away, because this is not a play about 
moon children innocent, tender, 
vulnerable spirits, precursors of the 
stupid myth of the age of Aquarius — but 
rather moon children. They are down on 
deadly accurate record as having in- 
criminated themselves. Willful, vindic- 
tive, cruel and callow, this group of 
college upperclassmen and women living 
together go on hurting each other in ways 
they barely seem able to recognize, and 
that they are able at all is the one sign of 
saving grace in their inadequate language 
and immature lives. It is also Michael 
Weller’s admission that he likes and cares 
about his characters in spite of the dis- 
tance he must have travelled since 
Moonchildren’s time of 1965. And as long 
as the fine collective talents continue to 
maintain that distance and don’t suc- 
cumb to the awful temptation to play for 
sympathy what clearly demands cold cen- 
sure, they should continue with a success 
that is fair to both the audience and the 
playwright. If they should give in, and 
begin carrying over the broad farcical 
business to the serious moments meant to 
put the moon children in their places, 
they will still have a success but will have 
missed the play’s point, which is satirical 
and parodic.

They need the rest in order to mean 
something again, and nowhere is this 
clearer than in the insipid and _ half- 
hearted use made of them by most of the 
characters of this play. As part of their 
general inadequacies, language must suf- 
fer too, so they use the all-purpose “shit” 
and “fucking” not out of need for preci- 
sion or force, not out of the pride of their 
strenth or candor, but as querulous, 
defensive covers for their weakness.

Not only does Weller know this and 
make his audience squirm in embarrass- 
ment at his characters’ shrivelled 
spiritual vocabularies, but he keeps those 
characters at work constantly undercut- 
ting themselves with their meanness. For 
instance, Ruth, an almost sentimentally- 
written character throughout most of the 
play, appears in the end nearly to have 
destroyed Dick with a rumor she does not 
realize the importance of. And Mike and 
Cootie, put-on artists extraordinary, 
finally manage to convince the dull Nor- 
man to immolate himself in protest of a 


‘war he barely understands, only to sub- 


stitute a can of water for the gasoline at 
the last moment. They manage to make 
yet another farce out of the-incident, but 
Norman does keep trying to set a match 
to his wrist, and a small burn is there. “It 
hurts,” he says and finishes out the play a 
walking emblem of just how dangerously 
close moon children can come to garden 
variety evil. There is more than these 
samples can suggest, too. Some in- 
teresting things are done with the motif of 
cancer, almost in the Henry Miller sense, 
and the actual terminal cancer of his 
mother nearly drives the hero, Bob, 
towards a kind of general statement for 
the play (Cancer was the original title and 
it might serve as a better sign for these 
people than Aquarius or the moon.) 

But cheer up, all is not dour and heavy. 
The broad farce remains and it is played 
with evident relish by a first-rate com- 
pany. If Director John Pasquin can main- 
tain the necessary double vision without 
losing the energy, then he deserves and 
should get large and happy audiences.
